respectively, the appointment of the officers, and the 
authority of training the militia according to the dis- 
cipline prescribed by Congress."

ARTICLE VT.

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ARTICLE XVII. 

Section 1. The militia shall be composed of all 
able-bodied male citizens between the ages of eighteen 
and forty-five years, except such as are exempted by 
the laws of the United States or of this State; but all 
such citizens, of any religious denomination whatever, 
who, from scruples of conscience, may be averse to bear- 
ing arms, shall be excused therefrom upon such con- 
ditions as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall provide by law for 
organizing, equipping and disciplining the militia, in 
such manner as they shall deem expedient, not incom- 
patible with the laws of the United States. 

Sec. 3. Officers of the militia shall be elected or 
appointed and be commissioned in such manner as may 
be provided by law.

The People of the State of Michigan enact : Section who subject 
1 . All able-bodied male citizens of Michigan, including J^^^"'**^ 
those of foreign birth who have declared their intention 
to become citizens of the United States, residing therein, 
of the age of eighteen years, and under the age of forty- 
five years, and not exempted by the laws of the United 
States or of this State, shall be enrolled in the militia 
and be subject to military duty. In addition to the who exempt, 
persons exempted by the laws of the United States the 
follow^ing persons shall be exempt from military duty, 
namely: Officers of the State government; judges of 
the supreme, circuit, district and probate courts; mem- 
bers of the legislature; officers and guards of the State 
prisons, houses of correction and other State institu- 
tions; keepers of poor houses, officers, attendants and 
assistants; firemen after seven years' service as such; 
officers who have held commissions in the regular or 
volunteer army or navy of the United States; com- 
missioned officers of the militia of this State who have 
served in said militia fully uniformed and equipped 
according to law and regulations for the term of six 
years and who have resigned after such service, or been 
honorably discharged ; all county officers, except notaries 
public; all teachers engaged in public institutions and 
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public schools, and ministers of the^ gospel. The en- 
rolled militia shall not be subject to active military 
duty except when called into the service of the State, 
or of the United States, in case of war, rebellion, 
invasion, the prevention of invasion, the suppression 
of riots, tumults and breaches of the peace, or to aid 
civil officers in the execution of the law and the service 
of process, in which case they, or so many of them as 
the necessity requires, may be ordered out for actual 
service by draft, or otherwise, as the Governor may 
direct. The portion of the enrolled militia ordered out 
or accepted shall be mustered into service for such 
period as may be required, and the commanding officer 
may assign them to existing organizations of the active 
militia, or organize them as the exigency of the occasion 
may require. 

Sec. 2. The officers acting as supervisors of every 
township, ward or city shall immediately upon an order 
from the Governor of this State to that effect, return 
a list of the names of all persons who are liable to per- 
form military duty residing in their township, ward or 
city, to the county clerk, who shall within twenty days 
after the receipt of sudi return, number the names and 
file the lists in his office and return the aggregate num- 
ber of all the persons so enrolled in his county to the 
adjutant general. The supervisors shall have power to 
question under oath, which they are hereby authorized 
to administer, any person deemed liable to perform 
military duty, but who denies the same, and if any per- 
son refuses to be sworn the supervisor shall enroll his 
name in the same manner as though he had admitted 
his liability. Upon the return of the supervisor's list 
to the county clerk, properly certifying that he has 
enrolled all persons who are liable to perform military 
duty residing in his township, city or ward, he shall 
be paid two cents for each person so enrolled out of the 
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treasury of the c<^unty. If any supervisor or county penalty for 
clerk shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform the "•*y**'* *** 
duty enjoined upon him by this act, the person or per- 
sons guilty of such refusal or neglect shall be liable to 
a penalty of not less than one hundred nor more than 
five hundred dollars, to be recovered by action of debt 
before any court of competent jurisdiction, in the name 
of the people of the State of Michigan, and it shall be 
the duty of the prosecuting attorney of the county in 
which such action shall be brought to prosecute the 
same.

Any company may adopt such constitution company may 
and by-laws for its government and discipline, not incon-^*^5JjJ *'*"''" 
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si stent .with this act and the regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the State Military Board, as a majority of 
the members of the company shall deem proper, and 
the commanding officer may recommend the dishon- 
orable discharge from the service of any member of the 
company for ofiTensee against such constitution and 
by-laws, or against the rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the State Military Board, or against the 
articles of war of the United States, and such recom- 
mendations shall be sufficient cause for the Commander- 
in-Chief to discharge such member from the service. All 
fines imposed in pursuance of such constitution and 
by-laws shall be enforced and collected as hereinafter 
provided. All moneys received by commanding officers 
of companies for the use of such companies, except as 
herein provided, shall be appropriated by a majority 
vote of the company or in pursuance of the by-laws of 
such company. 

Sec. 15. Company, regimental and brigade com- 
manders shall make returns through regular channels 
to the adjutant general in accordance with the regula- 
tions therefor in the army of the United States and 
the rules and regulations prescribed by the State 
Military Board. 

Sec. 16. The pay and allowance to officers in time of 
actual service shall be the same as the pay and allow- 
ances of officers of the same grade in like service in the 
army of the United States. Captains of companies shall 
give bonds in such sum and with such surety or sureties 
as shall be required by the military board, for the care 
and safe keeping of all arms, equipments and military 
property of the State which may at any time be under 
their charge and control, and to account for the same, 
which bonds shall be approved by the State Military 
Board. Upon the giving of such bonds, and their 
approval as aforesaid, captains of companies of the 
Michigan National Guard shall be entitled to pay at 
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the rate of $100 per annum, payable yearly by the quar- 
termaster general. The adjutant and quartermaster of 
each brigade, regimental and independent battalion 
organization shall each receive for his services as such, 
the sum of one hundred dollars per year, payable yearly 
by the quartermaster general. 

Sec. 17. The quartermaster general shall deliver as By and to 
a loan from the property of the State to the command- ^°^ 
ing officer of each brigade, regiment or company of thep«>p«rty 
Michigan National Guard such tents, fixtures, arms ***" 
and equipment, camp equipage, and such other military 
property as may be necessary ; and each officer to whom officer to 
such property is delivered, shall receipt for and be"*'*'*'* 
responsible for the safe keeping of the same; and in 
case of the discharge or death of such officer, he or his how 
legal representative shall be released from such responsi- ^^••••**- 
bility upon filing in the office of the quartermaster 
general a bond with sufficient sureties, or the certificate 
of the officer succeeding him in command that the 
articles so furnished are, at the date of the certificate, 
in good order and condition, reasonable use and wear 
thereof excepted. All accounts shall be finally settled 
by the quartermaster general. The quartermaster gen- Arms, etc., 
eral, on the written application of the commander of a J^^^. 
company of the Michigan National Guard duly organ- 
ized, shall furnish suitable arms and equipments at the 
expense of the State, and a sum not to exceed four 
hundred dollars a year for armory rental. Whenever Armory 
any articles are furnished as aforesaid to any of the"°**^* 
Michigan National Guard, the same shall be deposited 
and kept in such armory. 

Sec. 18. The Commander-in-Chief may from time to inspector 
time require the inspector general to examine any ^®''*^^"^ 
armory, or arms, provided as aforesaid, and report to con<i»«on 
him the condition thereof and of the arms therein etc. 
deposited, and if it shall appear satisfactorily to the 
inspector general that any arms, ordnance or other 
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property of the State already distributed, or whieh may 
hereafter be distributed, to any company, has not been 
safely kept, or properly housed, or has been injured 
or loaned, or used for other purposes than on military 
occasions, he shall prosecute the bond given by the com- 
manding officei; of such company, and he shall take 
away such property from such company and report such 
company to the Commander-in-Chief, who shall disband 
the same at his discretion. For this purpose, the in- 
spector general may inspect, or cause to be inspected or 
examined at any time, at his. discretion, the arms and 
property aforesaid. 

Sec. 19. Any person who shall sell, retain, conceal 
or have in possession any arms, ordnance, military 
stores or other property of the State of a military char- 
acter, the same not having been delivered to him by any 
person thereto authorized, or who shall retain or refuse 
to deliver the same to the quartermaster general, or his 
order, or to any officer of the adjutant general's, in- 
spector general's, or quartermaster general's department, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not to exceed five hundred 
dollars, or imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding 
six months, or both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 20. The Commander-in-Chief, by and with the 
advice of the State Military Board, is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to establish annually one or more 
camps in suitable places for the instruction of the Mich- 
igan National Guard, and shall procure suitable tents, 
camp equipage, utensils and ammunition for the accom- 
modation and use of troops in said camps, and may 
order into said camp or camps, to be kept therein for 
such period of time as he may deem expedient, not 
exceeding ten days, any company or regiment, and may 
designate the officer to command such camp or camps.

He shall take an accurate account 
of the quality and condition of the arms, accoutrements 
and clothing of both officers and men, and report thereon 
in writing to the Commander-in-Chief. 

SECf. 23. The commander of a company, within ten company 
days after each annual tour of camp duty, shall make ^^^ '** ' 
a correct alphabetical pay roll of his company, con- 
taining the names of the members who appeared armed, 
uniformed and equipped, and performed all the duties 
required on the days of encampment, and showing 
the duties done by each member, and transmit the same 
in duplicate, certified under his oath to be correct and 
true, to the adjutant general, and the whole number so 
returned shall in no ease exceed the maximum number 
allowed to his company by section ten. A commanding penalty for 
officer of a company who neglects to make the returns"*^***'*' 
herein required shall forfeit twenty-five dollars, and 
for making a false return in any case, shall forfeit one 
hundred dollars, to be prosecuted for by the adjutant 
general in any court of competent jurisdiction. 
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Sec. 24. Commanding officers in camp shall, within 
ten days after each annual encampment, make and 
transmit to the adjutant general a certified pay roll, in 
duplicate, of the general, field and staff officers, and 
members of one band of music to each regiment present 
and on duty at the said encampment, specifying the 
name, rank, duty done by each one who has appeared 
armed, uniformed and equipped, and performed duty on 
any day. For neglect to make such return, such com- 
manding officer shall forfeit fifty dollars, and for making 
a false return in any case, two hundred dollars, to be 
prosecuted for by the adjutant general. The adjutant 
general shall, without delay, extend said pay rolls in 
accordance with the provisions for pay of the troops 
in section twenty-five, and shall transmit one copy of 
the same to the quarterihaster general and one to the 
Auditor General. 

Sec. 25. All officers, non-commissioned officers, musi- 
cians, members of bands and privates, shall receive for 
each day actually spent by them on duty in the annual 
encampment authorized by this act, or on any duty 
under orders of the Commander-in-Chief, and for the 
time necessarily spent by them in traveling from their 
homes to the place of rendezvous, and in returning to 
their homes, the following compensation, together with 
the necessary transportation, to wit: To each private, 
non-commissioned officer and musician, not less than 
one dollar and twenty-five cents per day, and the State 
Military Board shall allow seventy-five cents per diem 
as commutation of rations. To all commissioned offi- 
cers of the line and to the field, staff and other com- 
missioned officers, the pay as fixed by the United States 
army regulations of officers of the army of the same 
rank in the service of the United States: Provided, 
That in the case of all officers who under this act or the 
regulations of the State Military Board are paid an 
annual salary of more than one hundred dollars, this 
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pay shall be in lieu of such annual salary during the 
time for which it is paid : Atid provided further, intoxic«Mon 
That any officer, musician or soldier guilty of intoxi- ** * ^^' 
cation or drunkenness at any annual encampment, or 
on the way to or from such encampment, shall forfeit 
all pay for that entire tour of camp duty, and it shall 
be the duty of the officer charged with making the pay 
rolls to note the fact of intoxication or drunkenness 
against the name of the person guilty thereof. 

Sec. 26. As soon as possible after obtaining the pay when oiiicen, 
rolls, the quartermaster general shall pay such officers, •**» *" p*^**' 
musicians, members of the band and privates, as shall 
have done duty at the annual encampment, the amount 
due them therefor under the provisions of this act, as • 
shown by the pay rolls. Payment may be made to the 
commanding officer of a company, or the master of a 
band, upon the written order of the members thereof 
performing duty as aforesaid. 

Sec. 27. For the purpose of providing the expenses Military fond, 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act, it ^*"^ provided. 
shall be the duty of the Auditor General, at the time 
of apportioning the State taxes, to apportion among the 
several counties of the State each year in proportion 
to the whole amount of real and personal property 
therein as equalized by the State Board of Equalization, 
a sum equal to five cents for each person who, as it shall 
appear by the last preceding census was a resident of 
this State, which sum so apportioned shall be collected 
in the same manner as other State taxes, and shall 
constitute the State military fund. 

Sec. 28. All expenses incurred for the maintenance Expenses, by 
of the military forces of this State by virtue of any of '^*^°™ ^*'** 
the provisions of this act shall be paid by the State 
Treasurer from and out of the State military fund in 
the State treasury, upon the warrant of the Auditor 
General. 
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Sec. 29. The Auditor General shall, and he is fully 
authorized and empowered to draw his warrant upon 
the . State Treasurer for all expenses made or created 
under this act upon the estimates of the quartermaster 
general, approved by the Commander-in-Chief and the 
State Military Board: Provided, That the accounts 
and vouchers for the expenditure of money drawn by 
the quartermaster general on previous estimates, shall 
be filed with and audited by the Auditor Greneral before 
he shall issue his warrant for any new estimate: Also 
provided. That whenever, by any sudden emergency, it 
is necessary for the Commander-in-Chief to call out the 
troops, or any portion thereof, to suppress riots or dis- 
orders, money may be drawn upon the estimate of the 
quartermaster general properly approved by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and State Military Board without wait- 
ing for the auditing of accounts and vouchers on 
previous estimates. 

Sec. 30. In accepting and uniforming new com- 
panies, in providing armory rental, and in ordering 
annual encampments, the Commander-in-Chief and the 
State Military Board shall at all times be restricted 
and governed by the limits of the State military fund, 
to the end that no costs or expenses shall be incurred 
beyond the amount which the moneys in that fund will 
defray. 

Sec. 31. All commissioned officers shall provide 
themselves with such uniforms and arms complete as 
the State Military Board, with the approval of the 
Commander-in-Chief, shall prescribe, subject to such 
restrictions, limitations and alterations as he may order. 

Sec. 32. Every non-commissioned officer, musician 
and private of a company duly organized under the mili- 
tary laws of this State shall be furnished with a uniform 
at the expense of the State. The said uniform shall be 
furnished by the quartermaster general upon the requi- 
sition of the officer commanding the company to which 
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he belongs, approved by the adjutant general. The said 
requisitions shall be made in duplicate, and shall give, 
under oath, the name, age, rank and date of enlistment 
of the person for whom the tmiform is procured, the 
number of State uniforms already in the possession of 
the company, and the number of active members belong- 
ing to the company. The non-commissioned staff of each 
regiment shall be in like manner provided with uniforms 
upon the requisition of the comms^nding officer of the 
regiment to which they belong: Provided, They have 
not been furnished with a uniform as members of a 
company. The uniform to be furnished by the State 
shall be of one uniform pattern, to be established by " 
the State Military Board and approved by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 

Sec. 33. Every person who shall wantonly or inten- penalty for 
tionally injure or destroy such uniform, or any other ^if^J^^ 
military property of the State, and refuse to make good *^' 
such injury or loss, or shall sell or dispose of, remove 
or secrete the same with intent to sell or dispose thereof, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. 

Sec. 34. Whoever uses or wears, except in the per- when uni- 
formance of military duty for the State or upon public J^J^"*™ 
parades or by special permission of his commanding 
officer, any uniform or other articles of military prop- 
erty belonging to the State, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars or thirty days in county 
jail for every such offense. 

Sec. 35. Whenever forty-eight or more men within How com- 
the same regimental district shall associate for the b^"fovawd!^ 
purpose of forming a company of the Michigan National 
Guard, they may apply to the Commander-in-Chief, 
through the adjutant general, to be organized as such, 
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and shall designate the persons for commissioned offi- 
cers. On receiving such application, the Commander- 
in-Chief may so organize such company and commission 
such officers upon the certificate of the inspector general, 
that such company has complied with the provisions of 

proviao. this act: Provided, The number of companies then 
organized and existing shall not equal the limitations 
prescribed by the State Military Board. 

Sec. 36. The several companies, regiments and other 
military divisions of the State shall have such parades, 
encampments and other meetings for instruction in each 
year, not exceeding ten full days, as may be prescribed 
by general regulations of the State Military Board,

to perform military duty from competent authority, 
such railroad or railroads shall furnish transportation 
at the rate of one cent per mile for the whole distance 
to be traveled upon such railroad for each officer or 
enlisted man so carried, and all station or ticket agents 
or conductors shall sell first-class tickets, or furnish 
first-class passage, at the rate named upon being notified 
that such officer, or officers, or enlisted men are travel- 
ing upon military duty.

Such articles of association shall be filed where 
with the Secretary of State and the county clerk of *'*'<='*■ *^*^ 
the county where the corporation shall have its business 
office, and thereupon the persons who shall have signed 
such articles of association, their associates and suc- 
cessors, shall be a body politic and corporate by the 
name expressed in such articles of association, and by

lease, purchase, take, receive, hold and enjoy to itself

ARTICLE I. 

THE MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT. 

1. The active militia of the State is known as the National 
Michigan National Guard. Under existing law it is compoied"'' 
composed of forty companies of infantry, and four 
divisions constituting the State Naval Brigade, These 
regulations are promulgated for the government of 

the infantry arm of the service. 

2. The regimental organization with respect to ofR- Regimenta, 
cers and men, including subdivisions of battalions and u."s!Tiny. 
companies, under general orders and regulations, is 

made to conform, as near as may be, to the formation 
of the infantry regiment in the United States army. 

3. A Military Department, having its offices at the Military de- 
capitol in Lansing, is provided by statute. It con- r*^"*"'' 
sists of the Adjutant, Inspector, and Quartermaster 
Generals. Their rank is that of brigadier general. Each 

has an assistant, with the rank of colonel. The Adju- Duties of. 
tant, Inspector, and Quartermaster Generals with their 
assistants, and such clerical force as is necessary, keep 
the records and transact the business pertaining to the 
State's militarv affairs.

C. The organization of the land forces of the Michi- 
gan National Guard, until further orders, or until a 
change be made in the component parts of the army 
of the United States, will be as follows: The first 
brigade will consist of the brigadier general command- 
ing ; . an assistant adjutant general with the rank of 
major; a quartermaster with the rank of major; an in- 
spector general with the- rank of major; two aides-de- 
camp each with the rank of first lieutenant; three regi- 
ments of infantry of twelve companies each, and one 
independent battalion of infantry of four companies. 
A regiment of infantry will consist of one colonel, one 
lieutenant colonel, three majors commanding battalions, 
one surgeon with rank of major, one adjutant, one

24. Command is exercised by virtue of office and 
the special assignment of officers holding rank who are 
eliffible bv law to exercise command. Without orders 
from competent authority an officer cannot put himself 
on duty by virtue of his commission alone, except as 
contemplated in the twenty-fourth Article of War. 
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25. The following are the commands appropriate to Appropriate 
each grade: For a captain, a company; for a major or 
lieutenant colonel, a battalion ; for a colonel, a regi- 
ment ; for a brigadier general, two regiments ; but as at 
present organized a brigadier general is in command 

of the entire force of the Michigan National Guard. 

26. The functions assigned to any officer in these Acting officers.

direct by authority of the Commander-in-Chief. An 
officer of the medical department cannot exercise com- 
mand except in his own departrtient, but by virtue of 
his commission he may command all enlisted men like 
other commissioned officers. 

ARTICLE V. 

APPOINTMENT, PROMOTION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

29. Adjutants, quartermasters and commissaries Appointed 
shall be appointed, as far as practicable, from among ^**^*"* 
the commissioned officers of the respective regiments;

30. The brigade staff, the staff of the several regi- 
ments, and of the independent battalion composing the 
Michigan National Guard will be appointed and commis- 
sioned by the Commander-in-Ohief, at his discretion, on 
the recommendation of the respective commanders 
thereof. 

31. Promotions will be made according to seniority, 
as far as practicable, due consideration being given to an 
officer's record and his qualifications for advancement. 

32. All elections in organizations of the Michigan 
National Guard, where elections are required to be held, 
will be held only in pursuance of orders issued through 
the Adjutant General's office. Officers will be elected 
for a term of three years, except when such election is 
to fill a vacancy. Commissioned officers may be re-elected 
or re-appointed to grade then held, and, when so re-in- 
stated shall not be re-examined unless an examination be 
specially ordered by the Commander-in-Chief. 

33. No person shall be eligible to office in the mili- 
tary forces of the State who is not a male citizen of 
the United States, of eighteen years of age or upwards 
and a resident of this State, or who is under a sentence 
of disability to hold office or command, or of suspension 
from command in the military forces of the United 
States or of any state. 

34. Enlistments for voting purposes are expressly for- 
bidden. Officers making such enlistments shall be liable 
to trial by general court-martial. Voting by proxy is 
prohibited. 

35. A complete report of all elections in organiza- 
tions of the Michigan National Guard shall be immedi- 
ately returned to the Adjutant General by the presiding 
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officer, and any failure to comply with this provision 
shall subject the officer offending to trial by general 
court-martial. 

36. In case of failure to elect within five days of the Faiiur© to 
date designated in orders for that purpose, the pro- * ^ ' 
ceedings shall be at once returned to the Adjutant 
General with notice of such failure, and the Commander- officers may 
in-Chief may appoint and commission officers to fill the''***''*'*''"*"'*** 
positions for which such election was held, or he may 

order another meeting for that purpose; any appoint- 
ment shall be for the same term as if such officer had 
been elected and the appointee shall take rank from the 
date of the appointment. 

37. The following rules will be observed and fol- company 
lowed in electing company officers : Upon receipt of the ^|J^^"' ''*"''

in the certificate of election. No vacancy is made by when election 
resignation until it is accepted by the Commander-in- "*** ^''^'**' 
Chief, and no election of a commissioned officer is valid 
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until a vacancy exists. The presiding officer at an 
election of commissioned officers shall give notice of his 
election to every person elected. If such person shall 
not, within ten days after being so notified, signify to 
such officer his acceptance he shall be considered as 
declining the office, and the fact of such declination shall 
be reported to the Adjutant General. 

39. Commissions shall not be issued to officers, 
elected or appointed, until they shall have passed a sat- 
isfactory examination before a board of examiners, as 
to character, general knowledge of military affairs pro- 
portionate to the office to be held, and fitness for 
service. The State Military Board has power to appoint 
such examining boards, to consist of one or more officers 
in its discretion, and no commission shall be issued by 
the Adjutant General without his first receiving a favor- 
able certificate from the examining board. Provided, 
That nothing in this rule shall apply to the officers 
composing the staff of the Commander-in-Chief. 

40. Whenever the office of any field officer in any 
organized regiment or battalion becomes vacant the 
Adjutant General will order an election to fill the 
vacancy, and the commanding officer of such organiza- 
tion shall cause a written or printed notice thereof to 
be sent to each field and line officer in such regiment or 
battalion. The notice shall specify the time and place 
of holding the election; shall be sent at least ten days 
before such election is to take place, and shall state that 
all field and line officers of the organization are en- 
titled to vote at such election. The presiding officer at 
such election shall at once forward a certificate of 
election through military channels to the Adjutant 
General. Such certificate shall show: The number of 
officers present and voting; the number of votes cast 
for each office and for whom cast; and that a majority 
of the votes were cast for a certain person. Voting 
for officers shall be bv ballot. 
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41. The election or appointment of an enlisted man EuUsted man, 
as an officer will b? sufficient reason for his discharge, *^ 
when he shall present the certificate of the examining 

board of his fitness for the office to which elected or ap- 
pointed. Such discharge shall always read "to enable 
him to accept promotion." All officers shall be con- 
sidered as in service under their commissions until their 
muster-out bv orders from the Commander-in-Chief.

ARTICLE VI. 

RESIGXATIOX AND VACATION OF COMMISSION. 

43. No resignation, removal, discharge, dismissal, Liability for 
nomination or appointment to other office, shall in anyP™*'*'^^' 
way affect the liability of an officer for public property 

in his possession or for which he is responsible. 

44. Kesignations of all officers shall be in writing, Reii^nation. 
addressed to the Adjutant General and transmitted 
through intermediate commanders, who will indorse the 
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same with their approval or disapproval. The address 

of officers resigning shall accompany their resignations. 

Removal. Upon the removal of any officer from the State the fact 

of such removal shall be immediately reported to the 

Adjutant General by commanding officers, and the 

officer so reported tfhall thereupon be mustered out of 

service. 

Absenting 45. Any officcr who, having tendered his resignation, 

without leave, gj^j^jj prior to due notice of its acceptance, and without 

leave, quit his proper duties with the intent to remain 

permanently absent therefrom shall be considered absent 

without leave. 

On special 46. As a general rule, resignations tendered by offi- 

**"*^* cers when under orders to perform a special service 

will not be considered. 
Resignation 47. Kesiguations shall contain full and complete 
to give reason, j-g^sons thcrcfor, and commanding officers shall not ap- 
prove such resignations unless the reasons given are 
Vacation of Urgent and satisfactory. No officer shall be commis- 
miMion^™ sioned while holding another rank, but muster-out in 
previous grade shall be given when new commission 
issues. 
For disability. 48. An officcr resigning on account of physical dis- 
ability must submit with his resignation a certificate of 
a medical officer, or reputable physician in good standing 
approved by a medical officer, showing the extent of 
his disability. 
How forward- 49. The resignation of an officer will be forwarded 
^' by his commanding officer, throug'h prescribed channels, 

to the Adjutant General for the decision of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. Until duly accepted the officer will 
not be considered as out of the service. 
When under 50. A resignation tendered under charges will be for- 
charges. warded, accompanied by a report of the case, or if 
practicable a copy of the charges. All correspondence 
with the Military Department, on the part of the officer 
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who tenders the resignation, will be conducted through 
military channels. 

51. Leaves of absence will not be granted on tender when leave 
of resignation unless the resignation be unconditional ^ot^gwlnted. 
and immediate. 

52. An officer may be discharged by order of the Discharge of 
Commander-in-Chief either: Upon the report of the° ^^' 
board of examiners duly appointed, or the sentence of 

a court-martial; upon tender of resignation; upon the 
recommendation of a medical board; upon the dis- 
bandment of the organization to which he belongs; or, if 
a staff officer, on the written request of the officer ap- 
j)ointing him, or upon the qualification of his appointed 
successor; or, when he shall accept an appointment in 
the army or navy of the United States. 

53. An officer may be dismissed by the Commander- DUmisui of 
in-Chief when it shall appear to him that such officer""*^*'"' 
has been convicted of a felony; or 'has been dishonor- 
ably discharged or dismissed from the service of the 
United States or from the national guard of this or 

any other state; or to carry out the sentence of a court- 
martial ; or upon recommendation of an examining 
board. 

ARTICLE VII. 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 

64. No officer shall absent himself from his command Leave 
for a period of more than thirty days without obtaining "btlincd. 
a leave of absence. 

55. Applications for leaves of absence will not be Application 
made except through military Channels, nor will exten- '^'' 
sions be granted unless recommended by competent 
authority. An application for leave must state its 
desired duration and must have the approval of inter- 
mediate commanders.

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5(5. An officer granted leave of absence for more than 
thirty days will, before taking advantage thereof, re- 
port to his company, regimental, or brigade commander, 
and to the Adjutant Greneral, through military chan- 
nels, the jprobable date of his departure and his new 
address, ana thereafter he will immediately report any 
change in his address to the same officers. 

57. Leaves of absence will be granted in terms of 
months and days, as "one month," "one month and ten 
days," and will commence and terminate on the days 
specified in the order. The day of departure, whatever 
the hour, is counted as a day of duty, the day of return 
as a day of absence. 

58. Applications for leaves of absence for three 
months, or any lesser period, may be made by officers of 
the Michigan National Guard as follows: By company 
officers below the rank of captain to the commanding 
officer of the company; by captains and regimental 
staff officers to their regimental commanders ; by brigade 
staff officers to the brigade commander; by all Aeld 
officers to the Commander-in-Chief, through regular mili- 
tary channels. Officers to whom application is made by 
virtue of this section shall have power to grant leave 
of absence, and shall at once report, by letter to the 
Adjutant General, the fact that such leave has been 
granted, specifying its duration. 

59. All applications for leave of absence for a longer 
period than three months must be made to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief through military channels. 

60. A leave of absence will not be granted which 
would leave a company without a commissioned officer, 
or a regiment without a field officer, nor shall a leave of 
absence be granted to an officer during a season of active 
operations or during the annual encampment, except 
on urgent necessity. 
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61. An application for leave of absence or extension on account of 
thereof on account of sickness must be accompanied by *'*^''°*"*- 

a certificate in prescribed form from a medical oflScer, 
if possible trom one attached to the command of the 
applicant. When &iich certificate cannot be obtained 
the certificate of a practicing physician may be sub- 
stituted. 

62. Whenever an officer has been absent on account when absent 
of sickness for six months he may be ordered before ""^ "'°" 
and be examined by a medical board, and may be dis- 
charged on its recommendation. 

63. An officer returning to duty from a leave of on return 
absence must report immediately in writing, through '""' "^ 
superior commanders, to the officer by whom his leave 

was granted, and forthwith make himself acquainted 
with all orders issued during his absence.

ARTICLE VIII. 

E.VLISTMENT, DISCHAUGE, DESERTION, TRANSFERS, PASSES, 

FURLOUGHS. 

65. Every candidate for admission to the Michigan Enlistment. 
National Guard, except as a band musician, must be ^n Jy*'"''^*"*'^"*" 
able-bodied, male citizen between the ages of eighteen 

and forty-five years. 

66. All men desiring to enlist or re-enlist will be Physical ex- 
examined in accordance with the following instructions, *"**"*"°"* 
and will not be accepted unless they pass the physical 
examination: 1. Less height than five feet four inches 

will reject. (Height taken in stocking feet.) 2. A 
chest measurement less than thirty-two inches at the 
termination of normal expiration will reject.

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between expiration and inspiration of less than two 
inches will reject. 4. Weight l^ss than one hundred and 
ten pounds and greater than one hundred and ninety

for that purpose within three months, notwithstanding 
they have some physical disqualifications which would 
cause their rejection as recruits; Provided, they have 
no serious defect which would probably prevent the 

Method of discharge of their duties as soldiers. In passing a. 

examination, j-ecruj^ ^j^g examining officer is to examine him strip- 
ped; to see that he has free use of his limbs; that his 
chest is ample; that his hearing, vision and speech are 
normal; that he has no tumors or ulcerated or exten- 
sively cicatrized legs; no rupture or chronic cutaneous 
affection; that he has not received any contusion or 
wound of the head that may impair his faculties; that 
he is not a drunkard; is not subject to convulsions 
and has no infectious or other disorder that may unfit 
him for military service. The recruit must be effective, 
able-bodied, sober, free from disease and of good char- 
acter and habits. 

Age for 67. Enlistments as privates between the ages of 

eighteen and twenty-one, and as musicians between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty-one, may be made with the 
consent of parents or guardians, or if they have none, 
with the consent of a justice of the peace. 

Recruiting 68. Enlistments shall b6 made by officers command- 

ofBceJa'.***""* ^^? rcgimcnts, battalions, or companies. Lieutenants of 
companies and adjutants are designated as mustering 
officers, but other officers may be detailed for this duty 
by the Commander-in-Chief when deemed necessary. 
Commanding officers will record enlistments and re-en- 
listments and make return of the same to the Adjutant 
General on prescribed forms. 
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69. Re-enlistment within one month from discharge contin.ioa8 
for expiration of term of service will be accepted as ■*'"^^'*- 
continuous service upon application for certificate of 

six years' service, but enlistment and muster rolls show- 
ing such service must have been filed in the office of 
the Adjutant General within the time specified in these 
regulations. 

70. In signing enlistment papers recruits shall sign Term of 
their names in full. The term of enlistment, which """"*™"°*- 
shall be for three years, begins and ends at noon on the 

day of enlistment and discharge respectively. No 
soldier whose term of service remains unexpired in one 
company shall enlist in another company of the Michi- 
gan National Guard. To be eligible for camp service for camp duty,

81. The applications for discharge of enlisted men 
of companies will be prepared and signed by their com- 
pany commanders, and forwarded through prescribed 
channels to the Adjutant General. 

82. If a soldier, in time of peace, habitually absents 
himself for the space of three months from all drills or 
parades of his company he may be considered as a 
deserter, and his commanding officer shall make appli- 
cation for his dishonorable discharge based on the 
fact of desertion. 

83. Enlisted men may be transferred from one com- 
pany to another in the same regiment or battalion by 
the commanding officer of the regiment or battalion, 
and from one regiment or independent battalion to 
another by the Adjutant General. 

84. An application for the transfer of an enlisted 
man from one organization to another must be made in 
writing by the soldier desiring the transfer, must state 
the cause, must be accompanied by a certificate of non- 
indebtedness to his company, and must be forwarded 
by his immediate commander through prescribed chan- 
nels to the officer having the authority to make the 
transfer. 

85. A transfer shall be announced in orders by the 
officer making the same, and the soldier transferred 
shall be furnished with a statement of his military 
record by his former commander. A transfer will take 
elTect at noon of the day on which the order of transfer 
is dated, and a descriptive list containing the date of 
transfer will be forwarded to the commanding officer of 
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the company, regiment or battalion to which the soldier 
is transferred. 

86. A soldier in camp or on other duty desiring to how passes 
absent himself for not more than twenty-four hours, *^^ " 
will apply personally to the first sergeant of his com- 
pany for a pass. The first sergeant will fill out the pass 

in the prescribed form and obtain the signatures of the 
company and regimental commanders. Applications of 
regimental and battalion noncommissioned staff officers 
will be made to the sergeant major, and of musicians of 
the band to the drum major. In all cases the approval 
of the regimental commander is required. 

87. When troops are on duty under law or orders issue of pass-

88. When on active duty furloughs to enlisted men Furloughs. 
will be granted only by the commanding officer of the 
camp, post, or regiment. At other times furloughs may 

be granted by the commanding officers of regiments, 
independent battalions, and companies, not to exceed a 
period of twenty days. If furlough for longer period 
be desired,, application must be made to the Command- 
er-in-Chief. 

ARTICLE IX. 

ARREST AND CONFINEMENT. 

89. An arrest is the suspension of military functions who may 
of a person in the military service. Commanding offi- '"**"* »"«■*•• 
cers only have power to place officers in arrest, except 

as provided in the twenty-fourth article of war, which is 
as follows: "All officers, of what condition soever, have 
power to part and quell all quarrels, frays and dis- 
13 
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orders, whether among persons belonging to his own or 
to another corps, regiment, troop, battery, or company, 
and to order officers into arrest, and noncommissioned 
officers and soldiers into confinement, who take part in 
the same, until their proper superior officer is acquainted 
therewith. And whosoever, being so ordered, refuses to 
obey such officer or noncommissioned officer, or draws a 
weapon upon him, shall be punished as a court-martial 
may direct." 

90. An officer arrested will repair at once to his tent 
or quarters, and there remain until more extended limits 
have been granted by the commanding officer on writ- 
ten application. Close confinement will not be enforced 
except in cases of a serious nature. 

91. Officers will not be placed in arrest for light 
offienses. For these the censure of the commanding 
officer will generally answer the purpose of discipline. 
When a commanding officer places an officer in arrest 
and releases him without preferring charges, he will 
make a written report of his action to the brigade com- 
mander stating the cause. The brigade commander, if 
he thinks the occasion requires, will call on the officer 
arrested for any explanation he may desire to make, and 
take such other action as he may think necessary, for- 
warding the papers to the Adjutant General for file 
with the officer's record, or for further action. 

92. A medical officer charged with the commission of 
an olTense need not be placed in arrest until the court- 
martial for his trial convenes, if the service would be 
inconvenienced thereby, unless the charge is of a flagrant 
cliaracter. 

93. An officer in arrest is disqualified from exercis- 
ing any military authority, and will not wear a sword 
or other arms nor visit officially his commanding officer 
unless directed to do so. His applications and requests 
of every nature will be made in writing. 
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94. On the march field officers and noncommissioned poeition of 
staff officers in arrest will follow in the rear of their ^^*J' ^ 
respective regiments, and company officers and noncom- 
missioned officers in arrest in rear of their respective 
companies, unless otherwise especially directed. 

95. Noncommissioned officers will not be confined in Noncommis- 
the guard house in company with privates, except in officers. 
aggravated cases or where escape is feared, but will be 
placed in arrest in their barracks or quarters. 

96. Except as provided in the twenty-fourth article soidi«r not 
or war or when restraint is necessary, no soldier will ^hf °.***' 
be confined without the order of an officer, who shall 
previously inquire into his offense.

ARTICLE X. 



STAFF OFFICERS. 

99. The general staff consists of the Adjutant, General Bt»ff. 
Inspector, and Quartermaster General, their assistants, 

the Judge Advocate, the military secretary, and four 

aides-de-camp. In general terms the staff includes all 

officers employed for the time being on staff duties by 

orders of the Commander-in-Chief. The brigade staff Brigade staffs 

consists of an assistant adjutant general, an assistant 

inspector general, a quartermaster, each with the rank 

of major; and two aides-de-camp, each with the rank of 

first lieutenant. The senior medical officer may be chief Burgeon, 

detailed as chief surgeon; he shall report to and receive 

orders from the brigadier general. 
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100. Staff officers will be commissioned only for the 
term of service of the commanding officer on whose 
staff they may be appointed, but may be continued in 
service until the commission of their successor. 

101. The commissioned staff of a regiment consists 
of an adjutant, a quartermaster, a commissary, a chap- 
lain, each with the rank of captain, a surgeon, with rank 
of major, two assistant surgeons, with rank of captain 
and first lieutenant respectively, and three battalion ad- 
jutants each with rank of first lieutenant. They will be 
appointed by the regimental commander (the battalion 
adjutants from among the lieutenants of the battalion 
when practicable, upon recommendation of the battalion 
commanders), who will at once report his action to 
the Adjutant General. Appointments to any of the 
above positions will vacate prior commissions and new 
commissions will be at once issued with rank and grade 
expressed therein. No appointment will be ante-dated, 
and officers so appointed will take rank only from the 
date expressed in their commissions. 

102. Staff appointments in a brigade or regiment 
are restricted to officers who have served two years or 
more in the Michigan National Guard, or in the regular 
or volunteer service of the United States as a commis- 
sioned officer, or enlisted man, or both. The restriction 
above does not apply to medical officers or chaplains. 

103. Under the regimental commander, the adjutant 
shall be responsible for the discipline and efficiency of 
the sergeant major and band; the surgeon for that of 
the hospital stewards; the quartermaster for that of 
the quartermaster sergeant, and the commissary for 
that of the commissary sergeant. 

104. The adjutant, under the direction of the regi- 
mental commander, will have charge of the various 
rosters of the service; he will make, publish and verify 
all details, keep the records of the regiment, and per- 
forin such military duties with troops as are required 
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by regulations. Through him the regimental commander 
communicates with the officers and men of his command. 

105. The adjutant should be on friendly terms with Adjutant, 
and courteous to the officers of the command he repre- <iu«e" 
sents, and will avoid all discussions of the orders or 
military conduct of his siiperiors. He should inform 
himself on all points of military usage and etiquette, 
and on proper occasions aid with his advice and experi- 
ence the subalterns of the regiment, especially those 
just entering the service. He will endeavor at all times 
to exert the influence belonging to his station in sus- 
taining the discipline and harmony of the regiment. 

100. The quartermaster is responsible for all quarter- Quarter-

master's supplies of the regiment, and may be required 

to perform the duties of quartermaster of the post or 

camp where he is stationed. The commissary is respon- commiBsary. 

sible for all subsistence supplies of the regiment, and 

may be required to perform the duties of commissary 

of the post or camp where he is stationed. 

107. No person shall be appointed to the office of chaplain, 
chaplain until he shall furnish proof that he is a 
regularly ordained minister of some religious denomina- 
tion in good standing at the time of his appointment. 

108. It shall be the duty of a chaplain to hold chaplain, 
public religious services, when on diity with his com- *^""*' °'' 
mand, at least once each Sunday, when practicable, and 

at such other times as his commanding officer may 
direct ; to hold appropriate religious services at military 
funerals; and, with the approval of the medical officer 
in charge, to visit the sick in hospital or in quarters, 
and when requested to do so to afford religious advice 
and consolation. Commanders of regiments, pests, camps 
and hospitals shall afford chaplains such facilities as 
may aid them in the performance of their duties. Chap- to make 
lains are required to make reports when called for by "^**^''' 
the Adjutant General, and shall turn out with troops 
on occasions of ceremonv. 
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109. The regimental commander appoints the non- 
commissioned staff of the regiment, which consists of the 
sergeant major, quartermaster sergeant, commissary ser- 
geant, two color sergeants, three battalion sergeants 
major ( the latter on the recommendation of the bat- 
talion commanders), and three hospital stewards. The 
appointment takes effect on the day upon which it is 
made, and the warrant may be continued in force upon 
discharge and re-enlistment if the re-enlistment be made 
within one month of the day following discharge, every 
such re-enlistment to be noted on the warrant by the 
regimental commander if suoh warrant be continued in 
force. Regimental noncommissioned staff officers may 
be reduced to the ranks by the sentence of a court- 
martial, or by the order of the regimental commander. 
Notice of the appointment of noncommissioned staff 
officers shall be forwarded to the Adjutant General 
immediately upon such appointment being made, giving 
company from which appointed, date of enlistment in 
company, etc. 

110. Each regimental or independent battalion band 
shall consist of one chief musician, one drum major, foiir 
sergeants, eight corporals, one cook and twelve privates. 
The noncommissioned officers of the band will be 
appointed by the regimental commander on the recom- 
mendation of the adjutant, under the same conditions 
provided for the noncommissioned staff of the regiment. 

111. Bands shall be subject to all the laws and regu- 
lations governing the Michigan National Guard; they 
must attend the stated roll calls, and are subject to all 
orders relating to the general government and police of 
camp. They are under the immediate charge of the 
drum major, who is responsible directly to the adjutant. 

112. The field music consists of the company trumpet- 
ers or drummers. They are regularly enlisted in com- 
panies, of which they are a part, are subject to detail as 
orderlies, and at all regimental parades and encamp- 
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ments are under the immediate charge of the drum 
major when united or posted with the band or assembled 
for instruction. At all other times they are under the 
orders of the company commander and parade with the 
company. 

ARTICLE XI. 

OFFICERS OF THE LINE. 

113. Every officer shall make himself thoroughly Knowledge of 
acquainted with the military laws of the State, the regu- g^*"""^ **^*' 
lations and orders issued for the guidance of the Michi- 
gan National Guard, and orders issued for the govern- 
ment of his regiment, battalion cr company. They are 

also required to study with attention the Articles of 
War and United States army regulations, also the 
tactics or drill regulations used in the regular armyi 
No plea of ignorance of regulations 'or standing orders 
will be admitted. 

114. Commanding officers will, by all means possible, Detoiu of 
familiarize themselves with every detail in tRe adminis- J^"'"''**^*" 
tration of their commands. In camp they should daily 

visit their companies and inspect the quarters, kitchens, 
sinks and stables, or cause the same to be done by a 
staff officer. 

115. The commanding officer shall carefully examine Examination 
company records and papers and cause the correction **' "<»'<*•• 
of errors. 

116. So far as practicable regimental commanders, who «empt 
whether permanent or temporary, should be exempt ''^°" *****''" 
from any detail that will detach them from their com- 
mands while in active service. 

117. The colonel is personally responsible for all coionei 
property issued to his headquarters, making requisi- '*^""'"* '"' 
tions and returns in his own name, although he may 
require the quartermaster to keep the property book 
and to fill out the necessary returns or requisitions.

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but this in no way affects his personal responsibility. 
The colonel will have general oversight of all State 
property in the hands of his command. He must see 
that it is not wasted or injured through neglect, and 
that it is not loaned or improperly used. 

118. When there are no officers on duty with a com- 
pany the commanding officer of the regiment shall detail 
some line officer of the regiment to train and discipline 
the company until vacancies be filled. An officer so 
detailed has all the rights and powers of the company 
commander. 

119. When in command the duties of the lieutenant 
colonel are as prescribed for the colonel, with which he 
should be thoroughly familiar. When not in command 
he is liable to detail as field officer of the day and to 
command large detachments, also to perform delicate or 
responsible duties.. 

120. When in command of his battalion the duties 
of a major are those prescribed in drill regulations and 
in orders given or transmitted to him by his regimental 
commander. He stands in the same relation to his 
battalion as the colonel to the regiment, and should be 
in full accord and harmonv with his subordinates. 

121. The captain is the commanding officer of the 
company and in all military matters supreme authority 
therein. His position is one of the most important in 
the service. He is responsible for the instruction, good 
order, efficiency and discipline of his command, for the 
care and preservation of its equipment and for the 
prompt and correct rendition of the reports and returns 
required, and no one should be elected to this office 
unless he is well qualified or willing to qualify himself 
for the proper performance of the duties. 

122. The government of a company includes instruc- 
tion in drill, regulations and discipline, the preservation 
of order and subordination, the cultivation of a military 
spirit and pride in the profession among the men, and 
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the proper use and care of clothing, arms, equipment 
and other property. 

123. Captains should be with their companies; there- captains, not 
fore, though subject to temporary details, as for courts- Ji^^^* ^^^ 
martial, military boards, etc., they should not, except 

for urgent reasons, be detailed upon any duty which 
may for any considerable time separate t'hem from their 
companies. 

124. The captain will require his lieutenants and Lieutenant to 
noncommissioned officers to assist him in the perform- ""'** **p**'"- 
ance of all company duties, and he may assign to each 
certain branches for their special care. 

125. In the absence of the captain the command of command in 
the company devolves on the officer next in rank serving gapt^in^/ . 
with it, unless otherwise specially directed.

127. The captain instructs the noncommissioned Records, etc., 
olHcers as to preparing all company books and papers, 'fl'*'^^ ' **" 
and will see that his lieutenants are thoroug'hly con- 
versant with the same. In all cases, however, the 
records will be under the direct supervision of the 
captain. 

128. The company commander should sustain his Reproof of 
subordinates, and should especially avoid reproving an "**^*"* 
officer* or noncommissioned officer in the presence of 

the men. 

129. A company commander must not allow any Misuse of 
waste of public property, and will permit it to be used property. 
by members of his command for military purposes' only. 

130. Company commanders will give the utmost atten- cleanliness, 
tion to the cleanliness of t'lieir men as to their persons, 
clothing, arms, accoutrements and equipments, as also 

to their quarters, tents and armories. 
14 
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131. They shall not permit their companies, or any 
parts thereof, on any parade or occasion of ceremony 
to appear with arms loaded or ball cartridges in their 
belts without permission or orders from the commander 
of their regiments or superior authority. 

132. It is the duty of the lieutenants to assist the 
company commander in all of his duties, and to prepare 
themselves in every way to assume command should 
occasion require. They may also have charge, under the 
direction of the captain, of certain departments of 
company administration. 



ARTICLE XII. 



Duties and 
privileges. 



COMPANY NONCOMMISSIOXED OFFICEBS. 

133. Noncommissioned officers will be carefully 
selected and instructed, and always supported by com- 
pany commanders in the performance of their duties. 
Tliey will not be detailed for any duty nor be permitted 
to engage in any occupation inconsistent with 'their 
rank and position. 
Who appoints. 134. Sergeants and corporals are appointed by regi- 
mental commanders on the recommendation of their 
company commanders. 
First sergeant, 135. The Captain will select the first sergeant from 
how selected, ^^g scrgeauts of liis Company, and may return him to 
the grade of sergeant without reference to higher 
authority. 

136. Every noncommissioned officer will be furnished 
with a certificate or warrant of his rank, signed by his 
colonel and countersigned by the adjutant, but a war- 
rant as first sergeant will not be given. A warrant 
issued to a noncommissioned officer is his personal 
property.

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137. Warrants need not be renewed in cases of re- when warrant 
enlistment in the same company if the re-enlistment is 

made within one month of the date of discharge, but 
upon request may remain in force until vacated by pro- 
motion or reduction, each re-enlistment to be noted on 
the warrant by the company commander. 

138. Appointments of sergeants and corporals will when ap- 
take effect on the day of appointment by the regimental ukesTffect. 
commander, and of first sergeants on the day of appoint- 
ment by the company commander. 

139. A noncommissioned officer may be reduced to ho\v reduced 
the ranks by sentence of a court-martial, or by order 

of the regfmental commander on recommendation of the 
company commander. The desertion of a noncommis- 
sioned officer vacates his position on the date of 
desertion. 

140. Besides the particular duties required of non- instruction of 
commissioned officers when in the ranks, according to ^' ^****' 
the system of tactical instruction, it is their duty at 

all times to observe the conduct of the privates, to 
instruct them in their duties, and to report immediately 
to the proper authority every breach of the regulations 
or of orders. 

141. A noncommissioned officer having been duly How returned 
appointed cannot at his pleasure return to the ranks. *° ^"^^'^' 
His application therefor must be sent through the 

proper channels for the, action of the regimental 
commander. 

142. Noncommissioned officers are entitled to respect conduct of . 
and implicit obedience from the men. They must be 

just and impartial, and should be examples on all occa- 
sions of neatness, cleanliness, and soldierly conduct. 
They should be the first to take their places at roll 
calls, and should see that the men take their places 
promptly and preserve silence. 
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First sergeant, 143. The first sergeaiit has immediate supervision

of the company, receives and transmits orders from his 
company commander, and sees that they are executed. 
He keeps the roster and makes all details. He super- 
intends the company clerk, instructs and assists him in 
iriakiiig out all the required papers, forms the company 
and calls the roll, has general supervision of the com- 
pany property, sees that every noncommissioned officer 
performs his duty, holds the chiefs of squads responsible 
for the condition of their squads, and superintends the 
police of the company quarters. He should be familiar 
vrith the duties of sergeants and corporals. He is not 
liable for guard duty, fatigue, or detached sertice, unless 
the entire company be detailed for the same. He is the 
medium of communication between the commanding 
officer of the company and the enlisted men thereof. 
At first sergeant's call he repairs to regimental or post 
headquarters to receive orders or instructions, which he 
reports to the company commander without delajC 
In camp or other continuous duty he makes out and 
signs the company morning report, and submits it to the 
commanding officer of the company for his signature, 
after which it is transmitted to the adjutant, usually 
before guard mounting. The sick report must always 
be made before the company report, in order that the 
hitter may be accurate as to the number of men for 
duty. He parades and insj)ects all details from hi& 
company, sees that they are properly equipped for the 
duty they are to perform, and then turns them over to 
a noncommissioned officer to be marched to their posts 
or marches them there himself. 
sergeantB, 144. Sergeants have a general supervision over the 

men of the company and special charge of the men of 
the squads of which they are chiefs. They are responsi- 
ble for the condition of the arms, equipments and other 
property in the hands of the men of their squads, and 
must see that their men do not absent themselves with- 
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out proper authority. They \vsiYn the members of their 
squads for duties, see that they are properly armed and 
equipped for service, and that they comply with the 
orders received. 

145. Corporals take charge of the smaller details for corporals, 
guard, police and fatigue duties. They are frequently ^"*'*''' **'=• 
called upon to assume the responsibilities of sergeant, 
and should therefore be familiar with his duties and 
also with the sc^hool of the soldier and capable of 
instructing the recruits in elementary principles. They 
should know the duties of sentinels and be able to 
Instruct the guards. 



ARTICLE XIII. 

• MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

146. The medical officers of the Michigan National Rank and 
Guard shall consist of one surgeon who shall rank as *"''^'""®"* 
major, and two assistant surgeons, one with the rank of 
captaiu and one with that of first lieutenant, for each 
regiment of infantry, and one surgeon with the rank of 
captain for each independent battalion of infantry; the 
regimental, assistant and battalion surgeons to be 
recommended for appointment by the commanders of 
regiments or battalions and to be commissioned as of 

their respective organizations. They must be legally Quaiiflcation. 
qualified to practice medicine and surgery in the State 
of Michigan. 

147. When preparing for or on camp or field service Requisition 
the chief surgeon shall, from time to time, make requisi- |upiX*l'. *^ 
tion, through regular channels, on the Quartermaster 
General for such medical and surgical supplies as he 

may deem necessary for use in his . department. Regi- 
mental surgeons on camp or field service shall make 
requisition on the chief surgeon for necessary medical 
and surgical supplies. 
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sufKeonfj sub- 148. When on duty regimental surgeons and their 
orders.^ ^^ assistants will be subject to the orders of the senior 
medical officer present, under the direction of the com- 
n)anding officer on duty at the time. 
Chief surgeon, 149. The chicf surgcon, under the direction of the 
commanding officer, will supervise the hygiene of the 
post or camp, and recommend such measures as he may 
deem necessary to prevent or diminish disease. He will 
each day examine the sanitary condition of the camps 
Avhere troops are quartered for annual drill and dis- 
cipline, the drainage, the sewerage, the amount and 
quality of the water supply, the clothing and habits of 
the men, and the character and condition of the food, 
and immediately after such examination will report 
thereon in writing to the commanding officer with such 
recommendation as he may deem proper. The com- 
manding officer will return the report with his views 
and action indorsed thereon, and if he deem the action 
recommended impracticable or undesirable will state 
fully his objections. The indorsement will be recorded 
in the medical history of the post or camp, and the 
report and indorsement will be forwarded by the chief 
surgeon, through military channels, to the Adjutant 
General. 

150. The chief surgeon, during encampments, will, 
when practicable, perform the duties of attending sur- 
geon, and with the commanding officer will frequently 
visit the hospital, sinks, kitchens, guard house, mess 
hall and other buildings and tents used by enlisted men. 

151. The chief surgeon is charged with the manage- 
ment and is responsible for the condition of the post or 
camp hospital, which will be at all times subject to the 
inspection of the commanding officer. He will assign 
his assistants and the members of the hospital corps 
to duty. 

152. Medical officers will furnish company command- 
ers any information, except the diagnosis, which will 
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assist them in determining, for entry on the muster 
rolls, whether or not the disability of a soldier who is 
or has been on the sick report originated in the line of 
duty, entering this information in the company sick 
report book. When required they will furnish the 
diagnosis to the commanding officer. 

153. At sick call the enlisted men of each com- sick caiu 
pany who require medical attention will be conducted 

to the regimental surgeon by a noncommissioned officer, 
who will give to the surgeon the company sick report 
containing the names of the sick. The surgeon, after 
examination, will indicate in the report, opposite their 
names, the men who are to be admitted to the hospital 
and those to be returned to quarters, what duties the 
latter can perform, with any other information in 
regard to the sick which he may have to communicate 
to the company commander. 

154. Medical officers are responsible to their com- Records and 
manding officers that instruments and medical supplies, bUHj**"' 
when in their possession, are ready when required for 

use or transportation, and they will keep such records 
of the men prescribed for in quarters or hospital and 
render such reports as may be directed by the chief 
surgeon. 

155. Whenever a patient is transferred from the care iranifer of 
of one medical officer to another the account of his caseP**""*** 
and treatment taken from the records shall accompany 

him. 

15G. The decision of medical officers on sick cases is Decision final, 
final and shall not be interfered with. 

157. In camps medical officers will examine the sinks sinks, exam- 
at least once each day, preferably in the morning, •*^**'<'" <>'• 
reporting to the regimental commander any neglect. 

They will see that disinfectants are used when needed. 

158. The attention of medical officers will be given Attention to 
to the quality and method of preparing food furnished °'^' 

to troops; reports will be made to commanding officers 
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when necessary, with suggestions thereupon, and such 
officer will use all possible efforts to have the recom- 
mendations of medical officers carried into effect. 

159. Medical officers must see that in camp care is 
taken to keep pure water used for drinking and cooking, 
and that, if drawn from wells, men are not allowed to 
wash in the vicinity; that trenches are dug to conduct 
away surface water and drainage, and that no rubbish 
accumulates near the wells. 

160. Medical officers have no authority to command 
other than those attached to their department and the 
sick under tlieir charge, unless by express direction of 
their superiors, in whidi case, in giving orders, they 
will state by whose authority such are given. 

161. All medical officers are liable to be detailed as 
members of courts-martial and militarv boards. 

162. The hospital corps shall consist of three hospital 
stewards for each regiment and one for each independent 
battalion, who shall be appointed by regimental and 
battalion commanders, and such privates as may be 
detailed for this duty from time to time. 

Medical stores. 163. Mcdical officcrs in charge of hospital property, 
or other medical stores or property, will not permit it 
to be used for other than hospital purposes, or in con- 
nection with the discharge of their duties to the troops. 

Litter bearers, 164. Special instructiou in the duties of litter bear- 
ers and the methods of rendering first-aid to the sick 
and wounded will be given to all enlisted men of the 
Michigan National Guard by their company 'officers for 
at least one hour in each month. Company commanders 
will be supplied with the United States Drill Regula- 
tions for the Hospital Corps, and the chief surgeon at 
the annual encampments, and when in active service, 
will thoroughly instruct officers in the professional 
knowledge required. 
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165. All available men of the hospital corps will be Hospital orps,

They will be instructed in 
such drills, both foot and mounted, as are necessary for 
their efficiency. They will not be required to attend 
ceremonies, except when directed by the commanding 
officer, and will be inspected at the hospital. The forms 
of inspection will be in accordance with the prescribed 
manual. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

PUBLIC PKOPERTY, ACCOUNTABILITY AND RESPONSIBILITY. 

166. Accountability and responsibility devolve upon Accountabii- 
any person to whom public property is intrusted and J,*(Jj^"*^'^*"*" 
who is required to make returns therefor. Responsibility <*««n*d. 
without accountability devolves upon one to whom suc'h 
property is intrusted but who is not required to make 
returns therefor. 

167. The officer in permanent or temporary com- what officer 
niand of a camp, regiment, battalion or company is '"*•''**'""*''•• 
responsible for the security of all public property of 

the command, whether in use or in store. He will take 
care that all store houses, armories and places of deposit 
of public property are secure and properly guarded, that 
only reliable agents are employed and only trustworthy 
enlisted men are detailed for duty in them or in connec- 
tion with public property. 

168. A company or detachment commander is respon- Responsibility 
sible for all public property pertaining to his company ferabie"" 

or detachment and will not transfer his accountability 
to a successor unlei^s so ordered by competent authority. 
The property responsibility of a company commander 
15 
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cannot be transferred to enlisted men. It .is his duty 
to attend personally to its security, and to superintend 
issues himself or cause them to be superintended by a 
commissioned officer. The records of each company or 
detachment will contain full information respecting all 
quartermaster's supplies, showing lists of articles, date 
of receipt, from whom received, and name of officer who 
signed memorandum receipt therefor; also an account 
of all articles turned in, expended, lost or destroyed; 
and the company or detachment commander will quar- 
terly and when relinquishing his command have a settle- 
ment with the Quartermaster General. 

169. A transfer of public property involves a change 
of possession and accountability. The transferring 
officer will furnish the receiving officer with invoices in 
duplicate, accurately enumerating the property, and 
the latter will return duplicate receipts. The transac- 
tion will appear on the property returns rendered by 
each. 

170. Upon the receipt of public property by an officer 
he will make careful examination to ascertain its quality 
and condition, but will not break original packages 
until issues are to be made unless he has reason to 
believe the contents defective. Should he discover defect 
or i^ortage, he will apply for a board of survey to 
determine it and fix the responsibility. Should he con- 
sider the property unfit for use, he will submit inven- 
tories in triplicate and request the action of an inspector. 
The same rule will be observed in regard to packages 
when first opened for issue, and for property damaged 
or missing while in store. 

171. When packages of supplies are opened for the 
first time, whether because of apparent defect or for 
issue, the officer responsible, or some other commissioned 
officer, will be present and verify the contents by actual 
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weight, count or measurement, as circumstances may 
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require, and, in case of deficiency or damage, will make in »>« of de- 
written report of the facts to the Quartermaster General, "^'^^'^y* 
If only the officer responsible be present and make the 
report he will secure the sworn statements in writing 
of one or more civilians or enlisted men regarding the 
condition of the property when examined. Should a 
board of survey be convened the report made by the 
examining officer, together with such sworn statements, 
shall be referred to it. The giving or taking of receipts Receipts in 
in blank for public property is prohibited. hibitLu'^'*^ 

172. Tlie keys of store rooms or chests will not be c»re of keys. 
intrusted to enlisted men or civilians without great 
vigilance on the part of the accountable officer and a 

resort to every reasonable precaution, including frequent 
personal inspections, to prevent loss or damage. Pu"blic Private use of 
property will not be used nor will labor hired for the^™'**'^* 
State be employed for any private purpose whatsoever. 

173. Military stores and public property condemned condemned 
and ordered sold will be disposed of at public auction, how. ' 
for cash, on due public notice and in such market as the 
public interest may require. The officer making the sale 

will suspend it when in his opinion better prices can be 
obtained. The auctioneer's certified detailed account of 
the sale, and the vouchers for the expenses attending it, 
will be reported on the proper forms to the Quarter- 
master General. Public property which has been con- certain om- 
demned will not be purchased by an officer who wasb^" *"*'^"^* 
responsible therefor at the time of condemnation, nor 
by an officer who bore any part therein. 

174. Causes of damage to and of loss and destruction loss, etc., of 
of military property are classified as follows: 1. Una-J^^*^^ 
voidable causes, being those over whicfh the responsible 

officer has no control, occurring in the ordinary service, 
or as incident to an. active campaign. 2. Avoidable 
causes, being those due to carelessness, willfulness or 
neglect. 
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175. If an article of public property be lost or 
damaged by the neglect or fault of an officer or soldier 
he shall pay the value thereof, or the cost of repairs, 
at such rates as a board of survey may determine. 

176. If articles of public property are embezzled, or 
lost or damaged through neglect by a civilian employe, 
the value or damage, as determined by the Quarter- 
master General, shall be charged to him and set against 
any pay or money due him. 

177. Whenever information is received that property 
belonging to the military service of the State of Michi- 
gan is unlawfully in the possession of any person not 
in the military service, the Quartermaster General or 
other proper officer will promptly cause proceedings to 
be instituted and diligently prosecuted before the civil 
authorities for the recovery of the same, and if it has 
been stolen, for the arrest, trial, conviction and punis'h- 
ment of the offender and his accomplices. 

178. Public property expended, lost or destroyed in 
the military service must be accounted for by such evi- 
dence as is satisfactory to the Quartermaster General. 
Should an officer or agent of the State, charged with 
accountability for public property, fail to make the 
prescribed returns thereof within a reasonable time a 
settlement of his account will be made by the Quarter- 
master General's department and the money value of the 
property with which he is charged be reported against 
him. All returns of stores or supplies will be rendered 
as required by regulations or orders. 

179. Property furnished by the State must be kept 
in the headquarters or armories of the command to 
which it pertains. 

180. The quartermaster sergeant of each company 
shall, under direction of the commanding officer, take 
charge of the armory and of all uniforms, arms, equip- 
ments and other property received from time to time 
for the use of the organization, and disdiarge such 
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duties connected therewith as shall be prescribed by 
such commanding officer. 

ARTICLE XV. 

ARMORY AND FIELD SERVICE. 

181. Commanding officers are responsible for the instruction, 
proper instruction of their respective commands, sub- "^ * ^*"' 
ject, however, to the supervision and under the direction 

of their superior commanders. 

182. Officers and enlisted men will furnish the address Address Vi iw 
ot their residence and places of business and report all '"'"*•*»•<*• 
changes therein as follows: Regimental and battalion 

field and staff officers and captains of companies to 
regimental and battalion headquarters; company lieu- 
tenants to their immediate commanders; noncommis- 
sioned staff officers to their regimental sergeant major; 
enlisted men to their first sergeants and the chiefs of 
their respective squads. 

183. The addresses thus furnished are entered by Address 
the proper person in the register of officers, or the^*^***'" 
descriptive book, and kept constantly posted. Failure 

to furnish the addresses and to give notice of changes 
therein debars a delinquent from the plea of non-receipt 
of notice or w^arning for duty. 

184. For prescribed drills and parades no further warning for 
warning for duty is required. For any other drills or '*"*y- 
parades there must be given a regular notice or warning, 
except that, when a company is paraded, the command- 
ing officer may read orders or verbally notify officers and 

men to appear at a future day, not exceeding one month 
from the time of the parade, which shall be sufficient 
notice to the persons present. 

185. Notice left or mailed by the warning officer of what notice 
may consist simply of a copy of the order ordering the ^ <=<>"••»*• 
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drill, parade, or encampment, addressed to the person 
to be warned. Commanding officers may detail suitable 
persons to perform this duty. 

186. A civil officer desiring to call on the military 
authority for aid communicates directly with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and the latter issues the necessary 
oiders to commanding officers. Subordinate military 
officers look to their military superiors for their orders. 
The civil officer is not authorized to interfere in any 
way with the formation or details of the force, or its 
conduct, the military officer being held responsible for 
the success of the operation to be undertaken; it is 
for him alone to judge in what manner the troops shall 
effect the object which the civil officer has indicated, 
and to direct the force in the execution of the service 
in which it is engaged. 

187. Commanding officers when called upon to aid 
the civil authority will require the instructions of the 
civil officer whom they are directed to aid or to whom 
they are ordered to report to be in writing. 

188. Commanding officers acting in aid of the civil 
authorities shall use no unnecessary violence, and will 
employ as much force only, and of such kind, as will 
suffice to accomplish the object for which their services 
have been required. 

189. As far as practicable in every case of firing, 
pains will be taken to make it effective only as against 
tliose who are actually engaged in the riot. Under no 
circumstances shall blank cartridges be issued or used 
in such emergencies. 

190. If, after being called into service, no instruc- 
tions be given to the military commander by the civil 
officer, or if contradictory, inconsistent, or unlawful 
directions shall be given by such officer, or officers, the 
military commander will, if the occasion shall require 
the use of a military force, himself so direct the troops 
as to secure the public peace and the due observance of 
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the law, agreeably to the call made by the civil 
authority. 

191. All details for service in camp and in theD«taiUby 
field shall be by roster, but officers and enlisted men "* 
when detailed must serve ^Vhether a roster is kept or 

not. Having performed the service they may appeal to 
superior authority if they deem themselves aggrieved. 

192. For mode of keeping rosters and matters per- u. s. maiiaai 
taining thereto, details of guard duty and duties ofdtfy"** 
guards, the United States Manual of Guard Duty is 

the prescribed regulation for the Michigan National 
Guard, except that independent battalion rosters shall 
be kept at battalion headquarters. 

193. Articles of camp and garrison equipage needed poiice pur- 
for strictly post or police purposes, as flags, spades, J^-^^^d^**' 
shovels, axes, hatchets, pickaxes, and brooms, will be 

issued by the Quartermaster General on special requi- 
sition of the officer of the guard, or officer of the day, 
approved by the brigade commander. These articles will 
be receipted for by the officer making the requisition. 

194. Articles so obtained will be duly entered by the how accoimt- 
officer who receives them on the guard report under *** '**■" 

the heading "Articles in Charge." They will be carried 
on the report and daily receipted for by the officer of the 
guard on duty. When no longer fit for use they will be 
submitted for inspection, and, if condemned, be disposed 
of as ordered. 

195. An officer who receipts for property so carried Returw not 
ou the guard report is not required to render returns "*>"•■"«<*• 
thereof. He is relieved from accountability for it by 

the receipt of his successor. 

196. As far as the exigency of the service will permit, Howdetach- 
detachments for armed service will be formed by taking ^•"*' '**""***• 
battalions, companies, platoons or other subdivisions in 

turn according tp the roster. When the detachment is 
to consist of men from every company of a regiment 
or battalion the first on the roster for guard are taken. 
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Detached men 197. Officers or enlisted men detailed for detached 
relieved when. ggj.^j^^ whilc on othei* duty will be relieved from that 

duty if they can reac'h camp in time to march with the 

detachment. 

Detachment., 198. When a detachment is to be formed from the 

wmhild different regiments of a brigade the assistant adjutant 

general of the brigade assembles it and turns it over to 

the commander of the detachment. In like manner 

detachments from companies in a regiment are 

assembled and turned over by the adjutant. In case the 

detachment consists of a single company under its own 

officers the adjutant simply attends the assembly to see 

that the company marches as prescribed and that the 

commander has the correct orders.

When detach- 200. On the rctum of a detacfhment its commander 
ment returns. j,^pQj.^g ^q ^jjg hcadquartcrs from which he received 

his orders; he shall then report for duty to his immedi- 
ate commander. 
Roll calls, etc. 201. In camp or field there should be daily at least 
two roll calls, viz: at reveille and retreat. They will be 
made on the company parade by the first sergeants, 
superintended by a commissioned officer of the company. 
Commanding officers may also order roll calls in special 
cases at such times as they may deem necessary. At 
taps all lights not authorized by the commanding officer 
will be extinguished, and the first sergeant or other non- 
commissioned officer, as the company commander may 
direct, will inspect each company and report to the 
officer of the day the names of all unauthorized 
absentees. 
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202. In camp and garrison the commanding officer Hoan for 
pi escribes the hours of reveille, retreat, tattoo, taps, ^p'^eJ"" 
reports, roll calls, guard mounting, drills, meals, sick 
calls, school calls, fatigues, etc., having due regard to 
season and circumstances. The signals will be sounded 

bv the field musicians in accordance with the authorized 
drill regulations. 

203. At established roll calls, except at regimental roii can, 
and battalion parade, the officer superintending them, rewit/ 
after the companies have been formed, will report the 
result to the adjutant or other officer designated 

to receive them. The adjutant, or other officer desig- 
nated, reports the result of the roll call to the com- 
manding officer. 

204. At fatigue call the tents or quarters, and the Fatigue can. 
space around them, will be policed by the men of the 
companies, and the guard houses or guard tents by the 

guard or prisoners. The morning reports of companies, Morning 
signed by the company commanders, -will be handed to 
the battalion commander, who will also sign the report 
consolidated and signed by him for the information of 
thfc battalion commander, who will also sign the report 
and transmit a copy thereof to regimental headquarters. 
In camps containing more than one organization a copy 
of the consolidated morning reports, signed as above 
prescribed, will be sent to the headquarters of the officer 
commanding the camp at his orderly hour. Each 
company morning report will account on its face for 
every officer and soldier who was mustered for camp 
duty or who may have been notified to appear for the 
particular duty in which the company is engaged and 
was not excused therefrom by competent authority. 
The names of absent commissioned officers, and of all Ab«»nt6«8. 
in arrest, will be written on the back of the report. The 
adjutant may also, when he sees fit, require from each 
first sergeant a complete roll of his company. 
16 
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wiiencom- 205. Company commanderB may establis'h, by order, 
paridr"'* company parades and drills, in addition to those pre- 
scribed by these regulations or by general orders, but 
there must be at least one company drill in each week. 
All companies of the Michigan National Guard are 
required to parade in uniform under arms, at their 
respective stations, on the fourth of July, twenty-second 
of February, and thirtieth of May, in each ye&r. 

206. In camp there will be daily one parade, morning 
or evening as the commanding officer may direct, which 
will not be dispensed with except on urgent occasions. 
All officers and men will be present unless specially 
excused or on duty incompatible with such attendance. 

207. On parade or other occasions of ceremony troops 
of different arms are arranged from right to left in 
line in the following order: First, infantry; second, 
light artillery; third, cavalry. Artillery not mounted 
i? posted as infantry. Signal corps are posted on the 
right, and dismounted cavalry on the left of the 
infantry. The hospital corps is on the left of the regi- 
ment, or detachments from it may be assigned to place 
according to the nature of the service. The ambulance 
will be posted and stay in the rear of the troops. In 
the same arm regulars, volunteers and national guard 
are posted in line from rig*ht to left, in the order named. 
On all other occasions troops of all classes are posted 
at the discretion of the senior commander. 

208. Whenever the Michigan National Guard as a 
body, or any separate organization thereof, is in camp 
for annua.1 drill or maneuvers, or while in active service, 
the flag will be hoisted at the sounding of the first note 
of the reveille, or of the first note of the march if a 
march be played before the reveille. The flag will be 
lowered at the sounding of the last note of the retreat, 
and while the flag is being lowered the band will play 
the Star Spangled Banner.

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209. Inspection of troops, when practicable, will be inspection at 
preceded by a review, and the form prescribed in drill ™^''**^* 
regulations observed. In armories the review may be 
omitted or the form modified, at the discretion of the 
inspecting oflScer. All ofiicers and enlisted men of the 
command except the guard, sick, and prisoners, are 
required to attend inspections and musters with their 
companies. 

210. The first sergeant prepares for camp muster c»mp muster 
a list of names of all members of the company not*^**"" 
excused from that duty, stating opposite the names of 
absentees the cause of their absence. This list is for- 
warded to the Adjutant General and by him delivered 

to the Inspector General. The muster will be conducted 
as prescribed in the drill regulations. 

211. In camp, or on other continuous duty, troops Muster for 
will be mustered for pay as may be ordered from general p*^- 
headquarters. The attention of company officers is 
especially called to the provisions of the thirteenth 

and fourteenth articles of war. 

212. The men will be distributed in squads among sqmds and 
the tents as equally as possible. A noncommissioned *'^*"'» *^®"*'*- 
oflUcer, as chief of squad, will generally be quartered 

in each tent, but if this is impracticable a private in each 
will be appointed as chief of squad. Chiefs of squads 
will be held responsible for the appearance of their tents, 
the order maintained therein, the cleanliness of their 
men, and will see that those who are to go on duty put 
their arms, accoutrements and clothing in the best order, 
and that such as have passes leave the post in proper 
dress. 

213. No soldier shall sleeip out of his own quarters, civilians in 
Civilians will not be allowed to quarter in camp with- '^■'"p- 
out the written permission of the commandant. 

214. The marking or defacing of tents in any manner Defacing 
whatsoever is strictlv forbidden. Officers to whom**"*'' 
tents are delivered will be held accountable for the 
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observation of this rule, to which they will specially 
call the attention of chiefs of squads. Such officer, in 
case of willful defacement of tents, may be required to 
pay the full value tliereof or to replace the same. 

215. No signs or symbols will be allowed in camp 
except such as are authorized by the United States 
army regulations or in orders by the commanding 
officer. 

216. The commanding officer of each company will 
supervise the cooking and messing of his men; will see 
that at least two copies of the "Manual for Army Cooks" 
are provided for his command; that suitable men, in 
sufficient numbers, are regularly detailed as assistants 
to the cook, and are fully instructed by the latter in 
managing, cooking and serving the ration in the field; 
also that necessary utensils in serviceable condition are 
always on hand, together with the field mess furniture 
for each man. 

217. Kitchens will be placed under the immediate 
charge of noncommissioned officers, who will be held 
responsible for their condition, and for the proper use 
of rations. No one will be allowed to visit or to remain 
in the kitchen except those who go there on duty or are 
employed therein. The greatest care will be observed in 
cleaning and scouring cooking utensils. 

218. Special regulations for soldiers* fare cannot be 
made to suit each locality and circumstance. Personal 
care and judgment on the part of company officers are 
relied on to prevent waste or misuse. 

219. The U. S. "Manual for Army Cooks" contains 
comprehensive instructions in cooking, which will be 
observed as far as practicable. The food of prisoners 
will be sent to their place of confinement, when prac- 
ticable, but commanding officers may arrange to send 
prisoners under proper guard to their messes. 

220. In the field the mess furniture of a soldier 
will be limited to one tin cup, knife, fork, and spoon. 
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and such device for individual cooking as may be 
furnished. 

221. The head cook of a company, and such of the cook« excuwd 
regular detail of a general mess as the commanding ''•*" **"*^* 
officer may designate, will be excused from ordinary 

camp duties, but will attend target practice when prac- 
ticable, and each cook will be required to attend such 
drills and exercises as will qualify him for the perform- 
ance of the duties of a soldier under arms when neces- 
sity requires. 

222. Meetings of organizations of the Michigan Meeting* 
National Guard held in armories after sunset, for the *'**'^ '""*** 
purpose of paying honors, will be considered as taking 

place between the hours of reveille and retreat. 

223. The officers named below will be received with Honori to 
standards and colors drooping, officers and troops ^^^Jlj^ 
saluting, and the bands and field music playing as 
follows: The President, the President's March; the 
Oovernor of this State and the General, the General's 
March; the Lieutenant General, or the Major General 
commanding the army, trumpets sounding three 
flourishes, or drums beating three ruffles; a Major 
General, two flourisfties, or two ruffles; a Brigadier 
General, one flourish, or one ruffle. 

224. To the Vice President, the members of thexocivii 
Cabinet, the Chief Justice, the President of the Senate, "*'^*"" 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, American 

or Foreign Ambassadors, and Governors wittiin their 
respective states and territories, the same Honors are 
paid as to the General; to the Assistant Secretary of 
War, and to American and Foreign Envoys or Ministers, 
the same honors as to the Lieutenant General ; to officers xo navai 
of the navy the honors due to their assimilated or*****"' 
relative rank; to officers of marines and of the national 
guard of other states, the honors due to like grades in 
the regular service; to officers of a foreign service the 
honor due to their rank. 
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225. The national or regimental color or standard 
uncased, passing a guard or other armed body, will be 
saluted, the field music sounding "To the Color" or 
**To the Standard." Officers or enlisted men passing the 
unc'ased color will render the prescribed salute. With 
no arms in hand the salute will be made by uncovering. 

226. No honors are paid by troops when on the 
march or in trenches, and no salute is rendered when 
marching in double time. 

227. The commanding officer is saluted by all com- 
missioned officers in command of troops or detachments. 
Troops under arms will salute as prescribed in drill 
regulations, except that drills will not be interrupted 
to pay compliments. 

228. All officers salute on meeting and in making 
or receiving official reports. Military courtesy requires 
the junior to salute first, but when the salute is intro- 
ductory to a report made at a military ceremony or 
formation to the representative of a common superior, — 
as for example, to the adjutant, officer of the day, etc., — 
the officer making the report, whatever his rank, will 
salute first; the officer to whom the report is made 
will acknowledge, by saluting, that he has received and 
understood the report. When under arms the salute is 
made with the sword or sabre if drawn; otherwise witSi 
the hand. A mounted officer dismounts before address- 
ing a superior not mounted. 

229. On official occasions, officers \\rhen indoors and 
under arms do not uncover, but salute with the sword if 
drawn; otherwise with the hand. If not under arms, 
they uncover and stand at attention, but do not salute 
except when receiving or making reports. 

230. When an enlisted man without arms passes an 
officer he salutes with the hand farthest from the officer. 
If mounted, he salutes with the right hand. Officers 
are saluted whether in uniform or not. 
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231. An enlisted man^ if on foot and armed with asaiuteBby 
rifle or carbine, makes the rifle or carbine salute. A *"^"**** "'•"• 
mounted soldier dismounts before addressing an officer 

not mounted. 

232. A . noncommissioned officer or private in com- idem. 
mand of a detachment without arms salutes all officers 
with the hand, but if the detacfhment be on foot and 
armed with the rifle or carbine he makes the rifle or 
carbine salute. 

233. An enlisted man, if seated, rises on the approach wem. 
of an officer, faces towards him and salutes. If standing, 

he faces the officer for the same purpose. If the parties 
remain in the same place or on the same ground, such 
compliments need not be repeated. Soldiers actually 
aD work do not cease work to salute an officer unless 
addressed by him. 

234. An enlisted man before addressing an officer idem, 
makes the prescribed salute with the weapon he is 
armed with, or, if unarmed, whether covered or 
uncovered, with the hand. He also makes the same 
salute after receiving a reply. 

235. Indoors an unarmed enlisted man uncovers andEniist«d men 
stands at attention upon the approach of an officer ; he "*'*" '"^oo"- 
does not salute unless he addresses or is addressed by 

the officer. If armed he salutes as heretofore prescribed, 
without uncovering. 

236. When an officer enters a room where there are when officer 
soldiers, the word "Attention" is given by some one •"**" '°*""" 
who perceives him, when all rise and remain standing 

in the position of a soldier until the officer leaves the 
room. Soldiers at meals do not rise. 

237. Soldiers at all times and in all situations pay compUmenta 
the same compliments to the officers of the army, navy, p*'*^ ^ whom. 
and marines, to officers of volunteers, to officers of the 
militia in the service of the United States, and to officers 

of the national guard of other states, as to officers of 
their own regiment, corps, or arm of the service. 
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238. Officers will at all times acknowledge the courte- 
sies of enlisted men by returning salutes given^ in the 
manner prescribed in drill regulations. When several 
oHicers in company are saluted, all who are entitled 
to the salute return it. 

239. Salutes will be fired between sunrise and sunset 
only and as a rule not on Sunday. The national flag 
w^ill always be displayed when firing -a salute. 

240. The national salute and the salute to the 
national flag are each twenty-one guns. The salute to 
the union, commemorative of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and consisting of one gun for each state, is 
fired at noon on July fourth at every military post or 
camp provided with artillery. 

241. The President, both on his arrival and departure 
from a military post or camp, or when in its vicinity, 
receives a salute of twenty-one guns. No other personal 
salute is fired in his presence. 

242. The Vice President and President of the Senate, 
the Governor of this State, and American or Foreign 
Ambassadors receive a salute of nineteen guns; members 
of the Cabinet, the Chief Justice, the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, a committee of Congress 
officially visiting a military post, and Governors within 
their respective states or territories, receive seventeen 
guns. The Assistant Secretary of War w'hen officially 
visiting a military post receives fifteen guns. 

243. American or foreign envoys or ministers receive 
fifteen guns; ministers resident accredited to the United 
States, thirteen guns; charges d* aflfaires, eleven guns; 
consuls-general accredited to the United States, nine 
guns. 

244. The sovereign or chief magistrate of a foreign 
country receives the salute prescribed for the President. 
Members of a Toyal family receive the salute duo to 
their sovereign. 
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246. The General receives a salute of seventeen guns, Q«n«ni 
the Lieutenant General, or Major General commanding ^*^*" 
the army, fifteen guns ; a Major General, thirteen guns ; 
a Brigadier General, eleven guns. 

246. An officer assigned to duty according to hissaiutetc. 
brevet rank is entitled to the salute prescribed for the *"*^** """^ 
grade to whidi he is assigned. 

^47. As a rule a personal salute is fired when the when !>aiat« 
person entitled to it enters a post or camp. 

248. A general officer is saluted but once a year atid«m. 
each post when notice of his intention to visit it has been 
given. A retired general officer making an official visit 

is saluted according to his grade. When several persons, 
each of whom is entitled to a salute, arrive together at 
a post,, the highest in rank is alone saluted. If they 
arrive successively, each in turn is saluted. 

249. Officers of the navy are saluted according toofiicanof 
their relative rank. Officers of the marines, and of the °*'^' JJ'^*]^^^, 
volunteer forces or militia in the service of the United ^^y^> e*c. 
States, officers of the national guard of other states, 

and officers of foreign services, are saluted according to 
rank. 

250. When a civil functionary entitled to a salute Honon to 
arrives at a military post or camp, the commanding 
officer meets or calls upon him, as soon as practicable, 
and will tender him a review if the forces in camp 
consist of not less than four companies. When a general 
officer visits a post or camp in his command, the troops 

will be paraded for review, unless he directs otherwise. 

When a salute is to be given an officer junior to another junior omcer. 

present at post or camp, the senior will be notified to 

that eflfect by the commanding officer. 

261. The flag of a military post or camp will not bepiagnotto 
dipped by way of salute or compliment. ^ ^'^^- 

252, Escorts of honor may be composed of cavalry, E«»rts of 
artillery, or infantry, or of all arms, according to the *'**"**'^- 
17 
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circumstances. They are detailed for the purpose of 
receiving and escorting personages of high rank, civil 
or military, when they arrive or depart. The troops for 
the purpose will be selected for their soldierly appear- 
ance and superior discipline, and are formed and man- 
euvered as prescribed in the authorized drill regulations. 
^J'he commanding officer will in each case detail an 
officer to attend the personage escorted and bear com- 
munications from him to the commander of the escort. 

253. On the receipt at any post or camp provided 
with artillery of official notice of the death of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the commanding officer will, 
on the following day, cause a gun to be fired every half 
hour, beginning at sunrise and ending at sunset. When 
posts are near each other the firing will take place only 
at the post commanded by the senior officer. 

254. On the day of the interment of the Secretary 
of War or the commanding general of the army a gun 
will be fired every half hour, beginning at sunrise, until 
the procession moves. 

255. When the funeral of an officer who was entitled 
to a salute takes place at or near a military post or 
camp provided with artillery, minute guns will be fired 
while the remains are being borne to the place of inter- 
ment, but the number of guns will not exceed that to 
which the officer was entitled as a salute. After the 
remains are deposited in the grave a salute correspond- 
ing to the rank of the deceased will be fired, in addition 
to three salvos of artillery, or three volleys of- 
musketry. 

256. On the death of an officer at a military post or 
camp the fiag is displayed at half-staff, and so remains, 
between -reveille and retreat, until the last salvo or 
volley is fired over the the grave, or until the remains 
arc removed from the post or camp. 

257. During the funeral of an enlisted man at a 
military post or camp the flag is displayed at half- 
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staff. It is hoisted to the top after the final gun 
or volley is fired, or after the remains are taken from 
the post or camp. 

258. When the fiag is displayed at half-staff it is 
lowered to that position from the top of the staff. It is 
afterwards hoisted to the top before it is finally lowered. 

259. Funeral escorts when ordered will be as pre- Funeral 
scribed in United States drill regulations. •«5oru. 

260. The colors of a regiment will not be placed in colors in 
mourning or draped except when ordered by the C3om- "***"™ "'^* 
mander-in-Chief. Two streamers of crape, seven feet 

long and about twelve inches wide attached to the 
ferrule below the spear-head will be used. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

EQUIPMENT. 

261. Every article, except the arms and accoutre- Markinir of 
ments, belonging to a regiment will be marked with the *'*'*^^®'* 
number of the regiment. Such articles belonging to 
companies shall have the company letter added, and be 
numbered. 

262. Commanding ofiicers will establish uniform utu to be 
systems of marking property in their respective regi- """^'^"'' 
ments, subject to the directions contained in this article. 

263. Marking will be done with Roman letters and How marked. 
Arabic figures. The use of stencils is authorized; they 

will be furnished by the Quartermaster General on 
requisition therefor. 

264. Revolvers may be numbered by stamping onArnu. 
the front of the butt plate, at the discretion of regimental 
commanders. Sabers and swords may be numbered by 
stamping on the hilt. For rifles the factory number 
only shall be used. 

265. No ammunition will be kept in an armory, or Notice to civii 
other place, without due notice to the proper officials ^ *^'*''' ***'* 
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of the fire department of the city or village in which 
it is kept, or without notice to the underwriters who 
may have given policies of insurance on the building in 
which it is stored, or upon the contents of such 
building. 

266. In the armory a reserve supply of ammunition 
of not less than 1,000 rounds for each company will be 
kept constantly on hand, ready for issue in case of 
disturbance of the peace or other emergency requiring 
the issue of ammunition. Officers will be held strictly 
responsible that under no circumstances, other than 
upon service under orders, is the reserve ammunition, 
or any part of it, expended. 

267. No ammunition will be kept in the cartridge 
belts except when troops are on duty requiring its use. 

268. When blank cartridges have been issued the 
officer responsible for them must exercise the greatest 
care to keep them entirely separate from service 
ammunition. 

269. Requisitions will be made for ammunition on 
the Quartermaster General. No ammunition will be 
expended for which officers are accountable except under 
their direction. 

270. When on continuous duty ammunition issued 
to troops will, to prevent waste or injury, be inspected 
frequently, particularly at retreat roll-call, when the 
number and condition of the cartridges will be ascer- 
tained, and, if necessary, others supplied. 

271. Arms will not be left loaded in armories, 
quarters, or tents, or w'hen the men are off duty. 

272. The uniform dress for the Michigan National 
Guard shall conform to that of the United States army,* 
with such requisite markings and insignia as may be 
necessary to designate the troops of Michigan. Any 
change from the dress of the United States army will 
be published in orders by the Commander-in-Chief. 
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273. All officers and soldiers, in camp or upon other ctiten drees 
duty, must wear the uniform of their corps exactly as *^™**''*"*^' 
it is prescribed. Citizens dress, or any part thereof, is 
prohibited. 

274. The hair should be short; the beard, when worn. Hair, beard 
to be kept short and neatly trimmed. ^"^ ''^™- 

275. Uniforms will not be worn off duty except byoffduty, 
permission of commanding officers. w©™.""" 

276. The proper dress will be determined by the Dreea, d«ter- 
commanding officer. When an officer or soldier is per- "mmanding 
mitted to wear civilian dress, it will not be accompanied *»*«••"■ 

by any mark of the uniform. When in uniform he will 
conform strictly to the requirements for the day. 

277. Watch guards, chains and seals will not be watch guards, 
exposed upon the dress. 

278. Neckties other than plain black or white, as Neckties. 
may be ordered by the commanding officer, are 
prohibited. 

279. The badge of military mourning is a knot ofiiuitory 
black crape worn upon the sword hilt for a period not '"*""'°'^' 
to exceed thirty days. 

280. No medal, badge, ribbon, flower, or decoration unauthor- 
other than those rec<^gnized in these regulations, or ["rohnHjjJ* 
other than the prescribed chevrons, will be worn on the 

dress or undress coat, unless permitted by the brigade 
commander. No military contest will be considered as 
authorized unless sanctioned by the orders of a company 
comnutnder, or superior authority. 

281. Officers and enlisted men who, in their ownBadyesand 
right or by right of inheritance, are members of military mty*i)«' worn. 
societies of men who served in the armies or navies of 

the United States in the war of the revolution, the war 
of 1812, the Mexican war, the war of the rebellion, the 
Spanish-American war, or in other wars in which the 
United States may become engaged, may wear on all 
occasions of ceremony the distinctive badges adopted 
by such societies; badges to be worn on the left breast 
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of the coat suspended by a ribbon from a bar of metal 
passed through their upper ends, and tops of the ribbons 
forming a horizontal line, the outer end of which will 
be from three to four inches below the top of the 
shoulder, according to height of wearer. Medals of 
honor, and the several distinctive marks given for 
excellence in rifle practice, may also be worn in the same 
manner by officers and enlisted men upon all occasions! 
of ceremony. Insignia buttons will not be worn. 

282. Ex-officers of the regular or volunteer service 
of the United States and of the Michigan National 
Guard and State Naval Brigade who have been honor- 
ably discharged from the service, by resignation or 
otherwise, shall be entitled to bear the official title and« 
upon occasions of ceremony and during encampments 
and cruises, to wear the uniforms of the highest grade 
they have held by brevet or other commission in any one 
of the above mentioned services. 

283. The flag of the United States has thirteen 
horizontal stripes, seven red six white, the red and 
white stripes alternating, and the union of the flag 
consists of white stars in a blue field placed in the upper 
quarter next the statf, and extending to the lower edge 
of the fourth red stripe from the top. The number of 
stars is the same as the number of states in the union. 
On the admission of a state into the union, one star will 
be added to the union of the flag, and such addition will 
take efl'ect on the fourth day of July next succeeding 
such admission. 

284. The post or camp flag is the national flag of 
bunting twenty feet fly and ten feet hoist, and will be 
used at all posts, armories, or camps, occupied by 
troops, but in pleasant weather only. 

285. The storm flag is the national flag of bunting, 
eight feet fly and four feet two inches hoist, and will 
be used to replace the post or camp flag in stormy or 
windy weather.

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286. For camp and field hospitals a flag of white HiMpiui <!•«. 
bunting, six by four feet, with a red cross three feet 

high and three feet wide, of red bunting in center, arms 
of cross to be twelve inches wide. 

287. For ambulances and guidons to mark the way A,„bui»iico 
to field hospitals, white bunting sixteen by twenty- "^^»^^ 
eight inches, with a red cross of bunting twelve inches 

high and twelve inches wide in the center, arms of cross 
to be four inches wide. 

288. Each regiment of infantry shall have two silken Ragimenui 
colors. The first will be the national flag, having ""•*' 
embroidered in white silk on the center stripe the 
words: Michigan National Guard. The second, or 
regimental flag, will be blue, with arms of the State 
embroidered in silk on the center, with tbe designation 

of the regiment in a scroll underneath, thus: First 
Regiment Infantry, M. N. G. Fringe on latter flag, 
yellow, cord and tassels blue and white silk intermixed. 
The size of each color will be five feet six inches fly, 
and four feet four inches deep on the pike. The length 
of the pike including spear-head and ferrule will be 
nine feet. 

289. Whenever, in the opinion of a commanding uii»enrice»bie 
officer, the condition of any silken color, standard, or "***' "**• 
guidon, in the possession of his command has become 
unserviceable a board of survey will be appointed to 

report for the information of the Adjutant General its 
condition, and as to the necessity of supplying a new 
one. If requiring repair, application to have it placed 
in a serviceable condition should be made to the Quarter- 
master General. Service colors will be submitted to 
the action of an inspector When unfit for further use. 

290. Upon receipt of new silken colors or standards, wom colon, 
commanding officers will cause those replaced to be suit- ^'*p^"'*'°" **'• 
ably labeled and sent to the Adjutant Genei-al for 
preservation and safe keeping. 
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291. No ensign, pennon, streamer, or other banner 
of any kind, other than the flags, colors, standards or 
pennants, prescribed in these regulations, and in the 
regulations of the United States army, will be used by 
the Michigan National Guard or by any regiment or 
organization thereof. 
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292. Ordnance and ordnance stores include cannon 
and artillery, carriages and equipments; apparatus and 
machines for the service and maneuver of artillery; 
small arms ammunition and accoutrements; horse 
equipments and harness; tools, machinery and materials 
for the ordnance service, and all property of >v1iatever 
nature for the use of that branch of the service. 

293. Requisitions for ordnance stores will be filled, 
if practicable, by the Quartermaster General, and he will 
be responsible ;under the Commander-in-Chief that 
sufficient stores are always on hand. 

294. Requisitions will be made in conformity . with 
the supply tables prepared by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, unless extraordinary circumstances, to be plainly 
set forth in each case, should require a larger supply 
of one or more of the articles authorized. 

295. Requisitions for ordnance stores to replace those 
condemned will be accompanied by a certified copy of the 
inspection report; issues may, however, be made before 
condemnation on requisition and the officer's statement 
that the stores are immediately needed for the proper 
equipment of his command, and that the articles are 
to replace unserviceable stores; but, if required to 
replace those lost or damaged by the carelessness of the 
men the officer will certify that fact on the requisition 
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except by the permission of a commissioned officer. The ^ ***^*** 



mutilation of any part by filing, or otherwise, and 
attempts to beautify or diange the finish are prohibited, 
except that raw linseed oil may be used for redressing 
the wood parts of the arm. The application for such 
purpose of any kind of wax or varnish, including heel 
ball, is strictly prohibited. The use of tompions in small 
arms is forbidden. 

297. Ordnance stores will not be loaned to any storet not to 
person; any officer violating this rule will be held *** '^"*'** 
responsible for the money value of the articles. 

298. Arms or stores of any kind, lost, destroyed, ^ or civii employ*, 
embezzled by civilian employes will be charged to them .J^'^* ' ** 
and the money value therof deducted by the Quarter- 
master General from any sum due or to become due 

to such employe. 

299. Ammunition will only be expended in action, Expending 
in defense of life or property, in target practice, in the •'"«»""'"•'»• 
preliminary instruction of the soldier and for author- 
ized salutes. 

300. Ammunition expended by a soldier without soidier 
orders, or not in the line of duty, or which may be lost ^l^^nVon ' 
or damaged through his neglect, will be charged to him. 



ARTICLE XVIII. 

SMALL ARM8 AND TARGET PRACTICE. 

301. Small arms practice will be conducted in accord- Target prac- 
ance with the authorized firing regulations in use in the g^JJ^^^J^^ 
United States army. The period selected for practice 
on the range will be announced annually by the brigade 
commander, who will also publiEih the results of the 
firing and the names of the qualified sharpshooters. 
All orders containing directions to govern either pre- orderg j?ov- 
liminary methods or practice with the rifle, carbine or*""°'^-

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revolver, will be issued from the oftee 94 tlie Adjutant 
General. 

302. Reports as to the amount of instruction 
imparted and the degree of efficiency attained, will be 
rendered only as required by the firing regulations for 
small arms or by orders issued from headquarters. 

303. The value of small arms ammunition and of 
the component parts thereof will be published in general 
01 ders. 

304. The aggregate allowance of ammunition for 
target practice issued to any company will be expended 
at such times during the year as the brigade commander 
may direct, or, in the absence of specific instructions, 
as the regimental and company commanders may 
determine. 

305. Company coinmanders will keep a permanent 
record for each calendar year of ammunition expended 
in target firing at each practice. Any expenditure in 
excess of the authorized allowance will be charged to 
the officer accountable. 

306. The Quartermaster General will provide the 
necessary targets, streamers and flags. The quarter- 
master will set up the targets, prepare the range, and 
construct shelters for the markers. 

307. The system of target practice used by the Mich- 
igan National Guard shall be that in use by the army 
of the United States, with such modifications as shall, 
with the approval of the brigadier general, be made by 
the inspector of small arms practice, and published in 
general orders.

PAY AND ALLOWANCES.

309. The payments to enlisted men and to officers parm«nto. 
serving with the enlisted men, shall be made on the *****" *"'***' 
regular pay rolls by the proper officer in cheeks drawn 

to their order unless authority be givan by the men, 
when signing the pay roll, for payBwnts to be made to 
commanding officers. All other payments made to 
officers and enlisted men for services shall be made on 
vouchers in duplicate, blanks for which will be furnished 
by the Quartermaster General. 

310. To entitle an officer or enlisted man to a day's wh«t entiti*. 
pay he must have been present at least from guard 
mounting in the morning until retreat in the evening, 

and not arrive and depart the same day. When granted 
leave of absence or furlough, pay will cease at retreat 
on day such leave is granted.

forfeit all pay which may be due him for the time of 
such absence. 

311. Commanding officers may insert upon pay rolls fidm, etc., on 
such amounts as may be due from enlisted men by ^'^^ '^ ** 
reason of fines duly inflicted by sentence of military 

courts or chargeable for lost articles. Such amounts 
shall be deducted by the Quartermaster Grcneral from the 
soldier's pay, and paid to the officer designated by law 
to receive the same. 

312. The judge advocate of a military court, and coart vouch- 
the recorder of a board or commission, makes out the"*' 
necessary vouchers and abstract of account, the presi- 
dent certifies thereto, and the accounts are forwarded 

to the Quartermaster General through regular channels. 

313. All. incidental expenses of brigade and regi- incWenui

319. Allowances at the rate of four hundred dollars Armory

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320. Orders are denominated general or special 
according to character, and are numbered in separate 
series, each beginning with the year. 

321. General orders announce fhe hours for roll calls 
and duties, police regulations and prohibitions, returns 
to be made and their forms, laws and regulations for 
the forces, the results of trial by general courts-martial, 
and generally whatever it may be important to publish 
to the whole command. 

322. Special orders are such as concern individuals, 
or relate to matters that need not be made known to the 
whole command. General, and all important special 
orders, must be read and approved before issue by the 
officer whose orders they are. An order will state at its 
head the source from which it emanates, its number, 
date, and place of issue, and at its foot the name of the 
commander by whose authority it is issued. Its wording 
should be as precise as possible. 

323. Orders and instructions will be transmitted 
through intermediate Commanders, in the order of rank, 
except when they are of such character that the com- 
manders have no power to modify or suspend them. In 
such cases the orders and instructions will be sent 
direct to the oflScer by whom they are to be executed, 
copies being furnisftied to the intermediate commanders. 
In cases of emergency, orders may be transmitted by 
telegraph; when thus sent a copy must be at once 
forwarded by mail. Officers receiving orders by tele- 
graph will at once acknowledge their receipt by the 
same means. 
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324. Orders for any body of troops will be addressed to whom 
to the commander. They will be executed by the com- *'***'*•'**■ 
mander present, and will be published and copies dis- 
tributed by him when necessary. 

325. Orders issued by conmianders of regiments, R«iriin«iiui 
battalions or companies are simply denominated** *" 
"orders/' and are numbered in one series, banning 

with the year. Orders issued by officers under the rank 
of a general officer should be "by order of," 

326. All orders received will be filed by the officer riiing of 
whose duty it is to execute the same, and will be kept 
with the headquarters of the brigade and regiment, and 
with each company. The orders will be kept with the 
records, and will be turned over by the commander when 
relieved in the same manner as other public property. 
Bate of receipt and forwarding, together with signature 

of officer through whose hands they are transmitted, 
should be endorsed thereon. 

327. As a general rule the last order received must wwch ord«r 
be obeyed. In case the last order received is in viola- 
tion of one previously given by a common superior, the 
junior must make known the existence of such order. 

If the last order is reiterated, it must be obeyed. 

328. An officer receiving an order to which the signa- when signa- 
ture of the officer issuing the same has been omitted, "'* ^ "*" 
will return the same at once for signature. 

329. To revoke an order is to annul it from its date, ordem re- 
so as to make it of no effect. To rescind an order is tOre«c[nd«d. 
stop its operation from the date of the order rescind- 
ing, or from any date therein fixed. 

330. An official letter should refer to one subject official utters, 
only, and should contain full particulars upon the sub-^^'" 
ject to which it relates. Letters of transmission will 

be used only when necessary, and when used must refer 
only to the matter transmitted. None are required with 
rolls, periodical reports, or returns. 
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331. A half sheet of letter paper will be used for a 
communication requiring but a single page. When more 
than three pages are required for the body of a manu- 
script communication an additional half £^heet or more 
if necessary will be pasted to it so as to leave the last 
or outer page entirely blank. 

332. The postoffice address of an officer shall be given 
in his official letters. The term headquarters will be 
used as a heading to official communications only by 
commanding officers of brigades, regiments and inde- 
pendent battalions. 

333. All communications from superior to subordinate 
officers when relating to their commands, will be 
addressed to their official positions, as for instance "The 
Commanding Officer, First Brigade," "The Commanding 
Officer, Third Infantry, M. N. C," etc. Communications 
from subordinate to superior officers will be addressed 
in the letters, respectively: The Adjutant General of 
Michigan, The Assistant Adjutant General, 1st Brigade, 
The Adjutant, 2d Infantry, M. N. G., etc. In order to 
insure prompt delivery of mail the name and grade of 
the officer may be written upon the envelope. All letters 
will commence, after the address, with the word Sir. 

334. Official communications will be signed or authen- 
ticated with the pen and not by facsimiles. Signatures 
will be plainly and legibly written, with the rank, and 
regiment or command of the writer annexed, and if by 
order stating whose order. By virtue of commission 
and assignment to duty the Adjutant General, or 
adjutant of any command, transacts the correspondence 
of the command over his own signature, but when orders 
or instructions of any kind are given the authority by 
which he gives them must be stated. *An officer will not 
b<? designated in orders nor addressed in official com- 
munications by any other title than that of his official 
rank. 
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335. Letter paper will be folded in three and foolscap poidinf o« 
in four equal folds, parallel with the writing. The inner *•"•"• 
or left edge of the sheet is the top when folded, the left 

fold of the outer page is the first fold. The first fold 
will be used exclusively for a brief analysis of the con- 
tents of the communication, the office marks, and note 
of inclosures. 

336. Indorsements commence at the top of the second indorMmente. 
fold, and are numbered serially in order of dates on the 
successive folds, leaving room after each for office marks. 
Additional space will be provided for indorsements by 
pasting slips of paper on the under side of the last fold 

(right edge of the original paper), each slip when 
attached to have the same length and width as the 
original fold and to turn back on the last fold like the 
leaf of a book. The first fold on which the brief is 
made is always on the outside. In no case will a 
loose wrapper be placed around an official paper, except 
as a mere covering. 

337. All inclosures will be numbered, and will be inciocures. 
given the proper office marks. Inclosures to the original 
communication are noted on the first fold just below the 
brief. If others are added when an indorsement is made, 

their number will be noted at the foot of the indorsement 
to which they pertain, and also on the first fold of the 
original communication. To the latter notation will be 
added the number of the indorsement to which they 
belong, thus: "One inclosure, fifth indorsement, etc." 
Inclosures to indorsements are numbered in the same 
scries as those to the original paper, and the number of 
the indorsement is added below. If few in number and 
not bulky, inclosures may be kept inside the original 
paper, otherwise they will be folded together in a wrap- 
per marked "inclosures." Officers through whose hands 
official papers pass will make the inclosures and slips

lliere will be kept on file: Original of letters received; 
general orders and circulars from the Adjutant Grcnerars 
office; special orders from the Adjutant Greneral's office; 
copies of orders received from regimental headquarters. 
ReKimentai 340. At the hcadquartcrs of each regiment and inde- 
pendent battalion there will be kept: One order book; 
one letters sent book and index; one letters received 
book and index; one indorsement book and index; one 
record book; one register and descriptive book of officers 
and noncommissioned officers and band; one property 
book; one medical record. There will be kept in files: 
Originals of letters received; orders and circulars from 
the Adjutant Generars office; orders and circulars from 
the brigade headquarters. There will also be kept in 



books. 
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fo]ded or adhesive files such letters, voudiers and other 
papers as are retained at the headquarters. 

341. With a, company: One order book; one letters compauy 
sent book and index; one letters received book and 
index; one descriptive book; one indorsement book; one 
clothing and accoutrement book, in which shall be 
charged every article delivered to the soldier; one morn- 
ing report book; one sick book; one property book; one 

first sergeant's roll book. There will be kept in files: 
The original of letters received; orders and circulars 
from the Adjutant Generars office and brigade head- 
quarters; orders and circulars from regimental head- 
quarters. There will be kept in folded or adhesive files 
sudi letters, vouchers and other papers as are retained 
with the company records. All of these- books and files 
are to be kept under the immediate supervision of the 
company commander. 

342. While in camp or on other continuous duty all Kurter for 
organizations require a roster book from which to make 

the details ordered to be furnished. 

343. In the record book will be entered records of K«eord book, 
the meetings of the field and regimental officers, with 

the- attendance thereat and the business transacted, 
together with the entries of duty, including drills per- 
formed by the command or any part of it, meetings of 
noncommissioned officers, with references to reports 
made, and any other matters requisite to make the book 
a brief general history of the organization. All entries 
must be in the order of their date and the book should 
be fully indexed by subjects and names. 

344. In the letter book will be entered or copied such Letter book, 
letters emanating from headquarters as the commanding 

officer may deem proper. 

345. In the regimental roster will be entered the Regimenal 
names of every commissioned ofiicer of the regiment, "***'' 
separate pages being taken for the officers of eacli grade. 

Staff ofiicers will be entered under the heads of the 
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departments to which they belong, and also with the 
line officers of the same grade. Against iAke name of. 
each officer will be recorded the date of his commission, 
date of qualification, the number of regiment, letter of 
company and residence. In the column of remarks will 
be recorded any change in position or duty, by death, 
transfer, promotion, discharge, etc., reference being made 
in all cases to the order authorizing or directing such 
change. It will also contain the names of all noncom- 
missioned officers of the regiment, members of regimental 
band, hospital and signal corps, separate pages being 
taken for noncommissioned staff officers and for first 
sergeants, sergeants, and corporals. A regimental com- 
mander may require a roster of his entire command to 
be kept. An independent battalion commander will 
keep a roster of his command at his headquarters. 
DescriptiTe 346. The descriptive book is the roll and description 

of the members of the organization. In it must be 
entered the names of the commissioned officers, with 
dates of rank and commission, and residence; also name^ 
of noncommissioned officers and enlisted men, with age, 
date of enlistment, by whom enlisted, occupation, resi- 
dence and place of business, names of enlisted men being 
written surname first followed by the given name in 
full. In case of re-enlistment the name of the soldier 
must be entered as for an original enlistment, the pre- 
vious record of the soldier being referred to by proper 
entry. Discharges, promotions, or transfers by orders 
will be entered when the order is received, giving date 
and number of the order. This book should at all times 
show the exact roll of the command, and whenever by 
reason of discharge^ death, or transfer, a soldier is 
removed from the command, proper notation must be 
made in the column provided for final disposition, entry 
being made at the same time in the list of discharged. 
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347. The property book must show at all times the property book. 
exact quantity of public property for which the com- 
manding officer is responsible. 

348. Each invoice of property, from whomsoever invoice*. 
received, will be entered separately, the articles being 
extended under the proper heads. Should any property property not 
have come into the possession of the accounting officer '"***'*"**• 
without invoices, as in the case of articles found or 
recovered after having been reported as lost and dropped 

from the returns, an inventory of the same will be made, 
and they will be entered as "taken up per inventory." 

349. Each receipt for property transferred to another Receipt* to iw 
officer will be entered in the same manner as the invoices* •"*•"**• 

350. Every change in the property should be entered when ehang« 
in the property book at the ' time it occurs, and the ^^,^y° 
vouchers numbered in a regular series, continuing 
through the officer's term of accountability. A footing 

is made after each change, and the net balance brought 
down so that the last line shows at all times the exact 
amount of property for which the officer is responsible. 

351. Articles for which there is no printed 'heading How t-ertoin 
on the book will be entered under the proper general JnterS. 
titles, web cross belts, etc., under "equipments," leggins 

under the head of "clothing," etc. Blank books in which 
to keep records will be entered under "books of record." 

352. For each camp or post a guard report book will r.ui^rd retort. 
.be provided. At the first sergeant's call the sergeant of 

the guard will proceed to the adjutant's office and receive 
the guard report book and orders, if there be any. The 
officer of the guard will prepare or cause to be prepared 
the guard report before the new guard is mounted. 
After guard-mounting the old officer of the day will 
deliver the report to the commanding officer. 

353. The register and prescription book will contain Preicription 
a record of each patient directly in charge of a medical **°**'^- 
officer, with the name, grade, regiment and company, 
disease, whether in hospital or quarters, with a brief 
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note of the treatment, and such remarks .as are proper 
for the understanding of the case should it pass into 
the care of another officer. 

354. In the medical record will be entered the morn- 
ing sick report, consolidated, the meteorological observa- 
tions, when any are taken, and such notes and memor- 
anda as it may be valuable to record. 

355. A daily record of each organization will be 
made when in camp or on other continuous duty. This 
record is made by companies, battalions and regiments 
on the morning report. Organizations will render vfae 
reports required at superior headquarters on the appro- 
priate blanks. 

356. In camp or on other continuous duty the report 
of companies must be handed to the adjutant at such 
hour as may be ordered by the commanding officer, 
usually before guard-mounting. The company reports 
will be consolidated by the adjutant, and, if a report is 
to be sent to higher authority, it is transferred from the 
consolidated report to a separate form and this report 
forwarded. 

357. Each first sergeant should possess a roll book 
from which to call the roll. It should be of a size con- 
venient to carry in the breast pocket. It should contain 
the name, address and company number of every member 
of the company, arranged: noncommissioned officers 
according to rank, musicians and privates each by them- 
selves, alphabetically. 

358. In addition to the books prescribed in this 
article, there must be kept by each company and at 
each headquarters, proper books of account showing the 
transactions of the treasurer in detail. They will be 
subject to inspection, as are the books of record provided 
by the State, and must be produced when c«dled for at 
inspections at any time, or as evidence before courts- 
martial, or courts of inquiry. 
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359. Commanding officers of regiments, battalions, quarterly 
and companies shall forward to the Adjutant General J|J"t?a«n. 
through military channels quarterly returns of the 
strength of their respective commands on the last week 

day of March, June, September and December each year. 
A morning report when in camp or on other contiiiuous 
duty, shall be made daily to the respective commanding 
officers. Enlistment and muster rolls shall be forwarded 
on the last day of each month. 

360. Quarterly returns of public property i^all be .s«ine to q. m. 
made to the Quartermaster General on the last week^*"*"'" 
day of March, June, September and December each 

year. 

361. The senior medical officer of an organization oaiiy ifck 
shall make to his commanding officer a daily sick report ™p<"*' 
when in camp or on other continuous duty. 

362. Of all returns and reports a copy must be copies of r«- 
retained either in the report book, the letter book, or on J^^'i*"' 
the blank furnished for such return or report. 

363. For the transaction of their official business Books, formg, 
officers will use the appropriate blanks ; requisiticms for iigii«d"by 
blank books and forms will be in the shape of a letter **»*•• 
directed to the Quartermaster General, sent through the 
regular channels. All forms and blank books will be 
furnished by the State, except the record book, register, 

and prescription book. 

364. All military records of organizations of Michi- Records v* 
gan National Guard are the property of the State and |[^t^,'^'^ **' 
must be carefully preserved, and on the discontinuance 

of such organizations be turned in to the Adjutant 
General. 

365. Commanding officers and inspectors are required Examination 
to closely examine all military records, to see that errors **' *****'**■• 
are promptly corrected, that books and records are kept 
neatly, and that returns and reports are rendered 
promptly in the manner prescribed.

366. The military courts of this State are: Oenera] 
courts-martial, regimental courts-martial, summary 
courts, and courts of inquiry* All military courts shall 
be governed by the regulations for the army of the 
United States and the Articles of War, in cases not pro- 
vided for by these regulations, so far as the same will 
apply. The Manual for Courts-martial for use in the 
United States army is hereby adopted as the method 
of practice and procedure in the military courts of this 
State. 

367. The Commander-in-Chief or any general officer 
shall be competent to order a general court-martial, to 
consist of not less than five nor more than nine members, 
and a judge advocate. Commanding officers of regiments 
shall be competent to order regimental courts-martial, 
consisting of three officers, not including the judge advo- 
cate, to try offenses not involving dismissal from the 
service. Commissioned officers will only be tried by 
geqeral court-martial. The order appointing a court- 
martial will name its members in order of rank, and 
they will sit according to rank as announced; but no 
officer will be detailed for the trial of* an officer superior 
to himself -in rank when it can be avoided. A decision 
of the appointing authority as. to the number that can 
be assembled without injury to the service is conclusive. 

368. The place for holding a court is designated by 
the authority appointing it. Courts will be assembled 
at places where trial or examination will be attended 
with the least expense. A member stationed at the place 
where it sits is liable to duty with his command during 
adjournment from day to day. Courts will, as far as 
practicable, hold their sessions so as to interfere least 
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with the ordinary routine duties; and when necessary 
for the sake of immediate example a court will be 
ordered to sit without regard to hours. 

369. A president of the court will not be announced. prwM«nk o< 
The officer highest in rank present will act as president. "*'*^ 

370. A court-martial has no power to punish its court cannot 
members, but for disorderly conduct a member is liable Jj^euo^n. 
as for other offenses against military discipline. 
Improper words used by him should be taken in writing 

and any disorderly conduct reported to the appointing 
authority. 

371. A court-martial shall for reasonable cause grant continuance 
a continuance to either party, for such time and as '"*'^ 
often as may appear to be just : Provided, if the prisoner 

be in close confinement, the trial shall not be delayed for 
a period longer than sixty days. 

372. When a court sits in closed session the judge judg* advo- 
advocate will withdraw, and when l^al advice or assist- ^^ *""**" 
ance is required it will be obtained in open court. 

373. The judge advocate will summon the necessary witncum, 
witnesses for the trial, but will not summon witnesses

at the expense of the State without the order of the 
court unless satisfied that their testimony is material 
and necessary. 

374. Judge advocates of courts-martial, whenever itHowiub|>o«- 
is possible, will send subpcenas through military "** "*"** 
channels. 

375. An officer or enlisted man who receives a sum- 
mons to attend as a witness before any military court 
or board, which is sitting beyond the limits of the place 
w^here he is serving, will, before starting to obey the 
summons, forward it throug'h the proper channel to the 
Adjutant General that necessary orders may be given. 
In urgent cases, the commanding officer may authoi^ize 
immediate departure, reporting his action and reasons 
therefor to the Adjutant General. 

20 
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376. The commanding officer where a general court- 
martial is convened will, at the request of any ptisoner 
who is to be arraigned, detail as counsel for his defense 
a suitable officer. As such counsel he should guard the 
interests of the prisoner by all honorable and legitimate 
means known to the law, so far as thev are not inconsist- 
ent with military relations. 

377. Commanding officers will, before forwarding 
charges, personally investigate them, and, by indorse- 
ment on the charges, Avill certify that they have made 
such investigation, and Avhether, in their opinion, the 
charges can be sustained. 

378. A military charge corresponds to a civil indict- 
ment. It consists of two parts — ^the technical "cfharge," 
wliich designates the alleged offense in general terms, 
and the "specifications," which set forth the facts con- 
stituting the same. The requisite of the charge is that 
it shall be laid under the proper Article of War, statute, 
or regulation, but in the National Guard an offense 
involving a civil crime should be laid under the sixty- 
first or sixty-second Article of War, thus charging a 
purely military offense, and the offender should be 
brought to trial before a civil court for his offense 
against the laws of the State. 

379. The requisite of the specification is that it 
shall set forth facts sufficient to constitute the partic- 
ular offense. Under the general term "charges" any 
number of technical charges and their specifications may 
he included. 

380. Charges must be signed by a commissioned 
officer; it is not necessary that he should be the accuser 
or even be acquainted with the facts in the case; he 
may sign charges preferred by another person, as a 
soldier or civilian, and he may be ordered by his superior 
officer to prefer and sign certain charges. A list of 
witnesses, by whom the charges can be proved, must be 
appended. 
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381. Enlisted men cannot prefer charges; they may cannot pre- 
piake complaints, or furnish facts, which will be the '*' *'''*'***• 
ground for charges. 

382. Commanding officers are not requirM to bring Triai> to b« 
every derelection of duty before a court for trial, but will '*** 
endeavor to prevent their recurrence by admonitions, 
withholding of privileges, and taking such fiteps as may 

be necessary to enforce their orders. 

383. Noncommissioned officers above the rank of Nonoom. 
corporal will not, if they object thereto, be brought toui^"' 
trial before regimental or summary courts-martial with- 
out the authority of the officer competent to order their 
trial by general court-martial; nor will sergeants of Nonoom. 
the noncommissioned staff or hospital stewards bej^duwd! 
reduced, but they may be dishonorably discharged when- 
ever reduction is included in the limit of punishment. 

384. The judge advocate shall administer to each oath for 
member of the court, before they proceed on any trial, ^* "It^" ^' 
the following oath : "You, A. B., do swear that you will 

well and truly try and determine, according to evidence, 
the matter now before you, between the State of Michi- 
gan and the prisoner to be tried, and that you will duly 
administer justice, without partiality, tavor, or affection, 
according to the laws, rules and regulations for the 
government of the Michigan National Guard, and if 
any doubt should arise, not explained by said articles, 
then according to your conscience, the best of your 
understanding, and the custom of war in like cases; and 
you do further swear that you will not divulge the 
sentence of the court until it shall be published by the 
proper authority, except to the judge advocate; neither 
will you disclose or discover the vote or opinion of any 
particular member of the court, unless required to give 
evidence thereof as a witness by a court of justice in 
due course of law. So help you God." When the oath oath of 
has been administered to the members of the court, the cat/.* ' ^^ 
president of the court shall administer to the judge 
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advocate, or person acting as such, an oath in the fol- 
lowing form: "You, A. B., do swear that you will not 
discover or disclose the vote or opinion of any particular 
memher of the court unless required to give evidence 
thereof as a witness by a ^urt of justice, in due course 
of law; nor divulge the sentence of the court to any but 
the proper authority until it shall be disclosed by the 
same. So help you God." 

385. Sununary courts in the Michigan National Guard 
will consist of an officer, not below the rank of captain, 
detailed as such court by the commanding officer of any 
body of troops larger than a company on duty at a camp 
or in other active service. Such courts will take cog- 
nizance of all minor breaches of discipline, and are sub- 
ject to' the restrictions named in the eighty-third Article 
of War. Soldiers against whom charges may be pre- 
ferred for trial by summary court will not be confined 
in the guard house but will be placed in arrest in quarters 
before and during trial and w*hile awaiting sentence 
except when in particular cases restraint may be neces- 
sary. Sentences, by any court, imposing tours of guard 
duty are forbidden. 

386. The time at which a dishonorable discharge is 
to take effect as fixed by a sentence cannot be postponed 
by the reviewing officer. 

387. Every court-martial will keep a complete and 
accurate record of its proceedings which will be authen- 
ticated in each case by the signature of the president 
and judge advocate, the latter affixing his signature to 
each day's proceedings. 

388. The judge advocate will transmit the proceed- 
ings without delay to the officer having authority to con- 
firm the sentence, who will state at the end of the pro- 
ceedings in each case his decision and orders. 

389. The complete proceedings of a general or regi- 
mental court-martial will be transmitted \vithout delay 
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to the Adjutant General, whenever the sentence involves 
the discharge of the soldier. 

390. The order convening a court-martial should wi»t order 
always read "for the trial of A. B., and of such other *""** ^"*'''** 
persons as may be brought before it," in order to enable 

all cases referred to it before the final adjournment of 
the court to be tried by it. 

391. A court of inquiry, to examine into the nature cjourt df in- 
of any transaction, or accusation or imputation against **" ^^' 
any officer, or soldier, may be ordered by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, or by any commanding officer. Such 

court shall not be ordered by a commanding officer except 
on the demand of the officer or soldier whose conduct is 
to be inquired of. When ordered such court shall con- 
sist of one or more officers, not exceeding three, and a 
recorder to reduce the proceedings to writing. 

392. The recorder of a court of inquiry shall admin- o»th of 
ister to the members the following oath : "You shall *"**" 
well and truly examine and inquire, according to the 
evidence, into the matter now before you without par- 
tiality, favor, affection, prejudice, or hope of reward. 

So help you God." After which the president of theo»thof 
court shall administer to the recorder the following oath : ^*^^ *'' 
"You do swear that you will, according to the best of 
your abilities, accurately and impartially record the 
proceedings of the court and the evidence to be given in 
the case in hearing. So help you God." 

393. A court of inquiry, and the recorder thereof. Power to 
shall have the same power to summon and examine witalir.«. 
witnesses as is given to courts-martial and the judge 
advocates thereof. Such witnesses shall take the same 

oath taken by witnesses before courts-martial, and the 
party accused shall be permitted to examine and cross- 
examine them, so as to fully investigate the circum- 
stances in question. 
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394. A court of inquiry shall not give an opinion 
on the merits of the case inquired of unless especially 
ordered to do so. 

395. The proceedings of a court of inquiry must be 
authenticated by the signature of the recorder and the 
president thereof, and be delivered to the commanding 
oflScer. 

396. The proceedings of a court of inquiry may be 
admitted in evidence by a court-martial, in cases not 
capital nor extending to the dismissal of an officer: 
Provided, the circumstances are such that oral testimony 
cannot be obtained. 
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397. A board of survey will be called by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief whenever necessary. It will be com- 
posed of three officers, exclusive of the commanding offi- 
cer and those who are interested. When convened a 
board of survey shall fully investigate matters submitted 
to it. It will call for all evidence attainable, and will not 
limit its inquiries to proofs or statements of parties in 
interest, It will rigidly scrutinize the evidence, espe- 
cially in the case of alleged theft or embezzlement of 
property, and will not recommend the relief of officers 
or soldiers from responsibility unless fully satisfied 
that those charged with the care of property have per- 
formed their full duty in regard to it. 

398. The party responsible for the property to be 
surveyed will in all cases furnish the original certificates 
or affidavits upon which he relies to relieve himself from 
responsibility, and the number of copies thereof, duly 
attested, required by the board to accompany its 
proceedings. 
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399. A board of survey has no power to administer cannot mi- 
oaths, either to its members or to witnesses before it,J]^Ji'**' 
but it should hear in person or by letter all persons con- 
cerned in the subject matter before it, 

400. A board of survey cannot condemn public prop- cannot con- 
erty. Its action is purely advisory. It is called for the ^^"y']' ^"^ 
purpose of ascertaining and reporting facts, submitting 
opinions, and making recommendations upon questions 

of responsibility, which may arise through accident, 
mistake or neglect. 

401. The proceedings of a board of survey will be prooeeduigi 
piepared in triplicate, and signed by each member who " "^ ** "* 
concurs in t/he finding. Should a member not concur Minority 
he will submit a minority report, to be embodied in the"**^*** 
record immediately after the majority report and signed 

by the dissenting member. The proceedings will then be 
submitted to the convening authority for approval or 
disapproval. 

402. The proceedings of a board of survey which Approval of 
recommends the relief of officers and enlisted men from p""«»^*»»"- 
responsibility should not be approved unless full and 
careful investigation and convincing proof to sustain 

the board's findings appear. 

403. Boards, of not less than three nor more than Kxamination 
five officers of the Michigan National Guard, sftiall be Jj^^**™"'*' 
appointed from time to time by the State Military Board 

to examine into the capacity, qualifications, conduct, 
and efficiency of any person proposed as a commissioned 
officer of the Michigan National Guard. Each member 
of the board shall hold a commission equal to or higher 
in rank than that for which the examination is made. 
If the report of such board shall be adverse to the com- Applicant 
missioning or promotion of the applicant, and such Jlt^harj^ed. 
report shall be approved by the Commander-in-Chief, 
the applicant may, upon his request therefor, be dis- 
charged from the service as of the grade or rank then 
held: Provided, that the report of the examining board

shall contain nothing of a derogatory nature as to the 
character of the applicant. No commission shall issue, 
nor shall the constitutional oath be taken, until a 
favorable report of the examining board has been filed 
with the Adjutant General and approved by the Com- 
scopeof mander-in-Chief.

ARTICLE XXIV. 

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. 

Appointment 404. The Adjutant General is appointed by the Gov- 
wid rank. qyuot by aud with the advice and consent of the senate. 
He holds his office for the term of two years. His rank 
is that of brigaiier general. By virtue of law he is 
Chief of itaff. a member of the State Military Board. He is chief of 
staff. He issues all orders of the Commander-in-Chief 
to the National 'Guard, and is the regular channel of 
Duties and Communication with the Commander-in-Chief. All cor- 
pnviiegeB. respondcncc relating in any way to the National Guard, 
from whatever source, intended for the Commander- 
in-Chief, should pass through the office of the Adjutant 
General, and all orders, special instructions, and general 
regulations issued by the Commander-in-Chief relating 
to the National Guard are transmitted or published by 
him. He attends the Commander-in-Chief when required 
in reviews of the State military forces and whenever 
ordered in the performance of military duty. It is his 
duty to lay before the Commander-in-Chief all com- 
munications of the State Military Board and heads of 
the military departments, and to issue such orders as the 
Commander-in-Chief shall give in relation thereto and 
all other military matters. He is entitled to use the 
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coat of arms of the State as his seal of office with the 
words added thereto "State of Michigan, Adjutant Gen- 
eral's Office." The assistant adjutant general performs Awi-unt Ad- 
the duties of Adjutant Creneral in the absence of suchcrai.*^ 
officer. 

405. It is the duty of the Adjutant General to pre- Ro«t«r of 
pare and transmit to commissioned officers their commis- ^^"""'••'<*""* 
sions, and in a book, which shall be the roster of the 
Michigan National Guard, to register the same and to 

note therein as they occur all changes from any cause. 

406. The Adjutant General's office is the repository R«cord« of 
for the records which relate to the personnel of the**^^**"' 
military establishment, and to the military history of 
every commissioned officer and soldier of the National 
Guard of the State. In this office the names of all 
enlisted soldiers are recorded, their enlistment and 
descriptive lists are filed, and all deaths, discharges, 
desertions, etc., are noted. It contains also partial 
records of Michigan soldiers who served in the armies 

of the United States in the Mexican war, and complete 
records of those who served in the war of the Rebellion 
and the Spanish-American war. 

407. He shall furnish, at the expense of the State, Bianki, etc., 
all proper blank books, blanks and forms, not especially """''*'* ^' 
provided to be issued by other officers, and such military 
instruction books as the Commander-in-Chief shall 
approve. He has final custody of all reports and muster- 
in and muster-out rolls. 



ARTICLE XXV. 



.THE QUARTERMASTER GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. 

408. The Quartermaster General is appointed in the Appointment 
same manner and holds his office under like conditions" 
as the Adjutant General. His rank is that of brigadier 
general. Under the law he has charge of all public Duties. 
21 
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magazines, store houses, arsenals, munitions of war, and 
other military property of the State and must account 
for the same to the Commander-in-Chief on the thirty* 
first day of December in each year. He also has the 
general custody and charge of all arms, ammunition, 
uniforms, tents, boats, and all other stores, property 
and supplies belonging to the State and intended for 
the use of the naval forces of the State, or belonging to 
the United States and loaned to the State for the use 
of such naval forces, and is responsible for the same; 
and is required to make returns thereof and account for 
the same in like manner as for other military property 
entrusted to his care. 

409. Within twenty days after receiving official 
notion of his appointment he must give a bond to the 
State, with at least two sureties, to be approved by the 
Commander-in-Chief, in the penal sum of twenty-five 
{thousand dollars, conditioned to faithfully discharge 
the duties of his office, to use all necessary diligence 
and care in the safe keeping of military stores and 
other military property of the State committed to his 
custody, to account for the same and deliver over to his 
successor, or to any other person authorized to receive 
the same, all such stores and property, which bond, 
together with his constitutional oath of office, shall be 
filed with the Secretary of State. 

410. The Quartermaster General shall require bonds 
from all disbursing and distributing officers, and other 
officers in charge of public property, in an amount to 
be fixed by the State Military Board and approved 
by the Commander-in-Chief, and in a manner to 
be prescribed in general regulations or orders, which 
bonds shall be approved by the State Military Board. 
When a bonded officer retires from the service the bond 
given slhall continue in force until all accounts and 
responsibilities are adjusted and a release given by- 
proper authority. 
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411. In general, he is required to transact the busi- how baainess 
ness of his office, as near as may be, according to the*™""***^' 
system and r^ulations governing the Quartermaster 
General's department in the army of the United States, 
rendering his accounts, with proper vouchers, as required •

412. The Quartermaster General and his assistants commi«ary.

ment, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be fined in four times the value 
ef such property, or imprisoned in the county jail not 
exceeding six months, or both. 
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423. Upon the disbandment of a company of Michi- 
gan National Guards or division of the State Naval 
Brigade, which has received .uniforms,, arms, equipments, 
or equipage from the Quartermaster General, the com- 
missioned officers of such company or division shall be 
responsible for the safe return to the custody of the 
Quartermaster General of all public property in posses- 
sion of such company or division, and for any loss or 
damage thereto; and in case of any loss thereof or dam- 
age thereto by reason of the willful neglect or default 
of such officers, or either of them, he or they shall be 
held to make compensation therefor, to be recovered in 
an action of assumpsit broug'ht by the Quartermaster 
General against all or any of such officers and their 
bondsmen; which action it shall be his duty to bring. 

424. All bills for compensation of officers and men 
and for other expenses incurred in the military service 
of the State in case of riot, tumult, breach of the peace, 
resistance of process, or in aid of the civil authorities, 
before being audited and allowed by the Auditor Gren- 
eral of the State, require the certificate of the command- 
ing officer of the troops engaged in such service and the 
approval of the Quartermaster General. 

425. The assistant quartermaster general performs 
all the duties of the Quartermaster General in case of 
the latter 's absence or inability to act. 

426. The duties of a quartermaster demand in their 
performance experience, discretion, and business quali- 
fications. He is responsible for the transportation, 
equipage and other property pertaining to regimental 
headquarters, or to regiments. He draws and issues 
supplies, and has charge of all property in the regiment 
not receipted for by the company commanders, or in 
the immediate charge of other officers of the staff. 
Under the direction of the Quartermaster General he 
provides transportation and quarters for officers, men. 
and animals. He should be familiar with the means and 
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methods of transportation, and the purchase and dis- 
tribution of supplies pertaining to this department. 

427. Quartermasters, in obtaining and turning over Forms to be 
or issuing property and supplies, will follow the regula- ° 
tions and use the forms provided by the Quartermaster 
General. The quartermaster's requisitions or estimates 

must be approved by his commanding officer, who also 
directs what he desires to have done. 

428. Previous to encampments quartermasters may Preparation 
be ordered to the ground before the arrival of troops, to * **"**' 
command and have charge of the working parties for the 
several companies, and to superintend the erection of 

tents and laying out of the regimental camps. In case of 
encampments of bodies larger than a regiment this may 
be done under direction of the quartermaster of the 
brigade. 

429. Much of the responsibility that in active service Kespontibiiity 
belongs to the quartermaster falls, in the National ^^'^,"^^*"JJ, 
Guard, upon the company commanders, they being 
responsible for all public property in the hands of their 
companies, making requisitions through the commanding 

officer for transportation, necessary supplies, and trans- 
ferring property in case of their withdrawal from service 
01 position. 

430. Officers commanding companies or detachments suppiien 
will be furnished by the quartermaster, on approved Joa'Ji^r!^ ''^ 
requisition, with the necessary authorized supplies, and •"••*•'•• 
for all such, except those that may be properly dropped 

as expended, said commanding officer shall give memo- 
randum receipts to the accountable officer, who will con- 
tinue to bear said supplies on his return until they have 
been transferred or expended and duly accounted for as 
required by regulations. 

431. The quartermaster sergeant is the assistant Quarter- 
under the immediate orders of the quartermaster. He ^"eant. 
has charge of the property for which the quartermaster 

is responsible, and directs the employes of and the details

sent to work for his department. He receives the stores 
and makes the issues authorized by his chief, and sees 
that all stores are properly taken care of. He is the 
executive and clerical assistant of the quartermaster or 
officer acting as such. 

432. The duties of the commissary are similar to 
those of the quartermaster except that they appertain 
only to the purchase, drawing, care and issuing of sub- 
sistence supplies to the troops, the transportation for the 
same being furnished by the quartermaster. He shall 
keep accurate account of all subsistence supplies pur- 
chased or drawn, and of their issuance, and shall make 
a detailed report to the regimental commander, sub- 
mitting therewith approved vouchers. In his report for 
any annual encampment he will embody a statement 
showing the amounts due to each company or regimental 
headquarters on account of commutation of rations by 
the State; 

433. The commissary will make timely estimates and 
requisitions, approved by commanding officers, for sup- 
plies for the troops when in active service, or in camp, 
and forward them through military channels to the 
Quartermaster General. If any of the supplies can be 
obtained advantageously in the vicinity of the places 
where needed, the fact will be noted in detail on the 
requisition by the commissary. He should keep well 
informed where to obtain the necessary subsistence in 
case of emergency, and be rea/ly to supply the same on 
the shortest notice. The arrangements required for 
feeding troops transported by rail or otherwise should 
be studied and carried out. 

434. The commissary sergeant has immediate control 
of the commissary and its contents. He receives the 
stores and superintends the issues, keeping accounts of 
the same. He is a clerical assistant of the commissary, 
or of the officer acting as such. 
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435. The following books will be kept in the office of Quarter-

every quartermaster: 1. A cash book in which will be "*****"* 



entered according to appropriations all amounts received 
and disbursed, the date thereof, from w'hom received, or 
to whom paid, and on what account. 2. A book of let- 
ters received, including a record of indorsements. 3. A 
press copy book in which all correspondence pertaining 
to the office, including estimates of funds and requisi- 
tions for quartermasters' supplies, will be copied and 
indexed. 4. A press copy book of stores and property 
shipped, in which all bills of lading will be copied. 5. A 
book of stores and property received, kept as provided 
in the directions therewith. The required books will be 
supplied by the Quartermaster General. They will not 
be removed from the custody of the quartermaster except 
on his discontinuance from office.

Inspection. 438. The sphere of inquiry of inspecting officers in 
include. specific cases is defined and limited by the orders they 
receive; generally it includes every branch of military 
affairs; whether the military laws, regulations and 
orders are fully complied with; whether the officers are 
properly instructed and efficient; whether the number of 
men in the ranks at inspection corresponds with the 
returns, and how absentees are accounted for; as to the 
discipline, military bearing, and efficiency of the troops, 
their instruction in all military exercises and duties ; the 
nature and frequency of exercises and recitations in 
tactics; the rifle practice; the sufficiency, uniformity 
and fit of their clothing; and the state of their arms, 
equipments, and accoutrements of all kinds; and the 
inspecting officer may inquire into the condition of the 
funds and method of keeping the accounts.

Notice of 440. The Inspector General will give commanding* i 

officers timely notice of his orders and of the date when 
he desires to execute them. He will also make known 
to commanding and other officers ^vhose troops and 
affairs. he is directed to inspect, his orders and instruc- I

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tions, and these officers will see that every facility and 
assistance is afforded. 

441. The Inspector General will exercise the greatest care lu in- 
care that he does no injustice to organizations or indi- ^JIJ"^"**"'' 
viduals. When investigating accusations prejudicial to 

the character of an officer he will make known to the 
officer their nature and give him an opportunity to make 
his own statement in writing, which will be appended 
to the report. 

442. The Inspector General will within ten days after iuport« and 
any inspection concisely report the strength, efficiency, JI^J^"*"**' 
and armament of each command, the date of last inspec- 
tion, and all irregularities and defects, with such recom- 
mendations and suggestions as he deems pertinent. He 

will also report what remedies have been applied to cor- 
rect irregularities reported at former inspections. 

443. At all general inspections the inspecting officers condition, 
will critically observe and report on the members ***" ^^ "'*"' 
present, the condition of their arms and equipments, 

their discipline, their dress and appointments, their 
proficiency in tactical instruction, and the condition 
and character of armory. When inspections are made impeetion, 
at camps, the Inspector General will report also upon **"'*' 
the police of quarters, and knowledge of the duties of 
sentinel; the quality, condition and quantity of cloth- 
ing and other supplies, the condition of hospitals, and 
the care and attention bestowed upon patients, are all 
matters for ttie attention and report of the inspecting 
officer when required. Reports of camp inspections will 
be filed in the Adjutant General's office within ten days 
of the close of camp. When not in camp or on other con- R«eordt, etc., 
tinuous duty an inspecting officer will make a careful^*** '"***'^*' 
and complete examination of all company record books, 
files of orders and official letters, and make a full state- 
ment thereof in his report. 

444. Reports of inspections of troops, armories, prop- in«p«ction 
erty or accounts will be forwarded through or by the "p^*^"* 
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Inspector General to the Adjutant General. In case an 
inspection report shall show inefficiency, misconduct or 
intoxication on the part of any officer the matter shall 
at once be reported to the Commander-in-Chief by ttie 
A»»t. insp. Adjutant General. The Assistant Inspector General per- 
forms all the duties of Inspector General in the itbsen.ce 
of such officer.

445. The duties of the Judge Advocate are so inti- 
mately connected with the administration of justice as 
to require on the part of the officer filling such position 
intelligence, judicial discretion,* and firmness. Judge 
Advocates are required by diligent study to acquaint 
themselves with the principles of judicial procedure, the 
forms prescribed for the conduct of military trials and 
inquiries, and with the military laws, regulations and 
customs governing the service. 

446. The Judge Advocate, when detailed for duty 
with a court, is not a member of the court, and has no 
vote. He is especially assigned to the duty in the order 
organizing the court, and no other person than the one 
detailed in the order can act as such. A Judge Advocate 
may be relieved or replaced by the authority ordering 
the court, even in the midst of a case, but not ^vhen the 
proceedings have progressed to findings and sentence. 

447. The Judge Advocate will arrange the testimony 
and direct all prosecutions, presenting the evidence in 
succinct and connected manner. He will summon all 
the witnesses for the trial, both for the State and the 
accused, and make all necessary arrangements for the 
trial to proceed without delay. He is required to furnish 
the accused with a copy of the charges and specifications 
preferred against him, together with a copy of th$ 
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lOrder coDstituting and convening the court, to notify 
him of the time and place where the court will meet, 
furnish him a list of witnesses for the prosecution and 
obtain from him a list of witnesses for the defense. It 
is his duty when the accused has no counsel to protect 
him against error, or illegal action of the court. His 
object should be to see that the law is maintained, and 
that justice is done the accused. The Judge Advocate uw oiiicer 
is the law officer of the court. He will counsel it as to° ^" 
the form of its proceedings and the nature and limits 
of its authority. He may point out in an address in 
open court in what manner the evidence applies to the 
facts in issue. He is obliged to give an opinion on points opinion on 
of law and practice when required by the court, and *''' * 
where the action of the court is opposed to his opinion 
he may, if he desires, have such opinion entered on the 
record. He must on no account intimate his opinion as 
to the guilt or innocence of the accused, and has no right 
to attempt to influence the court in its decision when 
the court is closed. He is the medium of communication 
between the court and the authority appointing it. 

448. The Judge Advocate has the preparation, care Recordt of 
and disposition of the records, and the custody and safe '^^^' 
keeping of all papers connected with the trial. He may 
employ clerks or stenographers upon an order from the 
Adjutant General. The court decides what is to be on 
record, but the Judge Advocate is responsible that the 
record is made according to the form prescribed. The sentence, etc., 
Judge Advocate shall keep the proceedings and sentence secret.**** 
of the court secret until the same has been approved or 
disapproved, and he shall always keep secret the vote 
or opinion of any particular member unless required to 
give evidence thereof by a court of justice in due course 
of law. He transmits the proceedings, when completed 
and duly signed, to the authority that convened the 
court. The powers and duties of Judge Advocates in 
the Michigan National Guard shall be like, as near as 
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may be, those prescribed in U. S. Army Regulations and 
of Courts-Martial.

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact, »:nroiini«nt 
That whenever in conformity with the laws of this State, Ile^rdihg to 
an enrollment of all persons subject to military duty **»• 'J,"*^J'"* 
shall be ordered and made, it shall be the duty of all 
officials and persons charged with ttie making of such 
enrollment to separately enroll and designate in all 
such counties or districts as the Commander iu-Chief 
shall designate, all persons liable for military duty 
under the laws of this State* who shall be included in 
any of the following classifications, that is to say: 

First, All seafaring men of whatever calling or 
occupation ; 

Second, All persons engaged in navigation of the lakes, 
rivers or other waters of this State; 

Third, All persons engaged in the construction or man- 
agement of ships or crafts, or any part thereof, upon 
such waters; 

Fourth, All ship owners and their employes; 

Fifth, All yacht owners; 

Sixth, All members of yacht clubs and other organiza- 
tions forin«d for the pursuit of aquatic sports [or] and 
pastimes; and 

Seventh, All ex-officers and former enlisted men of the 
United States navy, which said separate enrollment and 
designation shall be made and returned in like manner 
as provided by law for the enrollment and return of the 
names of persons liable for military duty under the laws 
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of this State: Provided, hoicever, That all persons 
included within the fourth and sixth classifications 
above given and not included within any of the others of 
said classifications may, if they shall so elect, be included 
in the general enrollment of persons liable for military 
duty in the land forces of the militia, instead of in a 
separate enrollment and designation provided for by the 
terms of this act. 

Sec. 2. For making and returning sudi separate 
enrollment and designation, all officials and other per- 
sons charged therewith shall receive the same fees and

Sec. 11. The naval brij^ade shall be divided into bat- 
talions of not more than four nor less than two divisions 
each, as the Commander-in-Chief may from time to time 
order and direct, and shall be commanded by a captain, 
who shall be appointed and commissioned as soon as two 
battalions shall have been fully organized and equipped. 
There shall also be allowed to the brigade the following 
commissioned oflicers, viz.: One commander, who shall 
be chief executive officer of the brigade; one lieutenant 
commander, who shall be navigator and ordnance officer 
of the brigade, and a brigade staff, to consist of the fol- 
lowing officers, viz.: One paj^master, who shall be [the] 
chief mustering officer of the brigade; one surgeon, one 
chief engineer, one signal officer and two aides-de»carap. 
The paymaster, surgeon and chief engineer shall have the 
relative rank of lieutenant commander; the signal officer 
shall have the rank of lieutenant, junior grade, and the 
aides-de-camp shall have the rank of enf(igns. There 
shall also be allowed to the brigade staff such number of 
warrant officers, not exceeding six, and such number of . 
petty officers as the Commander-in-Chief may from time 
to time direct. 

Sec. 12. The brigade paymaster and his assistants 
shall perform the duties of the paymaster general of the 
State troops in so far as the naval militia are concerned . 
The Commander-in-Chief may appoint not more than two 
assistant paymasters, with relative rank not exceeding 
that of lieutenant, junior grade, who shall be subordinate 
to and under the orders of the brigade paymaster. 

Sec. 13. Until, however, the two battalions j-equired 
by the preceding section shall have been fully organized 
and equipped, the senior line officer of the brigade shall 
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command the same^ and the duties of the executive^ 
navigating and staff officers of the brigade shall be per- 
formed by the executive, navigating and staff officers of 
the battalion, if there be one battalicm equipped and 
organized, or by officers detailed for suc^ duties by the 
officer commanding. The brigade paymaster shall be Brig»d« pay- 
appointed and commissioned by the Commander-in-Chief •"*•*•' 
and may be appointed and commissioned as soon as this 
act shall take eifect. 

Sec. 14. £ach battalion of four divisions shall beBstuiton 
commanded by a commander and each battalion of less^'^*^"- 
than four divisions by a lieutenant commander. To each 
battalion there shall be allowed the fallowing additional 
commissioned officers, vi%.: One lieutenant comijai^nder, 
in the case of battalions of less than four divisions, one 
lieutenant, \^ho shall be the chief executive officer of the 
battalion, one lieutenant, who shall be the navigating 
and ordnance officer of the battalion, and a battalion 
staff to consist of one chaplain, one passed assistant 
surgeon, not more than two assistant surgeons, one 
passed assistant engineer, one assistant ^igineer for 
each division composing the battalion, and one signal 
officer. Chaplains, passed assistant surgeons and passed Bank of 
assistant engineers shall have the relative rank of ]ieu-*^'**P**'°'''^*®- 
tenant, assistant engineers and assistant surgeons shall 
have the relative rank of ensigns and signal officers of 
battalions shall have the rank of ensigns. There shall 
also be allowed to each battalion staff such number of 
petty officers as the Commander-in-Chief shall from time 
to time order and direct. 

Sec. 15. Each division shall consist of not less than Diviiion om- 
forty nor more than eighty petty officers, musicians and *'•" *'"* ™®"' 
seamen, and the following commissioned officers, viz.: 
One lieutenant, one lieutenant, junior grade, and not to 
exceed two ensigns. No division shall elect or be entitled 
to more than one ensign, unless by order and direction 
of the Commander-in-Chief. The number of petty officers 
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and musicians to each division shall be such as the C<mt- 
mander-in-Chief may from time to time order aad direct. 
B&nd. Sec. 16. In addition to chief buglers and battalion and 

division buglers, there shall be allowed to the brigade, as 
soon as two battalions shall have been fully equipped 
and established, a band of not to exceed twenty-four 
musicians, who shall be under the direct command and 
supervision of the officer commanding the brigade and 
shall be carried on the brigade muster rolls as attached 
to headquarters. 

Officcrs of Utie uaval brigade shall receive the 
m.^***^"***^ same pay and compensation while on actual service as is 
prescribed and allowed by law for officers of infantry of 
the State troops of the same relative rank. Warrant 
officers shall receive such pay while on actual service, 
not exceeding the pay allowed to ensigns tor similar 
services, as the Commander-in-Chief may from time to 
time direct and establish. Petty officers shall be entitled 
to the same pay and allowances while on actual service 
as is allowed and prescribed by law for noncommissionsd 
officers of infantry of the same rank. Seamen shall be 
entitled to the same pay and allowances as allowed and 
prescribed by law for privates of infantry. Musicians, 
other than brigade or battalion buglers, sThall receive the 
same pay and allowances as prescribed for seamen. 
p»y when in Sec. 18. Whcuevcr the naval brigade, or any part 
unlwd states, ^^creof shall be ordered into the service of the United 
States by the Conmiander-in-Chief upon requisition by 
the President, officers, warrant and petty officers, musi- 
cians and seamen, shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances during the time they are actually in such service 
as is allowed by law to officers, -warrant and petty 
officers and seamen in the United States navy of similar

Executive officers, navigating and ordnance c«rtoin 
officers, signal officers and aides-de-camp shall not be^f^"i^,^ 
deemed to be staff officers, but shall be line officers and as 
such entitled to assume command. Executive officers Pr«c«d«nc« of 
^hall have rank and precedence without regard to date "J!^*" ** 
of commission over all officers of the same grade, except 
the commanding officer of the brigade or battalion of 
which such officer is the executive officer. Navigating 
and ordnance officers shall have rank and precedence, 
without regard to date of commission, over all officers 
of the same grade, except executive officers. Acting 
executive and navigating and ordnance officers shall be 
entitled to the same rank and precedence while so acting 
as officers regularly appointed as such. 

Sec. 20. The executive officers, navigating and ord- certoin om- 
nance officer, signal officer and aides-de-camp of the^'^J^j^ 
brigade officers and officers of the brigade staff, except 
the paymaster, shall be appointed and commissioned by 
the Commander-in-Chief upon the recommendation of the 
officer commanding the brigade for a term of three years. 
The executive officer, navigating and ordnance officer and Term, 
signal officer of each battalion and officers of the bat- 
talion sta^ shall be appointed and commissioned by the 
Commander-in-Chief upon the recommendation of the 
officer commanding the battalion, for a term of l^ree 
years. But the Commander-in-Chief if he shall disap- Appointive 
prove of any person so recommended for appointment, J^^^^^'^,,. 
may decline to so appoint and commission him, and, in in-ci»i«f. 
case of such disapproval, or in case such person shall fail 
to pass the required examination, or in case the brigade 
or battalion commander shall fail to recommend any 
person for appointment to any of said offices within two 
weeks after a vacancy shall occur therein, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief may of his own motion appoint and 
commission sucfh person to any such office that he may 
deem proper. 
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Sec. 21. Executive officers, n&vigating and ordnance 
officers, signal officers and aides-de-camp and officers of 
the brigade and battalion staffs, commanding officers of 
battalions and officers of divisions shall continue to hold 
and exercise the duties of their respective offices after the 
expiration of their terms of office, unless promoted or 
appointed to another grade or office, until their succes- 
sors shall be duly commissioned and entitled to enter 
upon the exercise of their duties. 

Sec. 22. The captain commanding the brigade shall be 
appointed and commissioned, as soon as authorized by 
law, by the Commander-in-Chief for a term of three years, 
and shall hold such office until his successor is appointed 
and commissioned. The brigade paymaster shall be 
appointed and commissioned by the Commander-in<-Ohief 
for a term of three years. 

Sec. .23. Commanding officers of battalions shall be 
elected by vote of the commissioned officers of the divi- 
sions composing such battalion. Executive officers, 
navigating and ordnance officers, signal officers and staff 
officers shall not be entitled to vote at such election. At 
the first election for the commanding officer of any bat- 
talion, sudi commanding officer shall be elected for a 
period of one year and at all subsequent elections for a 
period of three years. Such elections shall be by ballot 
and the senior officer of the battalion shall preside 
thereat. At least two weeks before the expiration of the 
terra of office of any battalion commandant, or in case of 
a vacancy in the office of battalion commander by reason 
of death, promotion, resignation, dismissal or otherwise, 
it shall be the duty of the Adjutant General to issue an 
order convening the officers entitled to vote for a suc- 
cessor to such battalion commander at a time and place 
stated in such order, to elect a successor. At least five 
days' previous notice shall be jxiven to each officer so 
entitled to vote at such election. The result of such 
election shall be transmitted by the officer presiding at 
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such election through the officer commanding the brigade 
to the Adjutant General for submission to and approval 
bv the Commander-in-Chief. The Commander-in-Chief, if unfit 
he shall believe such person so elected to be an unfit"***"***"* 
person to hold such office, may disapprove of the result 
of such election, and thereupon it shall be the duty of 
the Adjutant General, and also in case the person so 
elected shall fail to pass a satisfactory examination, to 
notify the officers entitled to vote as aforesaid of such 
fact and to order another election. 

Sec. 24. No person who shall be elected or recom- Failure to 
mended for appointment to any office, and who shall J^'jaJ^'^ 
fail to pass the required examination, or whose election 
or appointment shall be disapproved [of] by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, shall be eligible for election or appoint- 
ment to such office for at least one year thereafter. 

Sec. 25. Commissioned officers of divisions shall beKiectiemof 
elected by the members of each division in good standing omc'ra.' 
in the same manner as is prescribed by law for the elec- 
tion of commissioned officers of companies of infantry. 
Such election shall be by ballot and the oflScer command- 
ing the division shall preside thereat. The Commander- Time of 
in-Chief may fix the time of holding elections of officers*'**^'**"* 
of divisions, which time shall be uniform for all divisions 
in the brigade, and may prescribe rules and regulations 
for the conduct and government of such elections as he 
may deem best, not inconsistent with the laws of the 
State. Such elections shall be held in the month of 
January. At the first regular election of commissioned 
officers of each division they shall be elected for a period 
of one year and at all succeeding elections for a period 
of three years. In case of vacancy in any of the com- v»cw»c7. 
missioned offices of any division, the Commander-in-Chief fljj'^^^p. 
may appoint such person as he may deem best to fill such po">*«»en*- 
vacancy, should the unexpired portion of such term be 
less than one year, and, in case such unexpired portion 
shall be one year or more, he shall then order a special

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election to fill such vacancy for the unexpired portion 
of such term. 

Sec. 26. All persons elected or appointed to any com- 
missioned ofiice, with the exception of the captain com- 
manding the brigade^ the brigade paymaster, assistant 
paymasters, medical officers and chaplains, shall, before 
any commission be issued to them, be required to pass a 
satisfactory examination as to their fitness and capacity 
for such office. But no person re-elected or re-appointed 
to any such office shall be required to pass such exam- 
ination upon such re-election or re-appointment, unless 
the Commander-in-Chief shall so order and direct. The 
Commander-in-Chief may, if he shall deem best, order any 
officer of the medical staff, brigade paymaster, before 
an examining board for examination as to his fitness and 
capacity to hold such office. 

Sec. 27. The Commander-in-Chief shall have power to 
establish by rule and regulation the character of exam- 
inations required of persons recommended for appoint- 
ment or elected to office in the naval brigade and to 
appoint examining boards for the purpose of holding and 
conducting such examinations. Such boards may be 
general for the purpose of examining all persons elected 
or recommended for appointment to any grade or office, 
or may be special for the examination of particular per- 
sons as the Commander-in-Chief may direct. Such boards 
may be composed in whole or in part of officers of the 
United States naval service. It shall be the duty of the 
Adjutant General to notify all persons elected or recom- 
mended for appointment to any commissioned office and 
subject to examination to appear before the proper exam- 
ining board for examination at such time as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief may direct. 

Sec. 28. The captain commanding the brigade may 
prescribe such examinations for promotion or appoint- 
ment to any warrant or petty office on the brigade staff 
as he may deem proper and may detail officers to conduct 
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Buch examinations. Officers comBUUiding battalions 
shall have the same power with regard to 'petty officers 
of the battalion staff and petty officers of divisions. 

Sec. 29. The Commander-in-Chief shall have power to commwider. 
assign any officer, warrant or petty officer, or seaman of '^^f^**J^J 
the United States navy detailed for or assigned to duty 
with the naval brigade as instructor or otherwise, to such 
duties as he may deem proper and suitable^ and shall 
have power to confer upon any such officer, warrant or 
petty officer, or seaman, such rank in the naval service 
of the State during such detail or assignment as he may 
deem best. 

Sec. 30. The Inspector General of the State troops impMUou of 
shall not be required to inspect the naval brigade or the '*'**** 
arms, clothing, equipment or military or naval stores 
thereof, unless ordered so to do by the Commander-in- 
Chief. The officer commanding the naval brigade shall 
be required to inspect the brigade and the different bat- 
talions and divisions thereof, and the arms, clothing, 
equipment and military and naval stores, in f^he same 
manner and to report thereon as is required by law of 
the Inspector General of the land forces of the State 
troops. 

Sec. 31. In addition to such periodical drill and in«4ructiou 
instructions as may be required by the Commander-in- '"** **''"• 
Chief the naval brigade or any part thereof may be 
ordered into service by the Commander-in-Chief for 
instruction and drill for a period not exceeding two 
weeks in any one year, and such instruction and drill 
may be required and carried on either within or without 
the limits of the State, and either on shore or afloat, as 
the Commander-in-Chief may direct. The annual instruc- 
tion and drill prescribed by this section and the peri- 
odical instructions and drill prescribed and directed by 
the Commander-in-Chief shall be in lieu of all other 
similar service, instruction and drill required or pre- 
scribed by law for them as members of the State troops. 
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Sec. 32. Battalions and divisions of the naval brigade 
may become incorporated in like manner as prescribed by 
law for the incorporation of regiments or companies of 
the land forces of the State troops, and all provisions of 
law relating to such incorporation or the consolidation 
of existing incorporations, or the powers and duties of 
corporate bodies formed under such laws, shall apply 
equally to battalions or divisions of the naval brigade. 

Sec. 33. Divisions of the State naval brigade shall be 
allowed the same number of honorary or contributing 
members as is allowed by law to companies of infantry, 
and such honorary or contributing members shall be 
entitled to the same rights and privileges as honorary 
or contributing members of companies of infantry. 

Sec. 34. The Commander-in-Chief shall have power to 
prescribe the uniform and equipment and the system of 
drill and discipline of the naval brigade, which shall gen- 
erally conform, in so far as is practicable, to that of the 
United States navy. He shall have power to prescribe 
and establish insignia of rank, watch and rating marks 
and marks of distinguished or honorable service. He 
shall have power to prescribe the colors, flags, ensigns 
and pennants to be carried or flown by the naval brigade 
and by officers thereof, and to establish and prescribe 
such codes of signals or communication as he may deem 
best. He shall also have power to establish and pre- 
scribe rules and regulations upon all matters pertaining 
to the naval militia of the State not herein determined 
upon or contrary to the express provisions of this act 
or of the other laws of this State. Such rules and regu- 
lations as may be issued and published separately from 
the rules and regulations affecting only the land or 
military forces of the State troops. 

Skc. 35. The powers and duties of the State Military 
Board as now established bv law in regard to the land 
forces of the State militia shall apply equally and extend 



LA.WS -MICHIGAN NAVAL BEtlGADK.

For the purpose of Fund* for 
providing the funds necessary for organizing, maintain- j^*^* maintain- 
ing and equipping the forces of the State naval brigade, '"^■..'T[ 
by law authorized and established, it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor General at the time of apportioning the 
State taxes, to apportion among the several counties of 
the State each year, in proportion to the whole amount 
of real and pei:8onal property therein, as equalized by 
the State Board of Equalization, a sum equal to one- aimouhi.

ARTICLE I. 



ORGANIZATION AND DISCIPLINE. 

1. The Michigan State Naval Brigade constitutes the cumpMitton 
naval force of the Michigan National Guard. It is gov- '".*I,J^**™" 
erned by the acts hereinbefore published and the amend- 
ments thereto that may from time to time be made; by 

the acts governing the Michigan National Guard where 
they do not conflict with the above, by these regulations, 
and by the laws, regulations and customs of the United 
States navy when not in conflict with any of the above. 
Its discipline and etiquette shall conform to those pre- Discipline 
scribed or enforced in the United States navy except *"** «*'*!"•* 
that its courts, their appointments and their findings 
shall be governed by the laws of this State. The cus- 
toms not prescribed by law, but enforced by . the 
United States navy, shall be followed by the Michigan 
State Naval Brigade. 

2. As a part of the National Guard the forces of the Liability for 
Naval Brigade are liable to be called upon to aid in the**"**' 
prevention or repression of invasion, treason, insur- 
rection, riot and disorder, and generally to aid in the 

31 
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enforcement of the laws of the Stkte and of the United 
States, and such duties may be required of them either 
as naval or land forces, or both. Hence the organization 
partakes of a military and of a naval character and it 
is essential that the forces of the brigade be so drilled, 
equipped and instructed that they may be of service 
in either capacity as occasion may require. In the 
interpretation and application of the laws and regula- 
tions governing the National Guard, when applied to the 
forces of the Naval Brigade, due regard must be had 
to the nature of the organization. 

3. For the purpose of administration the forces of 
the brigade are divided by law into battalions and 
divisions. But, for the purpose of instruction, issue of 
clothing and small stores, care and issue of national 
property and supplies, and in order to promote the 
general efficiency of the brigade as a naval force, each 
battalion thereof shall be organized as a ship's com- 
pany in accordance with the regulations and customs of 
the United States navy. Should one or more of the 
divisions of any battalion be stationed away from the 
battalion headquarters then it shall be treated as a 
part of the ship's company on detached service and 
shall be so organized. 

4. All officers of the brigade are required to carefully 
study the regulations for the government of the United 
States navy for such instructions in matters of dis- 
cipline or customs of the service as are not contained 
in this volume. When in doubt as to matters pertain- 
ing to the State the laws and regulations provided for 
the infantry arm of the National Guard must be care- 
fully examined. In this connection attention is called 
to Hules 3, 4, and 5 of the regulations governing the 
infantry arm of the National Guard.

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ARTICLE II. 

BANK, COMMAND AND DUTY. 

6. Af> officers of the Michigan State Naval Brigade, oath for 
before entering" u^on their duties, shall take and sub-" 
scribe the constitutional oath of office.- (See Constitu- 
tional Provisions.) They sh^U be known as officers of 
the line and officers of the staff. 

6. Officers of the line are as follows^^and they shall Lin« otActn. 
take rank and exercise military command ia^the order 
mentioned: Captain, commander, lieutenant com- 
mander, lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), ensigiK 

7. Officers of the line only can exercise military com- s«moi-un« 
mand. At all times and places, not specifically provided ^^[.II*^. 
for in these regulations, where the exercise of military 
authority for the purpose of co-operation or otherwise 

is necessary, of which the responsible officer must be the 
judge, the senior line officer on the spot shall assume 
command and direct the movements and efforts of all 
persons in tlie naval militia present. The senior line 
officer shall be held accountable for the exercise of his 
authority, but must not divert any officer from a duty 
confided to him by a common superior or deprive him of 
his command or duty without good and sufficient reason. 

8. The officers of the staff are as follows: Medical suit ome«rs. 
officers, pay officers, engineer officers, and chaplains. The Reutive rank, 
relative rank of officers of the staff in the State Naval 
Brigade shall be the same as that established in the 
United States naval regulations: Provided, that the 
relative rank of officers of the engineer corps shall be the 

same as that in force in the United States navy prior to 
the time that corps was abolished. 

9. The precedence of officers of the staff in their precedence of 
several corps, and in their several grades, and with° 
officers of the line with whom they hold relative rank, 
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in processions on shore, or courts-martial, summary 
courts, courts of inquiry, boards of survey, and all other 
boards, shall be regulated by the precedence list as 
established in the United States navy. 

10. Officers of the staff shall, under the commanding 
officer, have all necessary authority within their particu- 
lar departments for the performance of their respective 
duties and they shall be obeyed accordingly. They shall 
not by virtue of relative rank and precedence have any 
additional right to quarters; nor shall they have author- 
ity to exercise military command; nor shall they take 
precedence of their commanding officer; nor shall they 
take precedence of the aid or executive of the command- 
ing officer while executing the orders of such com- 
manding officer on board of the vessel or at the station 
to which they are attached; nor shall they be exempt 
from obeying the lawful commands of the officers of 
the line who may be charged by proper authority with 
the details of military duty incident to the naval service. 

11. Commissions shall only give rank in the Michigan 
State Naval Brigade, and shall be forwarded through 
the commanding officer of the brigade by the Adjutant 
General. Upon receipt of such commission the com- 
manding officer shall forward the same, through proper 
channels, to the officer designated, accompanied by an 

AssiKiini*nt to ordcr assigning him to duty, a copy of which order shall, 
at the same tim6, be forwarded to the Adjutant Greh- 
eral. Such order may be revoked and the officer re-as- 
signed to duty at the pleasure of the commanding officer 
of the brigade.

HONORS AND DISTINCTIONS.

12. The honors and distinctions to be observed by the 
Michigan State Naval Brigade when visited by the Presi- 
dent, Vice President, ex-president or sovereign of a

foreign state, members of royal families, civil officers 
of the general or state governments, members of the 
diplomatic corps and naval and military officers, shall 
be the same as. are prescribed for the United States 
navy under the same or like circumstances, except as 
follows: The Governor of this Statie shall receive a Governor of 
salute of nineteen guns on coming on boatd ally ship of **'«'»'«»"• 
the naval forces of this State and the yards or rail 
shall be manned. He shall not receive a salute when 
leaving; and Governors of states other than Michigan 
shall receive the honors on boarding a ship of this State, 
wherever located, which they are entitled to receive 
from a ship of the United States navy in the waters of 
their respective states. 

13. The officer of the deck will attend at the gangway Gangway 
on the arrival or departure of any commissioned officer ****"*'*'*' 
or distinguished visitor. 

14, On the occasion of the official reception or de- piping the 
parture of a civil, diplomatic or consular official, or " ** 
any commissioned officer of the United States navy or 
army, or of the militia forces of any state, the side 

shall be piped. The side shall not be piped for shore 
boats, but officers in them, if in uniform, may be so 
saluted on reaching or leaving the deck. Piping the 
side for officers may be dispensed with, without distinc- 
tion of rank or grade, on board of a ship to which they 
are attached, by order of the commanding officer, 
except when side arms are worn. The side shall be 
attended as follows: For officials saluted with fifteen 
or more guns, eight; for officials saluted with eleven 
or thirteen guns, six; for other officers of and above the 
relative rank of commander or lieutenant commander 
in command, and for officials entitled to corresponding 
honors, four; for other commissioned officers and 
officials entitled to corresponding honors, two. All sid* honon; 
honors except such as social courtesy may demand shall J^nwd with. 
be dispensed with at the reception and departure of all 
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officers under the following circumstances: When they 
are in plain clothes; when the departure or reception 
takes place after sunset and before 8 a. m.; during the 
meal hours of the crew for officers of .the United States 
navy or State naval brigade. Between 8 a. m. and sun- 
set the sentries at the gangways shall salute all officers 
in uniform when going or coming over the side. All 
sentries on the upper deck or in view from outside shall 
salute all commissioned officers passing them close 
aboard in boats or otherwise. 

15. The starboard gangway will be used by all com- 
missioned officers and their visitors; the port gangway 
will be used by all other persons. If the construction of 
the ship or other circumstances make a change in this 
rule expedient, the change may be made in the discre- 
tion of the commanding officer. £very officer or man 
upon reaching the quarter deck or upon leaving it to go 
over the side shall salute the national ensign. This 
salute shall be returned by the officers of the watch at 
hand. 

16. Any officer or man in uniform, when meeting, 
passing or addressing, either ashore or afloat, his com* 
manding officer, or an officer his senior in actual or rela- 
tive rank, whether in uniform or not, shall salute him. 
An officer saluted shall return the salute. When several 
officers are together in uniform the senior only shall 
return the salute. Personal salutes and other marks of 
respect due their rank shall always be extended to 
officers of the navy, army, marine corps, Michigan 
National Guard, and the militia of other states, 

17. The salute for all officers and men shall be that 
prescribed in tlie United States Navy Infantry and 
Artillery Drill Regulations. When no head covering is 
worn the salute shall consist in standing at attention 
facing the officer saluted. 
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18. When any member of the crew is seated and notsaiutm 
at work he shall rise upon the approach of an oflScer ''^'***'***^' 
and salute him. If the officer remains in the vicinity 

some time the salute need not be repeated. Men actually 
engaged in work are not required to cease working and 
salute ui>on the approach of an officer unless addressed 
by him. 

19. Tlie side shall be sufficiently lighted to enable ughiH at 
officers to go on board or take their departure without '^*"*'*'^* 
inconvenience. After tattoo all lights but one, except in 

the case of the reception or departure of a foreign 
officer, may be dispensed with. 

20. Except when there is a special countersign, boats Answering 
shall vary their answer to a ship's hail according fo****^'^' 
the senior officer who may be in the boat, as follows: 
Commanding officer — Name of ship under his command; 
other commissioned officers — "Aye, aye;" other officers — 

"No, no;" petty officers, enlisted men and marines — 
"Hello." Boats not intending to go alongside will 
answer "passing." 

21. When meeting or passing the boat of a flag s^iutet when 
officer or commodore with flag or broad pennant flying '" *****•• 
boats flying narrow pennants shall salute by laying on 

oars; all other boats shall salute by tossing or trailing 
oars. Any officer in a boat meeting or passing his 
captain with pennant flying, shall salute him by laying 
on oars; when the captain is not flying his pennant shall 
salute with hand. Other captains, senior in rank, shall 
be saluted in same manner. Every officer when meeting 
^ passing a boat containing an officer his senior, in 
cases not herein provided for, whether in uniform or not, 
shall salute. The senior officer, only, in the boat 
saluted shall return the salute. A coxswain in charge 
of a boat meeting or passing officers in other boats, or 
when steering a boat extending or returning a salute, 
shall stand and salute. Boat keepers and all other 
men in boats not under way and not containing an 
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officer, shall stand and salute when an officer goes 
alongside, leaves the side, or passes near them, and they 
shall remain standing until the boat passes or reaches 
the ship's side ; this shall not apply to men working on 
the ship's side. In boats under sail, or engaged in 
towing or heavily laden, the salute with the hand only 
will be given. At landings and gangways juniors shall 
give way to seniors, and at all times juniors shall show 
deference to seniors by abstaining from crossing the 
bows of their boats, crowding them, or ignoring their 
presence. 

22. Cheers shall not be given as a compliment to any 
officer. 

23. Officers in verbal official communications shall 
be addressed solely by their titles as given in their com- 
missions; those below the rank of commander in the 
line, and all officers of the staff, may be addressed by 
their title, or as Mr. or Dr., as the case may be. 

24. Ships of the Xaval Brigade shall be dressed as 
follows: The topgallant across and everything in order 
above the rail; a national ensign at the peak and at 
the main masthead; naval militia distinguishing flag 
at the fore ; Hag of the State of Michigan at the mizzen ; 
the Union Jack displayed forward; and lines of signal 
and other flags and pennants, not national, extending 
from the water to the jibboom end, thence to the fore- 
topgallant masthead, to the main, to the mizzen, to the 
peak, to the spanker-boom end, and to the water. There 
shall be no ensign displayed at a masthead where the 
flag or pennant of a flag officer, commodore or senior 
oifficer is flying. In ships having less than three nuists 
the disposition of decorations shall be as nearly in accord 
with the foregoing as possible. 
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ARTICLE IV. 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR OFFICERS IN GENERAL. 

25. Every officer shall make himself acquainted with, obMrvance of 
observe, obey, and so far as his authority extends enforce Jjj*",' 7u:! 
the regulations for the government of the State naval 

forces and all orders and circulars emanating from the 
military department of Michigan. In the absence of 
instructions officers will conform to the usages and 
customs of the naval service. 

26. Officers shall promptly acknowledge the receipt Acknowi- 
of all orders, and immediately after carrying out the ^"*"* "*' 
same communicate the fact and the date of so doing to 

the issuing authority through proper channels. 

27. Combinations of officers for the purpose of in- oAcen not 
fluencing legislation, remonstrating against orders, or,^!°*Xr 
complaining of details of duty, are forbidden ; and no per- 
son shall delay obedience to an order for the purpose of 
making remonstrance Or complaint, but shall first obey 

the order, and afterwards, if he desires, make the 
remonstrance or complaint. No officer shall use laH- Ddretpectfui 
guage which may tend to diminish the confidence in or^'"*"***' 
respect due to a superior in command ; and it is the duty 
of every officer who hears such language to endeavor 
to check it and to report the same immediately to the 
superior. 

28. An officer shall not, without authority from his officer vhaii 
captain or superior, absent himself from his duty or IlJ*m*e'f*°* 
exchange duty with another. 

29. It is the duty of all officers to restrain those cwii uw ; 
under their control from violations of the civil law and "''***^ 

to aid in bringing the guilty to justice. When a civil civii officer, 
officer charged with the execution of a process shall 
present himself he will, on making known his character 
32 
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and business to the satisfaction of the commandinji^ 

officer, be permitted to exercise his office. 

Duty to con- 30. Evcry officer in charge of a department has the 

commandinir general right, at all proper times, to communicate and 

o"^"^ confer directly with the responsible commanding officer 

concerning any matter relating to his department; and 

his duty to do so is absolute whenever he thinks it 

necessary for the good of his department or of the 

service. 
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THE COMMANDER. 

31. Under the law but one battalion of the Michi- 
gan State Naval Brigade has been organized. Its head- 
quarters are the U. S. S. Yantic, stationed at Detroit. 
It consists of four divisions, and, subject to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, is officered by a commander, a lieu- 
tenant commander as chief executive officer, a lieutenant 
as navigator and ordnance officer, an ensign as signal 
officer and aide, a passed assistant surgeon, two assistant 
surgeons, a passed assistant engineer, four assistant engi- 
neers, (being one for each division), but it is not re- 
quired that all the vacancies be filled. 

32. The general duties of the commander with refer- 
ence to the existing force are the same, so far as appli- 
cable to the different conditions of service, as those laid 
down in the United States Naval Regulations for captain. 
He is the ranking officer of the force and as such respon- 
sible for its general discipline and efficiency. He is a 
member of the State Military Board. 

33. In case the naval forces of the militia be ordered 
into the field or afloat upon actual service the senior 
officer of the forces present shall command the same, 
and whenever operating or acting in conjunction with 
the land forces of the militia the senior officer present 
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according to relative rank, of either force, shall com- 
mand the whole, unless otherwise iqMoiaUy ordered or 
directed by the Commander-in-Chief or other competent 
authority. 

34. The organization of the ship's company shall be orguiisation, 
governed by naval laws, regulations, and orders fronienll^* 
superior authority. All rules and routine orders of 

the commander shall be in accordance with the same. 

35. The commander shall issue all general orders ordan, 
relative to the brigade through the executive officer, ecuthSL' " 
and in other respects keep him informed of his own ***"*'• 
methods of performing duty in order that in his absence 

this officer may exercise command intelligently and iu 
accordance with his wishes. 

36. When ordered into service on a cruise for drill bui**. for 
and instructions he shall cause to be prepared for each 
member of the crew a billet which shall at least assign 

to him his rating, watch number, part of the ship, mess, 
boat, and station at quarters and fire quarters, and for 
abandoning ship. These billets shall be given out before 
the ship sails. He shall, as soon as possible, cause biUs. watch, 
complete watch, quarter, station, fire and boat bills to be eujT**'' "' 
made out, framed and hung up in some conspicuous 
position. These must be kept complete, .correct and 
accessible at all times during the cruise. The boat bill 
must contain full directions for abandoning ship, 
including arrangements for providing the necessary 
supplies of food. The fire bill must contain full direc- 
tions for extinguishing a fire during quarters when the 
regular alarm is not given. 

37. The daily routine, daily conduct reports, all information 

1. ix* J A* 1 •■j.i- published to 

police regulations and routine orders concerning the crew. 
ship's company shall also be kept hung up in a conspicu- 
ous position. Other information interesting to the crcAV 
and proper for them to knoAv should be published from 
time to time. 
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38. The commander shall superintend all important 
evolutions, exercises and inspections. He shall care- 
fully follow the directions laid down in the ordnance 
instructions of the United States navy with respect to 
all matters treated therein, unless inconsistent with 
these regulations or other later orders, and he shall also 
carefully follow the provisions of Rules 437 to 444, 
inclusive, regulations governing the infantry arm, in 
making inspections. 

39. Unless urgent duties prevent or the weather 
renders it impossible he shall, while on a cruise, have one 
general exercise each day and require each division to 
be drilled at least once a day, except on Saturday and 
Sunday. In bad weather oral instruction under cover 
shall be substituted for open air drills. 

40. He shall require at least one weekly drill for 
thirty weeks in each year in infantry evolutions, gun 
exercise, or such other exei'cise or drill as he may pre- 
scribe in orders, by the entire ship's company or by 
detachments thereof in addition to the parades or drills 
which may be prescribed by law or those required on 
stated days in Rule 205 regulations National Guard, 
infantry arm. 

41. He shall cause special instruction and exercise 
to be given to all men under his command who evince 
marked inclination or aptitude for any particular branch 
of their profession. Every incentive shall be given to 
develop and maintain the professional qualifications of 
svich men, and opportunities shall be afforded them for 
improvement in that branch for which they are best 
fitted. 

42." So far as the same can be made applicable to the 
force under his command he shall comply with and carry 
out the instructions concerning drills and exercises con- 
tained in Paragraph 272 of regulations for the govern- 
ment of the United States navy. 
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43. He shall use all proper means to preserve theuMithof 
health of the crew, and from time to time consult with*""*'' 
the senior medical officer in regard to sanitary meas- 
ures to be adopted for that end. 

44. He shall, so far as in his power, keep the ship cieaniinMB. 
thoroughly clean throughout, well ventilated, dry, at a 
comfortable temperature, and well supplied with light. 

He shall require the men to wash daily. Bath and wash 
rooms shall be supplied with hot and cold water and 
kept open during the evening. Every effort shall be 
made to encourage cleanly personal habits. At morning 
inspection division officers shall carefully observe 
whether these rules have been followed and should it 
be necessary any man may be punished for their 
infraction. 

45. The commander shall designate the parts of ship smoking, 
where smoking is allowed for officers and crew, and if 
possible provide places where all may be comfortable. 

The crew shall be permitted to smoke from "all hands" 
to "turn to," during meal hours, and from the time 
hammocks are down to tattoo. The crew may also be 
permitted to smoke at other times, such as during holi- 
days, on Saturday and Sunday afternoons, and for a 
limited period during night watches; but these are 
privileges which may be withheld and should be if they 
lead to soiling the ship or to other abuses. 

46. When on a cruise for drill and inatruction he Quarter* for 
shall have quarters for inspection daily at 9 : 30 a. m., or '"•p®<^'**"- 
earlier, except on Saturday, and an evening muster at 
quarters daily, except Sunday in port, at about sunset, 
unless the weather or some urgent necessity prevents. 
Quarters may be had on Saturdays and Sundays as on 

other days and at other times if necessary. Officers of 
divisions shall, at quarters, inspect the dress and per- 
sonal appearance of the men of the division. They 
shall ascertain if all are present or accounted for, and 
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attend to sueh other duties as the routine of the ship^ 
may require. Every officer and man of the ship shall be 
assigned to a division so that the commander may know 
at once of his presence or absence by the report at 
quarters. 

47. In port during the night, except in cases of emer- 
gency, the regular watch officer only shall have charge of 
the deck. The commander shall regulate the manner of 
keeping watch both in port and at sea, having a due 
regard for the duties of the ship and the comfort of the 
officers. 

48. When on a cruise for drill and instruction he 
shall immediately, before leaving and as soon as prac- 
ticable after entering port, require the navigator t^ 
ascertain the draft of the ship forward, amidships and 
aft, and enter it in the log. 

49. He shall always when under way, and if neces- 
sary when at anchor, have a lookout stationed aloft 
during the day. At night he shall have as many look- 
outs stationed as are necessary. He shall require them 
to be proficient in their duties as lookouts. 

RuQiiinK and 50. He shall take special care that the lights required 
anchor iighu. ^y j^^ ^^ prcvcnt colHsious at sea and in port are kept in 
order and burning during the night, unless it is necessary 
to extinguish them for war purposes, or while exercising 
as though engaged in war. He shall require that there 
shall be kept at hand, convenient for use, means for 
relighting or replacing any such lights as may be extin- 
guished. 

51. He shall observe every precaution required by law 
to prevent collisions and other accidents. 

52. Unless in company of a senior or under orders 
of an officer of the United States navy he is responsible 
for the course steered, and he is always responsible for 
the safe conduct of the ship. 
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53. He shall enter in the .night order book each Night order 
evening, for the information of the officer of the deck, ^^^' 
the course and any necessary special precautions con- 
cerning the speed and navigation of the ship. He shall Piloting, 
pilot the ship under his command under all ordinary 
circumstances, but may employ a pilot at his discretion. 

54. On any of the Great Lakes or connecting waters Anchor* 
thereof he shall have the cables bent and the anchors "*^^ 
ready for letting go. 

55. When at sea and on soundings he shall have casts Sounding* to 
of the lead taken frequently in order to verify the posi- 
tion. When going into or out of port or approaching an 
anchorage, shoals or rocks, with or without a pilot on 

board, he shall keep the hand leads going, and if neces- 
sary in order to obtain correct soundings reduce the 
speed. 

56. He shall select a safe place to anchor. After po«ition of 
anchoring he shall have such bearings and angles taken '**'*'' 
and entered in the log as will enable the exact position 

of the ship to be located on the chart. He shall, if the 
ship is anchored in a place not surveyed, and if practi- 
cable, have the depth of water and character of the 
bottom examined for at least three cable's lengths 
around the ship. The result shall be entered in the 
log. 

57. He shall keep himself informed of the error of the cumpMse*. 
standard and binnacle compasses. He shall file on board 

the U. S. S. Yantic a report of the result every time the 
local deviation is obtained. He shall carefully follow 
the instructions issued from time to time concerning 
the management of compasses. 

58. He shall report to the Hydrographic Office U. S. Hydrographtc 
Navy all important hydrographic or other information 

he may acquire concerning the navigation of ships. He 
shall carefully preserve and record all information he 
may receive or be able to procure concerning the safe 
navigation of the ship. 
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59. He shall require the sailing directions, light and 
beacon lists, hydrographic notices, notices to mariners, 
and charts of the ship to be compared and corrected in 
the best and most available manner before each tour of 
duty, and any differences shall be noted. 

60. He shall, when there is any doubt about the safe 
navigation of routes he proposes to take, or ports he 
intends to visit, make every effort to obtain from any 
reliable source, foreign or otherwise, all possible infor- 
mation that will aid him. 

61. He will be responsible for the economical admin- 
istration of his command. He shall carefully scrutinize 
all requisitions, take into consideration the degree of 
necessity for obtaining whatever is required and the 
expenditure involved, and then only approve them when 
he considers it for the best interests of the service to do 
so. He shall not approve requisitions for articles, in 
excess of allowance either in kind or quantity, except 
in cases of emergency or necessity. All material of 
every name and nature for the use of the Naval Brigade 
will be furnished by the Quartermaster General only 
upon proper requisition duly approved by the command- 
ing officer. Bills will not be audited by the State 
Military Board for expenses not authorized by the mili- 
tary department. 

62. He shall, if possible, investigate in person all 
offenses. The investigation shall not be delegated to any 
other officer unless in case of illness or absence from the 
ship. 

63. He shall, under reasonable restrictions as to 
time and place, receive and consider any request, report 
or statement that any member of the crew may desire 
to make. He shall prescribe the means by which the 
members of the crew shall make known to him their 
desire to prefer a request or to make a report or state- 
ment to him. Members of the crew who make frivolous. 
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vexatious or false reports or statements, knowing them 
to be such, may be punished. 

64. He shall cause, all possible instructions to be instruction 
given in steering, heaving the lead, knotting and splicing, 

the use of the palm and needle, sailing and pulling in 
boats, exercise aloft, and generally in all the duties of 
seamen. 

65. He shall require all officers of his command to instruction 
embrace every opportunity to improve themselves in «' <***'•'*• 
their profession and to increase their knowledge of it. 

He shall at suitable occasions at sea during daylight, 
and in port, direct the line officers junior to the watch 
officers to take charge of the deck for purposes of 
instruction, and to perform the duty of officer of the 
deck under the direction and subject to the orders of 
the watch officer on duty, who shall be responsible and 
who shall sign the log. He shall give line officers oppor- 
tunities to gain experience in maneuvering the ship, and 
shall for this purpose, when suitable occasions occur, lay 
out targets or anchor buoys to represent an object to be 
rammed, blown up, avoided or approached. He shall 
require all line officers elected for the purpose to acquire 
a thorough knowledge of the steam machinery and boilers 
of the ship, and to become proficient in their care, man- 
agement and preservation. To this end he shall direct 
them to stand watch in the engine or fire rooms in a 
manner best adapted to accomplish the desired purpose, 
having due regard for the duties of the ship. He shall 
require all line officers to become skilled in practical 
navigation, and shall direct them to perform such duties 
in connection with the navigation of the ship as may be 
necessary to accomplish this end. 
33 
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THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER. 
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66. The efficiency of every military organization re- 
quires of the commanding authority, besides the general 
duties of command and direction, the additional duties 
of organization, police, and inspection; all these apper- 
tain to and go with the command. For the relief of the 
commanding officer they are usually intrusted in their 
details to subordinates, but they are performed by his 
authority and under his direction. The officer so desig- 
nated is called, for the time being, the aide or executive 
of the commanding officer. This is not a new rank; nor 
has the officer by virtue of the title, or in consequence 
of the detail, any new independent authority. It is 
merely a designation of the officer who, for the relief of 
the commander and by his authority alone, carries out 
the details of organization, inspection, and police. 

67. Reports of heads, of departments and of officers 
senior in rank to the executive will be made direct to the 
commanding officer. The commanding officer is author- 
ized to grant temporary leave of absence to the officers 
and others attached to the vessel; under his orders and 
special directions such leave of absence may be granted 
by the executive to officers who are junior to him in 
rank; these officers will report their return from leave 
to the aide or executive. Officers senior in rank to the 
executive desiring to leave the ship will obtain the re- 
quired permission directly from the commanding officer^ 
and upon their return from leave will report the same to 
him. All officers will report their permission to leave 
the ship, and their return, to the officer of the deck. The 
departure and* return of officers senior to the executive 
will be reported to the latter by the officer of the deck. 
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68. The executive is next in rank to the commanding beeativ* 
officer and as such succeeds to command during hie dis-X""*" 
ability. If detached, absent, disabled, placed in arrest, 

or suspended from duty, his duties shall devolve upon the 

line officer next in rank below him. His orders shall beAothonty. 

considered as proceeding from the commander, and the 

details of duty hereinafter laid down shall be regarded 

as in execution of the commanding officer's orders. While 

executing such orders he takes precedence over all other 

officers. 

69. The executive officer, when on board ship, shall Duties and 
regard himself as always on duty. He shall receive all^^° 
orders relating to the general duties of the ship from 

the commanding officer, and shall transmit them to other 
officers as may be necessary. He is responsible for their 
execution. He shall carry out all details of duty in con- 
nection with the organization, police, inspection, disci- 
pline, exercise and efficient condition of the crew, and the 
cleanliness, good order, efficiency and neat and trim 
appearance of the ship. He shall keep himself constantly 
informed of the policy of the commanding officer in 
regard to the official administration of all matters of 
duty in order that he may carry out the commanding 
officer's wishes. He shall have charge of and report upon 
all enlisted men of the United States navy detailed as 
shipkeepers on ships loaned to this State. So far as his 
power extends he shall correct all abuses, prevent infrac- 
tions of discipline and suppress disorder. He shall 
report to the commanding officer any one who may 
disobey or disregard any law, regulation or order. 

70. The executive officer shall aid the commander injhxti«t,juto 
every way possible in the performance of his duties, **** "*****• 
When on duty in service he shall be constant in his 
attendance on board and shall make himself familiar 

with every part of the ship and with all her appurte- 
nances. He shall report any defects or other matters of 
importance connected with the ship that he may discover. 
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71. He shall inform himself , so far as possible, of the 
physical capacity, service, record and experience of each 
man of the battalion in order that he may station them 
in the crew to the best advantage. Should he have any 
doubt of a man's physical ability to perform the duty 
required of him he shall report the fact to the com- 
mander. 

72. He shall prepare a berthing plan and have the 
berthing numbers put up before the crew goes on board 
if possible. He shall prepare the billets to be delivered 
to the members of the crew when they go on board. He 
shall prepare the watch, quarter, station, fire and boat 
bills as soon as possible and have copies framed and himg 
in a conspicuous position. He shall prepare for the guid- 
ance of the officer of the deck a routine card which shall 
contain the daily routine at sea and in port and such 
orders and instructions as may be necessary concerning 
the manner of performing the duties of the ship over 
which he has supervision. This card shall be kept in a 
place where it is accessible to all. He shall keep a 
morning order book in which he shall enter the instruc- 
tions for the officers of the deck during the morning 
watch. 

73. He shall see that the officers of the ship are vigi- 
lant in the performance of their duties; that they per- 
form them in uniform manner, and that they conform 
strictly to all orders. 

74. As construction officer he shall have charge of all 
boats, their equipment and readiness for work; of all 
minor repairs to the ship; all awnings, rigging, paint, 
etc., and such other materials, stores and fittings as may 
be especially assigned fo him in orders. In the perform- 
ance of his duty generally as executive and as equipment 
and construction officer he shall be governed by the law 
and the regulations defining the duties of executive 
officer in the United States navy. 
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ARTICLE VII. 

THE NAVIGATOR AND ORDNANCE OFFICER.

75. The second line officer below the commander isPoffUion 
designated by law to perform the navigation duties. He * ° ' 
succeeds after the executive officer to the command in 
case of disability. If detached, absent, placed in arrest 

or suspended from duty his duties devolve upon the line 
officer next below him in rank. 

76. He shall be responsible for the care and good order storing gta, 
of the steering gear in general and of the compartments ***'" . 
occupied by the steering machinery, navigator's store 

rooms and office. 

77. When in service or on a cruise for drill andoeneni 
inspection he shall perform all such duties as navigator 

and ordnance officer as shall be required of him under the 
conditions of the service or cruise, and whenever appli- 
cable the rules governing the United States navy in such 
case shall be observed by him. When fitting out, he shall 
make a careful inspection of all parts of the ship men- 
tioned in the preceding section, and of everything con- 
nected with the navigation outfit, the charts and flags. 
Should he discover any defects or deficiencies he shall 
immediately make a detailed written report to the 
commander. 

78. When under way he shall report in writing to the Potmon of 
commander the position of the ship at 8 a. m., at'^'"'*' 

12 m., and at 8 p. m., and at such other times as the 
commander may require. 

79. He shall keep the compass record and prepare compau, 
the compass reports in accordance with the instructions ^^^'^ "** 
laid down in the prescribed forms or issued from time 

to time by the United States Navy Department. When 
the ship is under way and the weather permits he shall 
each day, by observation, ascertain the error of the 
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standard compass and report the result in writing to the 
commander. He shall prepare and keep corrected a 
table of compass deviations, which shall be so placed 
as to be accessible to the officer of the deck. All courses 
and bearings that are entered in the log, as well as 
bearings for computation, shall refer to the standard 
compass, and in case of bearings the ship's head ''per 
standard compass'' (p. s. c.) must be stated. He shall 
frequently examine all the compasses of the ship and 
see that they are in good order and ready for use, and 
that the spare and boat compasses are properly stored. 
Chronometers 80. On a cruise he shall wind the chronometers daily 
and clock.- ^^^^ carry out such instructions as may be given from 
time to time concerning their care, comparison and 
rating. Jle shall have the care of the deck clock and 
regulate the ship's time. 
Sounding 81. He shall frequently examine the lead lines and 

**"* other sounding gear, and all apparatus used for determin- 

ing the speed of the ship, and see that they are in order 
and correctly and properly marked. 
N»Tigstion 82. He shall keep a book in which shall appear all 

record. original observations and computations made for the 

purpose of navigating the ship, or a copy thereof, with 
results and dates. This book shall be regarded as au 
official record of his performance of his duties in the 
navigation of the ship, and shall be subject to exami- 
nation by superior authority. The same shall be for- 
warded and kept as of record on the U. S. S. Yantic 
at Detroit. He shall have charge of the preparation and 
care of the ship's log. 
Ordnance 83. As ordnaucc officer he shall have charge of all 

officer, duties, ^laterial, stores, supplies and articles at headquarters 
pertaining to this department and be responsible for the 
care and preservation of the same, and generally, under 
the conditions of the service, shall perform all such 
duties as are required of navigating and ordnance officers 
by United States naval laws and regulations. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 

THE OFnCER OF THE DECK. 

84. The officer of the deck is the officer on watch in Definition, 
charge of the ship. 

85. Every officer or other person in the ship, what- Authority. 
ever may be his rank, who is subject to the orders of the 
commander, except the executive officer, shall be sub- 
4>rdinate to the officer of the deck. 

86. The officer of the deck shall be responsible for Respomi- 
the safety of the ship subject, however, to any special **'* 
orders he may have received from the commander. He Before taking 
fihall, before taking charge, make himself thoroughly '^***^** 
acquainted with the position of the ship with reference 

to vessels in sight, and to any land, shoals, or rocks that 
may be near ; with the general conditions of the weather, 
the course, speed, conditions, and amount of sail set; 
with all unexecuted orders; with the condition of the 
running lights, and any other appliances required by 
law to be in operation or at hand in order to prevent 
collisions; with the condition of the force on deck avail- 
able for duty, and with the general condition of the ship. 

87. He shall remain on deck until regularly relieved can of the 
and shall not engage in any occupation which may dis-'^'^' 
tract his attention from duty. He shall see that the 
junior officers and the watch are at all times alert, at 

their stations, attentive and ready for duty; that every 
necessary precaution is taken to prevent accidents; 
that a boat is always ready for lowering; the life buoys 
ready for letting go; if in a ship with sails, that the" 
spars, sails, and rigging are protected from the heat 
of the smoke pipe as much as possible; that the look- 
outs are in place and vigilant, and that they understand 
their duties; that the sails are properly set, the yards 
trimmed, and everything ready for shortening sail. 
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particularly during squally weather ; and that the spars 
and rigging are not unduly strained. He shall exercise 
great care that the ship is skillfully steered and kept on 
her course, and shall keep a correct account of the 
courses, the speed and the leeway made. 

Lighto. ^^' He shall see that the running lights are kept 

bright from sunset to sunrise and their condition 
reported every half hour; that during a fog, when 
approaching vessels, and at all other times the pre- 
cautions required by law to prevent collisions are fully 
complied with; that when in pilot waters the leads are 
kept going, or that other means to ascertain the sound- 
ings are at hand, and are frequently used; and that 
nothing is placed near the compasses that will change 
their error. 

Routine card. 89. The officcr of the deck shall carry out the instruc- 
tions laid down in the routine card, the weather and 
other circumstances permitting, modifying them as may 
be necessary to comply with the orders of the commander 
and executive oflScer, but always reporting such mod- 
ification. 

90. He shall see that all officials who come on board 
or leave the ship receive the side honors to which they 
are entitled. He shall see that all persons coming 
alongside or visiting the ship are courteously treated. 
Unless prevented by urgent duty he shall be at the 
gangway to receive, and shall accompany to the side, 
all commissioned officers or distinguished visitors. When 
so prevented he shall send a junior officer of the watch 
to represent him. 

Saiutoa, etc. 91. So far as his authority extends he shall see 
that the regulations concerning salutes, honors and dis- 
tinctions are carefully observed, and generally in the 
discharge of his duty as officer of the deck he shall be 
governed by naval laws and customs and the regulations 
of the United States navy when applicable. 



Etiquette of 
the side. 
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92. He must bear in mind that his manner of perform- Manner of 
ing duty has a great influence upon the discipline of thej^jj®'"^* 
crew and the efficiency of the ship; that he should be 
dignified^ discreet, zealous, energetic and subordinate, 
displaying a spirit of deference to superiors and a 
spirit of kindness to inferiors. He shall himself 
scrupulously obey all orders and regulations and 
require the same of his subordinates. He shall avoid 
the use of harsh language, and, while never permitting 
any duty to be performed in a careless, indifferent or 
dilatory manner, he shall protect the crew from all 
unnecessary annoyance. He shall, when giving orders, 
use only the phraseology customary to the service, with- 
out any unnecessary repetition; he shall use a decided 
and authoritative tone sufficiently loud only for the 
occasion. He shall when giving orders that are to be 
repeated or passed use the exact words proper to pass 
them and not permit any changes or additions by his 
subordinates. The crew must be taught to obey a simple 
and plain order, thereby avoiding much noise, confusion, 
repetition and unreasonable singing out. 

ARTICLE IX. 

OFFICERS OF DIVISIONS. 

03. Commanding officers of divisions shall be respon- lutponsi- 
sible for the care and preservation of all ordnance**"'*^' 
material, stores, clothing, supplies, and articles of outfit 
issued to their divisions. They shall, as disbursing or Bond 
distributing officers, give the bonds required by law and "**"''^®'*' 
Kule 410, regulations governing the infantry arm. 

94. Officers shall keep themselves fully informed ofMuitk«ep 
all regulations, instructions and technical details con-*"'**'™*** 
cerning the care, preservation and manipulation of the 
armament of the ship and appurtenances, and the train- 
ing of enlisted men. 

34 
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95. They shall personally instruct and exercise their 
divisions with great guns, machine guns, field artillery, 
small arms, boats, signals, setting up exercises, and in 
all other exercises and instructions prescribed for enlisted 
men. They shall also, under their immediate supervision, 
afford every opportunity for the junior officers and petty 
officers to become proficient in exercising and handling 
men. 

96. They shall endeavor to bring the divisions under 
their command to the highest possible state of fighting 
efficiency, 

97. They shall during exercise follow the directions 
laid down in the official instructions and take the 
necessary precautions to prevent accidents. They shall 
see that the men of their divisions keep the guns, arms, 
clothing and all their appurtenances clean and in order in 
accordance with the duties of each. 

98. Watch and division officers shall punctually and 
zealously execute all orders received from the commander, 
executive officer, or other superior set over them; see 
that their subordinates perform with diligence the duties 
assigned them; be attentive to the conduct of the ship's 
company; check all profane, abusive, obscene and im- 
proper language ; suppress any unseemly noise, confusion, 
or disturbance; and report to the executive officer those 
who are guilty of any infraction of the laws, regulations^ 
or orders by which they are governed. 

99. They shall, in the performance of their duty, 
conform to the manner adopted and prescribed by the 
executive officer. 

100. They shall keep a book containing a correct copy 
of the watch, quarter, station, fire and boat bills, of all 
internal orders, of the routine book, and of other 
instructions concerning their duties. 

101. They shall at once repair to their stations when- 
ever the call for all hands is sounded, unless otherwise 
directed. 
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102. They shall exercise careful supervision over the Duty u to 
cleanliness and efficient condition of the battery, ord- ***"''*"'®"*' 
nance, equipments, clothing, stores and boats assigned 

to them and shall report immediately to the proper 
officer any repairs or extra cleaning which may be neces- 
sary. They shall at all times keep their respective 
divisions in proper shape to become an integral part of 
the ship's company, or of a battalion of infantry or 
platoon of artillery. 

103. They shall publish all orders to the divisions at Piwicati©n 
the first formation after their receipt: 



ARTICLE X. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

104. The surgeon (or one of his assistants detailed to make 
for the purpose) shall examine physically each applicant J^^'J^^^i^^^g^ 
for enlistment in the Michigan State Naval Brigade, and 
shall report fully to the commanding officer of the 
division in which the applicant desires to enlist upon his 
physical condition and qualifications. All officers in this 
branch of the service shall exert themselves to raise and 
keep up the physical standard of the brigade. They shall 
perform the duties of their rank afloat and ashore as the 
same are required to be performed by the regulations of 
the United States navy. 

106. One apothecary may be rated for each ship's Apothecary, 
company. One bayman may be appointed for eachB,,^^. 
division of the brigade. They shall perform such duties 
as the surgeon in charge may direct and the usual duties 
performed by persons of their rating in the United 
States navy. 

106. When fitting out for a cruise or tour of duty, and sanitary ex- 
ten days before reporting for duty, the senior medical orshiV**" 
officer, or in his absence the medical officer detailed for 
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that purpose, shall examine the sick bay, dispensary, 
medical store-room, medical stores, and other accommo- 
dations for the sick and wounded. Should he discover 
any defects or deficiencies in these he shall make a 
detailed written report of the facts to the commander. 

107. He shall take charge of the sick bay, bath room 
and water closets for the sick, the dispensary and the 
medical store-room; see that they are kept dry, clean, 
sufficiently warm and in good order, and that they are 
prepared for inspection at the same time as the other 
parts of the ship. 

108. He shall, in addition to bestowing the most 
careful professional treatment possible upon the patients 
under his care, be attentive to their comfort, and the 
cleanliness of their clothing, bedding and person. He 
shall take care that the attendants of the sick under- 
stand when it is necessary to summon the aid of a 
medical officer. 

109. In difficult cases he shall consult with the junior 
medical officers of the ship or other medical officers 
present concerning the professional treatment of the 
patients. 

110. When on a tour of duty he shall report to the 
commander daily by 10 a. m., in writing, the names and 
condition of the sick. 

111. He shall prepare a binnacle list containing the 
names of those he recommends to be excused from duty, 
either wholly or in part, and submit it to the commander 
daily before 9:30 a. m. Additions and changes during the 
day shall be made when necessary. 

112. He shall carefully observe the general appear- 
ance of the personnel of the ship and should he suspect 
the presence of disease in any person he shall report the 
fact to the commander and make such recommendation 
as he deems proper. 
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113. Whenever he deems it necessary it shall be his Reports as to 
duty to make to the commander written suggestions or*^**^**^* 
reports concerning the sanitary condition of the personnel 

of the ship, the prevention or checking of disease, and 
the care and comfort of the sick or wounded. 

114. When attendants for the sick in addition to the Additional 
regular established complement are necessary he shall J^°**"** 
report the fact to the commander, representing the degree 

of necessity existing, and the extent of additional service 
required. 

115. He shall, when required, inspect the provisions of provisions, 
the crew and report any that are unsound or liable to ^"•p"**'®'* **'• 
cause illness. 

116. Whenever a supply of water is obtained either for water, anaiy- 
drinking or cooking, and before it is used, he shall *'* ° ' 
institute as complete an analysis of it as possible with 

the means at hand, and report at once if any doubt 
exists as to its purity. All such analyses shall be re- 
corded in the medical journal. 

117. He shall once in each week accompany the execu- inspection 
tive officer when that officer is inspecting the living *"** '***^'^ 
spaces, holds and store-rooms, and shall make to the 
commander iifter such inspection a written report of the 
sanitary condition of the vessel. 

118. Whenever in his opinion any person on board M«dicai 
becomes unfit for further duty on account of illness or""*^*^" 
injury he shall report the fact to the commander, and if 
necessary recommend a medical survey or transfer home 

or to a hospital. A patient when transferred home or to Transfer 
a hospital shall if practicable be accompanied by a^'^****"** 
medical officer. A patient when transferred from the care 
of a medical officer of the Naval Brigade to that of any 
other person shall be accompanied by a hospital ticket 
containing a complete record of the case as recorded in 
the medical journal. If transferred to the care of a 
medical officer, this statement shall be recorded in his 
medical journal or affixed to the case paper. 
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119. He and all other medical officers of the ship 
shall forward all official reports, communioations and 
returns, whatever their destination, through the com- 
mander. 

120. He snail indorse on the record of every summary 
court martial the sentence of which involves confinement 
for a period exceeding five days, on diminished rations, 
or on hread and water, his opinion as to whether the 
infliction of such sentence would produce serious injury 
to the person sentenced, in form as follows: *'From an 

examination of and of the 

place where he is to be confined, I am of the j^pinion that 
the execution of the foregoing sentence will (not) pro- 
duce serious injury to his health." 

121. In the absence, or during the disability of the 
senior medical officer the medical officer next in rank 
shall perform his duties. When two or more medical 
officers are attached to a ship during a cruise at least 
one shall be on board at all times. 

122. Junior medical officers shall at all times conform 
to the directions of the senior medical officer in regard to 
the professional treatment, care and comfort of the sick 
and wounded. They shall be unremitting in their atten- 
tion to the sick and wounded and shall exact from those 
under their direction a rigid performance of their duties. 
They shall personally see that the medicines are properly 
weighed, measured and labeled for distribution^ and that 
they are administered by competent persons. They shall^ 
subject to the direction of the senior medical officer, 
keep the medical journal and prepare the regular reports 
and returns, unless the senior medical officer prefers 
to perform this duty himself. 

123. They shall keep the senior medical officer fully 
informed as to the condition of all patients and fre- 
quently consult with him in regard to their professional 
treatment. 
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124. Junior medical officers on a cruise, on the annual lwv of 
tour of duty or otherwise, desiring leave shall obtain *^'*°*** 
permission from the senior medical officer before request- 
ing same. 

125. In all respects, so far as compatible with th& 
conditions of the service and the circumstances under 
which the service of the State Naval Brigade is per- 
formed, the medical department thereof shall be governed 
by the regulations herein prescribed and the regulations 
adopted for the government of the medical department 
of the United States navy. 



ARTICLE XI. 

» 

PAY DEPABTMENT. 

126. Under Sec. 35, Act 184, P. A. 1893, the Quarter- Quartermatter 
master General of the State has the general custody and cJaJJ^o? 
charge of all arms, ammunition, uniforms, tents, boats, p^^p*"^* 
and all other stores, property and supplies, belonging to 

the State and intended for the use of the naval forces of 
the National Guard, or belonging to the United States 
and loaned to the State for the use of such naval forces ; 
he is responsible for the same, and is required to make 
returns thereof and to account for the same as required 
by law in the case of other military property or stores 
intrusted to his care. 

127. The paymaster is a brigade staff officer, andiuuikof 
ranks as lieutenant commander. He is chief mustering '*^°*****'* 
officer of the brigade. He is detailed to duty with the 

first battalion. 

128. There may be, by appointment of the Commander- Assistanti. 
in-Chief, two assistant paymasters, each with relative 

rank of lieutenant (junior grade). 

129. Every paymaster, before entering upon the dis-Bond. 
charge of his duties as such, shall give bond to the 
Quartermaster General in such sum as may be determined 
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by the State Military Board, with sufficient surety or 
sureties, which bond shall be subject to approval of said 
board, and shall be conditional for the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of said office and to account whenever 
called upon so to do for all moneys and public property 
belonging to the State or to the United States that shall 
come into his hands or under his control as such pay 
officer. He shall give a new bond in like nianner when- 
ever required to do so by the Quartermaster General; 
and all such bonds shall be examined every year for the 
purpose of ascertaining the sufficiency of the surety or 
sureties thereon. A pay officer's bond takes effect from 
the date of its approval by the State Military Board. The 
issuing of a new appointment and commission to any pay 
officer shall not affect or annul any existing bond, but the 
same shall remain in force and apply to sucb new 
appointment and commission. If, from any cause, a 
bonded officer retires from service, the bond given shall 
continue in force imtil all accounts and responsibilities 
are adjusted and a release given by proper authority. 
The bond of a pay officer acting as an assistant to another 
pay officer covers the public property actually in his 
custody, and for which he has receipted, but does not 
release the senior officer from a proper supervision over 
the acts of his subordinate. 
luuinc 130. The paymaster will issue all clothing and small 

prop«rty. gtorcs, food, cookiug utcusils, etc., to the enlisted men, 
directly or through his assistants, upon requisitions of 
the division commanders approved by the commanding 
officer of the brigade. When such stores or materials 
have been issued the division commanders will certify in 
writing that such issues have been made. The books of 
the paymaster will at all times show the receipt and issue 
of property in detail. Division commanders will cause 
each article issued to an enlisted man to be charged to 
him individually, and the same shall be accounted for as 
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' I 

provided in Article XVIII hereof. The paymaster shall Quarterly 
make quarterly reports of all stores received and dis-"**^'*' 
bursed, showing quantities remaining on hand, on forms 
and in the manner prescribed by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, and for this purpose may require similar reports 
from the assistant paymasters or other disbursing and 
distributing officers. 

131. A pay officer acting as an assistant to another Liability of 
shall not be held to any pecuniary responsibility except *""" " ** 
for property placed in his custody and for which he shall 

have receipted. 

132. The duties of brigade paymaster in the Michigan 
State Naval Brigade are similar to those of quarter- 
master in the infantry arm of the service. Their proper 
discharge calls for experience, discretion and business 
qualifications. He draws and issues supplies and has 
charge of all property in the battalion not receipted for 
by the construction, equipment, navigation, ordnance, or 
engineer departments, or by the division commanders. 

133. Paymasters, in obtaining and turning over or prescribed 
issuing property and supplies, will follow the regulations J^"J' *** ^^ 
and use the forms provided by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. Their requisitions or estimates must be approved 

by the brigade or battalion commander. 

134. Assistant paymasters shall be assigned to duty xuistants, 
as the commanding officer may direct. They shall per- Jj"^*^*^"**"* *** 
form all duties usually performed in their positions by 
officers of their rank and corps in the United States 

navy and in accordance with the regulations and customs 
of the navy where the same do not conflict with the 
laws of this State or the regulations governing disburs- 
ing and distributing officers. They shall execute bonds 
to the Quartermaster General with like conditions and 
in like manner as required of paymaster. Generally they 
shall have charge of all clothing, small stores, food, 
cooking utensils, etc.

135. Upon the recommendation of the paymaster, one 
pay clerk may be appointed (and warranted), for a 
period not exceeding one month in each year, by the 
Commander-in-Chief, who shall perform the duties of and 
receive the pay and emoluments of a person of similar 
grade in the United States navy. 

136. One chief yeoman and one Jack O'Dust may be 
rated by the commanding officer of each battalion and 
assigned to duty with each pay officer. Their duties shall 
be such as are usually performed by men of their rating 
in the United States navy. 

137. The pay officer of a ship fitting out for a cruise 
or tour of duty shall, ten days previous to the commence- 
ment of such duty, carefully examine the store rooms and 
other spaces allotted for the storage of provisions and 
supplies in his charge, and shall report in writing to the 
commanding officer their capacity and any defects or 
deficiencies in their arrangement. 

138. The senior pay officer shall take charge of the 
store and other rooms that are kept locked, keeping the 
keys in his custody. He shall see that store and other 
rooms assigned to the pay department are clean, dry, 
well ventilated and in good order, and that they are pre- 
pared for inspection at the same time as the other parts 
of the ship. He shall see that no private articles are 
stored in these rooms ; that they are not used as sleeping 
apartments without the commanding officer's knowledge 
and authority, and that the stores in his charge are 
properly cared for. 

139. Whenever he deems it necessary it shall be the 
duty of the senior pay officer to make written suggestions 
or reports to the commanding officer concerning supplies 
and stores for the ship. 

140. In all respects not specifically covered by regula- 
tions and within the limitations of the law creating and 
governing the Michigan State Naval Brigade the pay 
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department and officers thereof shall be governed by the 
United States navy regulations. 

141. An officer requiring supplies or stores of any Requisition, 
nature or the expenditure of money for his department'**""**'" 
or division will make out a requisition for same in 
approximately the following form:

All requisitions must be properly indorsed and for- 
warded through regular channels for farther indorsement 
and approval. Authority for the direct purchase of Direct 
articles can only be given through or by the Quarter- 
master General. When written permission to purchase 
is so given the authorized officer will proceed to procure 
bids, written if possible, or if the amount exceed ten 
dollars from at least three reputable firms in his vicinity, 
and will give the order to the lowest responsible bidder. 
He will carefully preserve the order directing him to 
proceed and the various bids, if in writing, or memoranda 
of them if not. Upon completion or the delivery of the 
work he will procure an invoice of same and will indorse 
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on the face of the same "work completed (or goods 
delivered ) , quantity, quality and price correct", and will 
sign his name and rank. He will thereupon attach same 
as a last sheet to the permit or order and the bids or 
memoranda of bids, fold the papers according to regula- 
indoraement. tions and indorse the first fold as follows:

142. Officers and others ordering work done, or making 
purchases without proper authority, or accounting for 
same as above provided, may be required to pay for 
same themselves. 

14.3. The pay corps is charged with the preparation 
and submission of a set of blanks and books for the carry- 
ing out of its duties which blanks and books, when ap- 
proved by the State Military Board, shall be adopted and 
considered as a part of these regulations.

144. The chief engineer, who ranks as passed assistant 
engineer until two battalions are formed, shall be re- 
sponsible for the care, preservation and efficient working 
of the motive engines of the ship and of her boats and 
their dependencies; of the turret engines, steam pumps, 
steam heaters, steam connections and pipes, distilling 
apparatus, refrigerating engines, ventilating fans, heat- 
ing apparatus, fire pumps, and lighting plant. 
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145. He shall also be responsible for the cleanliness Farther re- 
and good condition of all bulk heads, doors, valves, pipes ■^°"*' 
and machinery within the engine rooms; of the boiler 
rooms, shaft alleys, coal bunkers, engineer store rooms 

and work shops, of all compartments and double bottoms 
within the line of such bulk heads, together with those 
compartments and double bottoms accessible only through 
the engineer compartments. 

146. He shall also be responsible for the efficiency and idem, 
good condition of all valves, cocks and pipes within the 
engineer compartments connected with hand pumps, and 

he shall see that the suction and bilge wells are kept free 
from ashes, dirt and grease. He shall perform such other 
professional duties as may be assigned him by the com- 
mander. 

147. He shall assign to the junior engineer officers Duties toward 
their routine duties in connection with the care, preserva- ""*^'** **•■• 
tion and repair of machinery. He shall see that the 
enlisted men of the engineer's division acquire a knowl- 
edge of the practical duties of their profession. When, 

in his opinion, they may be safely entrusted with the 
charge of a watch under steam by day or night, or with 
a day's duty, he may recommend them to the commander 
for such assignment. He shall require all his subordi- 
nates to become familiar with all machinery in his 
department. To this end he shall give thfem, and cause 
his assistants to give them, such instruction as may be 
necessary in order to render all familiar with the man- 
agement of the engines and their dependencies. 

148. He shall make all such reports as are customary Reports, 
and required by naval law^s and regulations. Whenever 

he deems it necessary it shall be his duty to make written 
suggestions or reports to the commander concerning the 
machinery and its dependencies or other fittings of the 
ship for which he is responsible. The chief engineer shall 
keep the executive officer informed of the sobriety and

obedience of the enlisted men of the engineer depart- 
ment, and of their proficiency in their respective ratings. 

149. During the temporary absence or disability of the 
chief engineer, the engineer officer or line officer chosen 
for the purpose, next in rank, remaining on board shall 
perform the duties of the chief in addition to his own. 
Should, however, the absence or disability of the chief 
extend for a considerable period the commander may at 
his discretion relieve the engineer officer next in rank of 
his duties as a junior. The watches of the junior 
engineers shall be arranged by the commander in accord- 
ance with the number on .board fit for duty and the 
requirements of the ship. 

150. The engineer of the watch shall use every effort 
to maintain the motive machinery and its dependencies 
in an efficient condition, and to prevent any accident or 
injury to the same. He shall be prepared to execute 
immediately any order received from the deck by signal 
or otherwise. He shall report at once to the officer of the 
deck any derangement or probable derangement of 
machinery which may affect the maneuvering powers of 
the ship. He shall not alter the speed of the engines 
without orders from the deck except through necessity. 
He shall acquaint the senior engineer as soon as he dis- 
covers anything wrong with the machinery or boilers. 
He shall faithfully execute and observe all instructions 
and directions received from the senior engineer in refer- 
ence to the use, care and preservation of the motive 
machinery, and in other professional duties with which, 
the senior engineer is charged by these regulations. He 
shall at all times carry out any instructions he may 
receive from proper authority. He shall preserve order 
among his subordinates in the engine and fire rooms, and 
place upon the report book the names of any men who 
are guilty of any infractions of discipline. He shall keep 
the steam log, and make such entries as are required by 
the instructions contained therein. So far as in his

Reports to the oflScer of the deck and senior engineer 
shall, when possible, be made through voice tubes. When 
this cannot be done they shall be carried by some intelli- 
gent subordinate. In the case of important report^ both 
means shall be employed. 

151. Junior engineer officers shall obtain permission permission 
from the senior engineer to be absent from the ship bef ore ** ^**^* "*^**'* 
asking permission from the commander or executive 

officer as the case may be. Should the senior engineer 
officer refuse to grant such permission he shall report his 
reasons for so doing to the commander. 

152. In accordance with Section 15, Act 184, P. A. Additional 
1893, one additional ensign is hereby allowed to each *""*"'** 
division. He shall, before being commissioned, pass a Examination. 
satisfactory examination in steam, and particularly 
marine engineering, before a board to be appointed by the 
Commander-in-Chief. Such board shall consist of three Board, 
persons, one of whom shall be the senior engineer of the 
Michigan State Naval Brigade, one the commanding 

officer or one of his staff delegated by him, one, if possi- 
ble, the inspector of boilers and machinery of the United 
States revenue district in which the division is located, 
or, failing him, a practical marine engineer holding a 
license of the first class. He shall also pass the usual 
examination for his commission as provided by law.

sioned no assistant engineer shall be appointed or com- ^ngi„eg„^ 
missioned, but their duties shall be performed by these 
additional ensigns. It is the intention, by these regula- 
tions, to assimilate the State service to the United States 
naval service as changed in 1899 by the "Personnel Bill," 
so called, and to substitute for the junior engineer officers 
allowed by law line officers detailed for engine room 
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duty until such time as the law shall be amended to cor- 
respond to the United States statutes on the subject. 

153. On the regular cruise or annual tour of duty the 
following may be temporarily enlisted to fill vacancies 
existing among the petty officers and other enlisted men 
of the artificer branch and may be paid not to exceed the 
sums set opposite their respective ratings:

Accordingly, not more than 
seventeen men may be temporarily enlisted for this pur- 
pose for each annual tour of duty on board ship, of whom 
one shall have the rating of band master and the com- coinpensatioi). 
pensation of three dollars per diem, and sixteen shall 
have the rating of landsman with compensation at two 
dollars per diem each. One ration shall be issued to each 
of the seventeen men so enlisted. (See, also. Rule 111, 
regulations governing the infantry arm.)

156. There shall be allowed to the staff of each bat- Batuiion and

157. The senior master-at-arms is the chief petty cwef petty 
officer and chief of police of the ship.

He shall exercise a strict 
surveillance over the conduct of the crew. He shall 

exert himself to the utmost to preserve order, insure 
cleanliness, and prevent any infraction of discipline in 
any part of the ship.

158. Petty officers shall show in themselves a good 
example 6f subordination, courage, zeal, sobriety, neat- 
ness and attention to duty. They shall aid to the utmost 
of their ability in maintaining good order, discipline, 
and all that concerns the efficiency of the command. 

159. The members of the crew must on all occasions 
yield a ready, cheerful and prompt obedience to those 
placed over them; obey all orders and regulations; be 
attentive to their duties and to any instructions they 
may receive; avoid difficulties with each other; be neat 
in their person and dress; and each should endeavor by 
his own good conduct, respectful bearing and zeal to 
promote the efficiency of the entire command. 

160. The grades and ratings and the order of rank 
and precedence of petty officers and seamen in the Michi- 
gan State Naval Brigade shall be the same as prescribed 
from time to time for petty officers and seamen in the 
United States navy, except that no seaman shall be rated 
as seaman-apprentice or as apprentice. The relative 
rank between petty officers in the naval forces and non- 
commissioned officers in the infantry arm of the National 
Guard (according to the date of their certificate of 
appointment or warrant in their respective grades) shall 
be as follows: Chief masters-at-arms and chief boat- 
swains mates shall rank with sergeants major; band 
masters with chief musicians ; apothecaries with hospital 
stewards; other chief petty officers with regimental 
quartermaster sergeants; first musicians with drum 
majors; other petty officers of the first class with first 
sergeants; petty officers of the second class with ser- 
geants ; petty officers of the third class with corporals. 

101. Petty officers shall be appointed by the command- 
ing officer of the battalion, at his discretion, upon recom- 
mendation of the commanding officer of the division, or 
upon that of the executive officer.

164. Upon the formation of a battalion the Com- 
mander-in-Chief may order an election for a commanding 
officer thereof and the Adjutant General shall cause 
written notice of the time and place of holding such 
election to be mailed to each officer entitled to vote at 
such election at least five days previously thereto. 

165. In case a battalion of less than four divisions is 
increased to the full strength authorized by law, the 
Commander-in-Chief may promote the lieutenant com- 
mander commanding the same and the executive officer 
thereof to the grades of commander and lieutenant com- 
mander respectively, for the remainder of the terms for 
which they were originally appointed and commissioned. 

166. The commissioned officers of each division chosen 
and commissioned at the time of its muster into service 
shall hold their respective offices until the first regular 
election of commissioned officers following and until 
their successors are elected and commissioned.

service devolves in any degree to make himself familiar 
with the laws relating thereto, with the regulations and 
general orders for the government of the State Naval 
Brigade, of the United States navy, and of those govern- 
ing the infantry arm of the State service. 

Obedience. 173. All pcrsous in the State Naval Brigade are 

required to obey strictly, and to execute promptly, the 
lawful orders of their superiors. 
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174. Superiors of every grade are forbidden to injure Tyrannical

those under their command by tyrannical or capricious 
conduct or by abusive language. Authority over sub- 
ordinates is to be exercised with firmness, but with 
justice and kindness. 

175. In order to avoid unnecessary recourse to courts inquiry as to 
of inquiry and courts-martial it is provided that where an ^^^ 
officer or other person is reported for grave misconduct 

to his immediate commanding officer the latter shall 
institute a careful inquiry into the circumstances on 
which the complaint is founded. Such inquiry shall be 
conducted in the usual mode provided in the United 
States naval regulations. If after such investigation the 
commander shall not deem the offense one requiring the 
action either of a court of inquiry or court-martial, he 
shall himself take such action as he may think necessary 
within the limits of punishment allowed him by law. 

176. The discipline and etiquette of the State Naval DiacipUne, 
Brigade shall conform to that prescribed or enforced in ^ ^^^yy" *"^™' 
the United States navy, except that its general courts, 

their appointment and their findings shall be governed 
by the laws of this State. The customs not prescribed customs, 
by law but enforced by the United States navy shall be 
followed by the Michigan State Naval Brigade. 

177. The forces of the Naval Brigade are organized Reserve 
not only for the purposes and service of the State, but„Yv^. 
also for the instruction and training thereof as a supple- 
ment to or reserve for the regular forces of the United 
States navy in case of need. It is desirable, therefore, 
that the instruction, drill, equipment and training of the 
forces should conform to the instruction, drill, equipment 

All laws, rules 
and regulations governing the United States navy, unless 
inconsistent with the laws of the State of Michigan, with 
these rules, or with the rules and regulations governing 
the infantry arm of the State applicable to the naval

Each man on enlisting shall be provided, upon 
uniform. requisition of his division commander, with: One suit 
of mustering blue, consisting of — one blue shirt, one pair 
trousers, one cap and one cap ribbon ; two white working 
suits, consisting of — two jumpers, two pairs white over- 
alls, two white caps; one suit oilskins, consisting of — 
one coat, one pair trousers, one sou'wester; also, one pea 
coat, one pair leggins, one blue sweater, one neckerchief, 
one watch cap, one knife, two lanyards, two cap covers; 
all of which shall be charged against him upon the books 
Extra of the pay or division officer by whom he is supplied. He 

shall be allowed annually, during his term of enlistment, 
to draw two dollars worth of the above to replace articles 
lost or worn in service, but shall not be credited with 
any part of this sum not drawn. 
Petty offlceri' 180. Each chicf petty officer upon his appointment 
uniform. shall bc Credited with clothing and equipment turned in, 
at its full price, and shall be supplied and charged, 
under the above conditions, with : One blue suit, consist-

182. One hammock, one set clews, one lashing, one »:«iaipiii«ni 
mattress, two mattress covers and one double blanket, **'*^™*"*' 
and, if necessary, one bag shall be issued to each enlisted 

man participating in each annual cruise or any tour of 
duty on board ship; or the usual articles issued to a 
soldier shall be issued to him for shore duty. He shall be 
charged with these when issued to him and credited with 
them if returned in good order, wear excepted, at the 
termination of the cruise or tour of duty. 

183. Each commissioned officer shall supply himself , cvtminiMioned 
immediately upon receiving his commission, with: Oneu„if*"u,. 
service uniform, at least one white uniform with an extra 

pair of white trousers, three white cap covers, one sword 
belt and one sword with its scabbard and knot, and a 
suitable quantity of white gloves. He may draw from the 
designated pay officer one or more pairs of leggins upon 
the same condition as is hereinbefore provided for the 
issue of the same to enlisted men. 

184. All uniforms for officers and enlisted men »hall to cunfonn to 
conform strictly to those provided for officers and enlisted ^ * ^' "*''^' 
men in the United States navy with the following excep- 
tions, to wit: The State shield shall be substituted for Exceptions. 
that of the United States upon the cap device for officers, 

and the Roman blocked letter "M" one inch in height and 
one inch in width and woven in silver with arms one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness shall be placed upon the 
collar of the service coat one-half of an inch in the rear 
of the corps device. The letter "M*' in colors, one inch 
37 
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wide, one inch hi<?h, with arms one-eighth of an inch in 
thickness, shall be placed one inch below the rating- 
badge upon the uniforms of all petty officers. The letters

FLAGS, COLORS AND SIGNALS. 

185. Except as herein provided, the flags, colors, signal 
flags and pennants employed by the Xaval Brigade will 
be the same as prescribed for tlie use of the navy. Tlie 
methods of signaling employed shall be the same as in 
use in the navy and officers and men shall be instructed 
in the use and understanding thereof as far as is practi- 
cable. The commanding officer of the brigade shall see 
that the forces of the brigade are equipped and supplied 
with all necessary and proper flags, signal flags, colors 
and proper signaling apparatus and signal codes and 
that the officers and men are instructed in the use of the 
same. 

186. Commanding officers afloat shall fly a swallow- 
tailed pennant of blue with a yellow elongated diamond 
center, in the center of which diamond shall be a blue 
foul anchor. The dimensions of this pennant shall cor- 
respond to the size of tlie ship.

187. All official communications intended for officers How 
holding positions with recognized titles shall be addressed * 
to them bv title, and not hv name. Officers shall not 
sign, or forward informal connnunications, or such as 
are not prepared in accordance with instructions govern- 
ing official correspondence in the State Naval Brigade.

180. lleturns, requisitions, vouchers and reports on utter of 
prescribed forms, which are complete in themselves and neccMary, 
properly authenticated, and which do not require special "''***"• 
exj)lanation, shall not be accompanied by letters of advice 
or. transmittal. 

100. Every person in the State Naval Brigade making Forwarding 
an official communication of any kind to any superior cations, 
authority, other than his immediate commanding officer, 

shall send the same unsealed to his commanding officer 
to be by him remarked upon and forwarded. No written 
communication shall be received as official which is not 
forwarded through the prescribed channels and with the 
indorsements of the ofiicers through whom forwarded.

shall forward the same, if in proper form and language, 
as soon after their receipt as pi-acticable, and shall 
invariably state their opinions in writing by indorse- 
ment, or otherwise, in relation to every subject presented 
for decision.

192. Direct official correspondence between subordi- 
nate officers is forbidden. 

193. All communications, orders, bills, requisitions 
and papers which by law or regulation are to be signed, 
approved or forwarded by the commanding officer must be 
actually signed by such officer, or in his absence by the 
line officer next in rank and temporarily in command. 

194. Officers shall enter in proper books copies of all 
official letters sent, and file and preserve all official docu- 
ments received.

Reports from the executive and other 
subordinate officers, or from any other person, made to 
the commanding officer after a cruise or any important 
service shall be forwarded to the Adjutant General and 
the commanding officer shall retain copies.
